Tbe grand featiire of a work of romtuUic fietion ia tbe 
vupematunl eharacter of tbe peraona wboae exploita and 
adTentnrea are depicted, and of the inflneneea to wbicb tbej 
are anbjected. Dnnlop, in hia famoua biatoiy, aqra, '^Tbe 
apeciea of macbinety, aucb aa gianta, dragona, and encbanted 
caatlea, wbicb forma tbe aeaaonmg of tbe adTenturea of 
chiTslrj, baa been diatinguiabed bjr tbe name of Bomantie 
Fiction." Tboae wbo are deaironaof becoming acquainted 
iritb tbia diviaion of literature from tbe ** Tbeagenea and 
[^arideft of Ueliodoma,'* and tbe ** Aaa of Apnleiua" down-

had lost an tiie Tigoor and beaatj of joutb, and had oome 

into poaiMaion of tha ungrateftil qualitiea of a dJahonouraMa 

old ago. Tho general alteration in European mannera, 

and the growing disbelief in enchantmenta and magical 

j inflneneea, prerented ■entimental joung ladiea from being in« 

tereated in the fortonea of heroinea impriaoned bj demoniacal 

agendea, and heroea eontinuall j exposed to dangera which 

aodal ohangea had rendered impoaaible. Disraeli, in hia 

* Cnrioaitiea of literature,'* wrote, ** From romances, which 

had now exhanated tiie patience of the public sprung norela. 

t nej attempted to aUure attention l^ thia innting title, 

I and reduced tiieir worka from ten to two rolumea. The 

fname of romance disguatod; and thej aubatituted thoae of 
Uatoiies^ lirea, memoira, and adTenturea. In theae works 
(obaerfed Trail) thej quitted the unnatural incidenta, the 
heroie prqjeeta, the complicated and endleaa intriguea, and 
the exertion of noble paasiona; heroea were now taken, not 
i from the tiirone, thej were aought for eren amongst the 

kweat rank of the people." Aa the chief merit of the old 
romance had been found in the incredibilitj of ita incidenta 
and the wfldnesa of ita plot, so the novel charmed bjr ad^ 
hering to the aimple, and sometimea stem truth of life. 
The firat nord-writera were much more anxioua that their 
leadera ahonld gite them credit for Teradtj, than that thej 
ahould applaud them for liTeljr powera of imagination. 
! Speaking of the difference in length between the romaneea 

and eari J norela, Diaraeli fdidtoual J obserres, '^ Our grand- 
mothers were incommoded Vith ofe rgro wn folios; and, 
inatead of finiahing the erentfol hiatoij of two lorera at 
one or two aittinga, it waa sometimea aix montha, ituMing 
Bmi tij ^f before thej could get ^t of tiieir Ddiaa, their 
Pjrruaaa, and Furthenisaaa.'* 
I The aouice of the Britiah norel haa long been a Murvla 
\ fwis sfi a with antiquariaaa, tfioughit ia gcnerallj, and to the 
I aa ti a h etiott of mpat peoj^ eakulaled to fbnn aa opinion 
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bhe fabjeeti attributed to the Italiani. Certain it ia, 
> in a Terj thort time after tbeir flnt pablicaii0n, the 
)la of Italy became, tbroogb the medium oftmnalatiana, 
popular reading of the Engliah, and oontribnted power- 
r to our dnunatie literature. Ibe most popular eomediea 
[hakeapeara are baaed on atoriea bj Booeado, 8er Gio- 
li, Cintbio and Bandello. And to the two last-named 
era, Beaumont and Fletcher are as much indebted as 
' are to Gerardo and Cervantea. When Eoger Asdham 
id the Ladj Jane Qrej in her chamber ofer her 
iflsdon Flatonia" in Greek, ahe waa, he assures us, read- 
it ^ with as much delite, as some gentleman would read 
eny tale of Boccase.*' And in another part of hia 
^htinl ** Schoolmaster'* Ascham says, *' if aome yet doe 
well understand what is an Ehgliahman Italiaaated, I 
plainly tell him. He that by living and trafeUing in 
le, bringeth home into England out of Italie the religion, 
learning, the policie, the experience, the mannera of 
le. !niat is to say, for religion, Ftepistrie, or worse ; for 
aing, less commonly than they carried out with them ; 
polide, a Actions hart, a discoursing head, a mind to 
die in all men*s matters ; for experience, plentie of new 
Jiieres never knowen in England before; for manners, 
rtie of Tanities, and chaunge of filthy lying. These be 
inehauntments of Oirces, brought out of Italic, to 
re men's maners in Enghind ; much, by example of ill 
but more by^receptes of fonde bookes, of late tnnalated 
nf Italian into Englishe, solde in efery shop in London, 
mended by honest titles, the sooner to corrupt honest 
ers, dedici^ orer boldlie to rertuous and honourable 
onagea, the easdier to beguile simple snd innocent 
es. It is a pitty that tikose, which have authoritie and 
ge, to alow and disalow bookea to be printed, be ne 
» eireumspeet herein then they are. Ten sermons at 
lea Crosse doe not so aueh good for mooring man to 
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trao doolriiM, M ODe of tkoM iKwkM doe han^ with ial^^ 
SMA lo ill lifing. .... iBoiirfore&liliaratiin^wlieii 
VttguMbf M » itending podlap corered and orerflowed all

' of the many EUsabethaa nordiits, Bobert Greene is 
one whose works give the reader the most sgreeable 
of what a novel at the end of the sixteenth oentmy 
Every one who has read Sir Walter Beott's novel, 
ke Monastery/* has formed a slight aequaintance with 
style of the eelebrated ^'Euphues, the' Anatomie of 
/' and '^Euphues and his Englsnd'* of John Lylie, 
sh are, perhaps, the most duuraoteristio and noteworthy 
ks of fiction the age produced ; but the impossibility of 
ailing those lengUiy specimens of inflation andbombast^ 
I to give the reader a tolerably aocnrate picture of their 
mits, without wearying him with tedious pages of empty 
on, has guided us in our selection of Bobert Greene in 
iarence to the favourite author of the ^Euphuists.'* 
obert Greene^ sn eastern counties* man, was the son 
% dtisen of Norwich. He was bom about the year 
}, and he died in the year of our Lord, 1502,— so his 
was not a long one. But^ abort as it was, he msnaged 
diieve a vast amount of work, and to taste of deep^ 
[nant misery,— and of some joy, also, let us hope t 
he list of his writings— plays, pampUets, sermonS|taIei^ 
arias— shows him to have been an industrious man I and 
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tlifln if no doubt that he was poneMed of eonndanbltf 
letraing, and was rich in tbat wom&wha^ nndefinable com- 
modify called'' knowledge of the world.** He waa educated 
at St. John*! Colkge^ Camhridge, in whidi unifcnitjr he 
tookthedegieeof MJLml588. He waa alao a Maater 
of Arte of Oxford, and apent aome time intrafebinto Itafy 
and Spain. It ia more than probable that he took ordera, 
and waa preaented to the living of Tollealmrj, in Enez. 
Su^poaing audi to be tike caae, he waa deprited of hia pre- 
ftiment lor irregular living. It ia certain, for we hare it 
CB hia own oonftaaion, that he waa a diaaolnte fellow, erer in 
eztramea of ezceoa or contrition,— one of thoae poor 
I wietchea who^ without enough mcnal hardihood to keep 
. oat of the waja of error, hare too much conadenoe to be 
aUe to get an jthing like a handaome meaaore of o^jojrment 
out of ain. 

. The antfaora, bj profeaaion, of the EUsabethan age, were 

the terieit wretchea that a lore of lettera erer pulled down 

,1 with atarration and pricked up with contumdj. Greene'a 

intimato waa Ihomaa Naahe^ a man who waa Ixnin at Lowea- 

toft, in Suffolk, and waa,Iike G^reene, educated at St. John*a 

{ Coll^ge^ Cambridge. Naahe eridenced hia lore for the 

. diatrict in whidi hia /outh waa paaaed, by celebrating the 

I eiedlenciea of Yarmouth, in a book called "Naabe*! Lenten

-tfond out of his horses tail — ^and hare I more than these? 
bought I to myself: am I better bomf am I better 
»TOUght up? yea^ and better fayoured! and yet am I a 
i^ggar I Now am I crost, or whence is this curse f Efcn 
rom hence, the men that should employ such as I am, are 
namoured of their own wits, though they be nerer so 
surrie ; that a scriyener is bettor paid than a sehoiar ; and 
sen of art must seek to liye among cormorants, or be kept 
nder by dunces ; who count it policy to keep them bsie to 
>llow their books the better.'* 

Greene's perseyeranoe and assiduity in his yocation did 
fit preserye him from that poyerty his friend Nsshe so 
nell described, and when a few pieces of gold did find their 
rsy into his hands from a book-yendor's pocket they were 
peedily dissipated in feasting snd debauchery. The imme- 
safte cause of his death was deyouring sn imprudent 
Uowance of pickled herrings, snd washing them down with 
Khenish wine,st a banquet at whidi Tom Nashe was present. 
lut his heslth had long before that been in a declining 
feate, and he well knew that feast of herrings snd wine was 
neof tiielsst meals he was destined to partake of npon 
arth. 

In a fit of remorse, as he regarded his abused life— tiia 

pros ti t uti on of his powers — the debssement of his rniad-^

Eranceaoo and laabel contrived to elude the vigilanoe of 
the anatere frtl; er, and tikrough the aid of an old beggar- 
woman managed to exchange lettera. Franeeaoo ia the flrat 
to write, and hia epiitle runa thua,

Such a letter deaerved aa anawery and laabel, after much 
ooliaideratioiiy faToored him with the fdUowing reply: 

'^ ' IbjlBIL TO TKAVOiaco : HealtlL---Althoagh the natiiM 
of a fiitheTi and the dutie of a childe^ might moore me re- 
solately to rqect tikj lettera, yet I received them, for that 
thou art Franceaco and I Iiabel, who were once private in 
affectioiiy aa we are now diatant in placea.

Their eiea, with every glance, make a new choice, and every 
looke can commannd a aigh, having their harte like aalt» 
peeter, that fiereth at the firat» and yet proveth but a flaah$ 
their thon^te reaching aa high aa oedaia, but aa brittle aa 
roda tiiat breake with every blaat.

Btantaa he waa comely P HadtheQueeneof Poetiiebeene 
pmdied with ao many paaaiona if the wanton ftrrimaa had 
beeaaafidthftdlaahewaa&iieP No, Eranceaco, and there- 
fore, aeeing the brighteat bloaaomea are peatered with moat * 
catfliyillera, the aweeteat roaea with the aharpeatprickea^ the 
iaireat cambricka with the fouleat atainea, and men with the 
beat proportion have commonly leaat perfbction, I mayftare 
te wwtSkfw the hookey leat I find more bane in the oonfiMi* 
tion than pleaaun in tiie bait ; but here let me breathe^ and 
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wiUi ngfat fomee nune owne foil j. Women, pooro toolci^ 
an lib te the harts in CilAbri^ tbat Imowing die^ 
hee deadly, yetbrowae on it with greedineeae; naenbling 
the flab mngrai that aeeing the hooke bare» yet awallowea 
it with del^t; ao women f o rc aee , yet do not prevent^ 
knowing what ia profitaUe,7et not eaehewing thepr^udioe. 
80 naneeaoOy I aee thj beantiea, I know thj want^ and I 
ftare Ihj Tanitiea, yet can I not Imt allow of all, weie they 
the wont of all, beeanae I flnde in my mind thia prineiple^ 
in lore ia no labke.

''Aa aoooe aa she had diapatcht her letter ahee came downe, 
and deli?erad the letter in fonne of a paaport to the mea- 
MogWf gMng her after her aoeoatomed manner an almea^ 
andckadycli^herinthefiatwithabraceofangela. Bnt^ 
after she had aent her letter,8he Ibll into a dump, entring into 
the eonaidentiona of mena eonatancy, and of the fieklenea 
of iiieir ftnaea;biit aUtheaemeditationa didaorttono 
e&eti wherenponaittingdowne^aheetodkeherlnteinhar 
hand, and aong an ode.

Eranceaco aeeing it waa the paiamor of hia aflfeetiflpa, let 
&U hia aword, and canght her in hia annea, ready to fiOl in 
aawoundbyftauddaneztaaieof joji at kat recofetiog hia 
aence, he incountred her tiiua I 

*** Edre laabdi Naturae ovematdi in beantie^ aa yM are 
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Duuuei •aperioar in tirhie s at the ng^t of tliui attiTO I 
drew* my sword, M fearing Mmie priTj fee ; but m soone ai 
tlie view of yonr perfection glanoed aa an oljeet to nine eie^ 
I let &1 mj amei^ trembling aa Aetoon did, that hee bad 
dand tooferrein gaamg againat ao gorgeoos a goddeaae: 
jet xeadie in tbe defenoe of your aweet aelfe, and rather 
than I wooU looae ao rich a prixe, not onlj to take up my 
weiqpon, but to encoonter hand to hand with the atonteet 
champion in the world.' ' Sir* (qaoth ahee) 'these proteata- 
tiona are now bootieaae ; and therefore to be briefe, tiina

dieeka^ and ahee Uubberedout thiapaaaion) : O Tranceaeo, 
then maiat aee by my attire tiie depth of my fkocie, and in 
theae homely roabea mayst thou note the xefcchleanea of ray 
fertnnea^ that for thy love have strained a note too high in 
love. I offend natoxe aa repugnant to my fether, whose 
displeaanre I have pnrchaat to pleaae thee : I have giten a 
finaUferewailltomyfeiSndSytobeethyfemiliars IhaTolost 
an hope of prefiarment, to confirme the sympathie of bcih 
our deairea. Ah, Eranoeaeo, aee^ I oome ihna pooie in 
appaneU, to make thee rich in content. Now if hereafter, 
(oh let me aigh at that, lest I bee forced to repent too late) 
when thy eie is glutted wiA my beautie, and tiiy hotte lore 
prooved aoone cold^ l^en beginst thou to hate her that tiiiua 
loveth ihee^ and proove aa Bemophoon did to ThylHa, or aa 
.£neaa did to Dido. What then may I doe, rejected, but 
aceorse mine owne foDie, that hatii brought me to anch hard 
fertuneaP Give me leave, IVancesco^ to feare what may

aame Trcj^ aa it had an Aieaa that waa fidde, ao it had 

TroUua that waa oonstaat. Greece had » ^fraiiiua» aa it 

hijA. ft DemophooD, and though aome have been nngratefiill 

yet aoouie not all to be imthankfbll, for when IVanoeaoo 

ahall let lua eie alip from thj beantj^i o^ hia thonghta from 

thj qiialitiea, or hia hart fiom thj Tertuea, or hia whole 

life from erer honouring thee, then ahall hearen oeaae to 

hare atarres, the earth treea, the world elemental and ereiy 

thing rereraed, ahall fall to their fonner chaoa/ 

•"'Whj then (quoth Isabel), to horaebaeke, for fbare the 
faith of two anchlorera be impeaehed bj mj frther*a wake- 
fbll jealouaie.' And with Oat (poore woman) halfe naked 
aa she waa, aha mounted, and aa faat aa horae could pace 
awaj, they poat towards » towne in the aaid countiy of 
Brittaine, called Duneaatrum. Where let ua kftTS them in 
their gallop, and retume to old Eregoao, who, liaing earlj 
in the morning, and miaaing his daughter, aakt for her 
through the whole house: but seeing none could diacG?er 
where ahe waa, and aasured of her escape, he cried out aa a 
man halfe lunaticke, 'that hee waa bj Eranceaco robd of 
hia onelj Jewell.' Whereupon, in despi^ring fury, he canaed 
al hia men and his tenants to mount them, and to diaperse 
themselyes with hue and ay for the reeoreiy of hia daughter, 
hee himaelfe being horst, and riding the rcadift way to 
Duneaatrum. Where hee no aooner came, but fortune 
meaning to dally with the old dotard, and to present him 
with a bone to gnaw on, brought it so to paaae, that aa he 
came riding downe the towne hee met Eranceaco and hia 
daughter oomming from the church, which althou^ it pieiat 
him to the quicke» and atraind ereiy string of his heart to 
the higheat note of aorrow, yet he concealed it till he todke 
hia inne t and then stumbling aa fast aa hee could to the 
Httors houae |tf the towne, he rerealed unto him the whole 
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onwe of bit distrene, leqiuring his ikTonr bj the dipping 
op of tills unrnely ge&tlemaii : and to make the matter 
more bemooay he aocoBed him of Iblonj.that he bad not ond 
eontraij to the enatmne bereft him of bia daughter against 
bis win, but with bis daughter^ bad taken away certain 
pbte. Tim OYidenoe eanaed the Maior straight^ guarded 
with bis ofltoers, to march down with Eregosoi to the phMse 
where laabel and her Tnneeaeo were at breakfiwt^ little 
tKtiilriwg (poore sooles) such a sharp storme should fidlow 
so quiet a eslme : but fortune would have it so. And, 
Ibereforef aa they were earowsing eadh to otiber in a sweete 
frdikeof hoped for content, the Maior ruaht inland appre- 
hended him of fikmy^wbididraye the poor perplexed loreis 
into sudi a dumpe^ that tiiey stoode aa the picturea that 
Fsneus with bis shidd turned into stones. Eranoesco pr^ 
sentlj witii a diarpe indght entered into the cause, and 
peiceiTed it waa the drift of the dd foze hia lather in law, 
wherefore be took it with more patience. But Isabd, 
sedng her new husband so handled, fell into a swound for 
sorrow, whidi could not prenule with tiie setjesnts, but 
tiiej couTeyedhim to prison, and her to the Maior^s house." 

IVaneesco's imprisonment, however, is not for long. 
Tbe Major takes the nde of the joung people, snd dis- 
eofering tiiiere is no truth in the diaige of fdon j, be 
cenYeys Issbd to the prison, that die may liberate her lorer. 
They arriTS at the young man'a dungeon just aa be' ia 
« taking a dttotne in bia hand," and ccmunences ''warbling 
ootanode." As the reader baa alxeady had a specimen of 
Mr. Greene's odes, we wiU not insert the one Eraneesco 
warbled out on the present occadon, but take up the stoiy 
at the condudon of the bsrmony. 

''Hiafing thus diannted orer bia ode, bee beard the 
dumber doore open, whereupon he grewmelandidie: but 
when be saw the goddesse of hii a&ction, on whose constant 
kydfy depended th^ essence Of bis happinesses bee started, 
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M when io?0-fick Mjn warn Yeniis entering his psfilion in 
triumph, entertaining them all generallj with audi affihfailiU 
ties, and her partieohurlj with audi conrteaie» that hee 
shewed himselfe aa fall of nrntoxe aa of natnze. LifteKw 
change of entertainment then paat betweene tfaeae two 
lorersi aa well with emphaaia of wordei^ aa exstaaie of 
mindee, oondnding with atreamea of patMical teazea. 
The Mayor at bat entred parley, and told Ersnoeaoo^ 
though hia father-in-kw had aUeadged fihnqr against him, 
yet becanse he peroeiTed that it ralher proceeded of aome 
secret lefenge than any manifest truth, and that no fbrtiier 
eridenoe came to censure the allegation, he was content to 
sethimatlibertboonditioDally: Erancesco should give his 
hand, to bee answerable to what hereafter in that behaUb 
mi^t be objected against him. These conditions accepted 
Francesco was set at liberties and hee and Isabel joyntlj 
together taking themaelTea to » little cottage^ began to be 
as Gioeronioall aa they were amoroua: with their handa' thrift 
coreting to aatisfie their hsrts' thirsty and to bee aa diligent 
in labours as they were affisctionate in lores, so that the 
pariah in which they lived so affected them for the coarse 
of their lifis^ that they were accounted the Tory minora of 
ft Bemocraticall methode^ for he being a aehoUer, and nuist 
up in the unitersities, resolved rather to lire by hia witte 
than any way to be pinched by want^ thinking thia 6U^ aen- 
tence to be true, that 'wishers snd woulden were neter 
good householders;* therefore he spplied himself in teachii^ 
of e school^ where by his industry, hee had not onl^ grate 
fovour, but gat wealtii to withstand fortune. Isabd, flist 
she vd^t seeme no less profitable than her hnaband cove* 
fiill, foil to her needle^ and witii her worker aoufl^t to 
prevent the injurie of necessitie. Thus they laboured to 
maintain their loves, being aa busie aa beea and aa trne as 
tttrtka;aadeaiiouato aatisfie the worid witii their desert^ 
■sto.foedethe hnmouja of their oiviie deaizei. Ictiog 
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tirni in a Ingne of uniied Tertoet, oat of tiiis muiiiBll con- 
eorde of oonfiniied perfeetioiiy ilief had » boh aimiwenble 
to ihflir own propoxiiony whidi did inemae their amitie, lo 
M Ike nght of their young inftnt wm » doable nla^fing 
of their auction. Portane«ndlofethaejo7ninginleagae 
'ijl to make theee partieo forget the itormee that nipped the 

bloaaomea of their former yerea, addicted to the eontent of, 
tiiflir lovea thia oondoaion of bliaae. After the terme of 
li?e jearea» Begnior Eregoao, hearing bj anndrie reporta 
the fiune of their fovwaidnea, howe IVaaceaoo eoreted to . 
be moat loving to bia daogbteri and ahe moat datifbl to 
bim, and both atriTO to exoeede one another in loyaltie x 
^ad at tide raatoaU agreement^ bee fell from the fiiHe of 
bia former mdanohollj paaaiona, and latiafied himaelfe with 
a contented paitience, that at last he dirocted lettera to hia 
aonne-inplaw, that he ahonld make repair to bia booae with 
bia danghter, wUcb newea waa no aooner come to the earea 
of tiiia maried coople, bat providing for al thinga neoeaaarie 
for the Ibmitare of their Toyage, they poated aa faat aa 
they ooold towarda Caerbranke, wbere, apeedily arriving at 
their Mher'B bouae, they found auoh friendly entertainment 
at the old mana banda that 'they counted thia amile of 
fortune able to countervail al the contrarie atormeai that 
tbe adverae plaaeta had inflicted upon them/' 

Twm thia period of good natnrei boweveri fortune 
cbangea to the young couple, and tbeir matrimonial courae 
becomea troubled. Eranceaeo baa occaaion to leave bia 
wiifa^ and to travel on buaineaa to the city of Troynovant^ 
at which phce be ftlla in love with a very wortUeaa lady, 
named Inflda^ to whom be paya bia addreaaea in Eapbuiatio 
atyle^ and who reaponda in the aame atrain« At firat they 
only o(^ each other acroaa the atreet^ but aoon they inters 
dumge letfeera and od e a - e ventually, they commit impro- 
priettisa fervAidi there ia not the tli^iUMexeuae. laabel 
kM of J r aac e aco'a infUMtfyi and triea to redaim him 
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fiom ihe Bjiea*! influence bj wading him the moat ez- 
emplavj letters; whiohhe^ base nuun! treats with neglect 
During the continiiaaceof this state of things, the deserted 
Isabel well nigh fiiUs » ▼iotim to the TOachinations of a 
wicked old judge. The stoiy of ''Susannah and the EldersP* 
(which History, bj-the-bje^ Bobt. Ghfeene amplified slid 
made into a novel, and published under the title of *Tho 
Myrrour of Modestie") is acted once again. Isabel dis- 
plays the virtue of Susannah, and, when on the point of 
being condemned of a heinous crime, is shown to be inno« 
cent by a providential interposition. The fame of Isabel's 
excellence hereupon spreads through the country, and 
reaches the earn of her husband at Troynovant, who has 
already split with Infida. Erancesco, on receiving the 
intelligence so honourable to his wife, suddenly beUiinks 
himself that he has been guilty of injustice to her, repents^ 
and determines to return home to Gaerbranke. After a 
iiBstive entertainment and an affecting ftrewell to his 
bachelor acquaintance at Troynovant, our hero acts on his 
good resolution, starts for home, and without any mishi^ 
reaches the presence of the mudi^wronged Isabel 

"Within fives dates he arrived at Gaerbranke^ where, as 
soone as he was lighted, he went to the house where his 
wife sqjoumed ; and one of the maids espying "Ennemeo^ 
yet knew him for al his long absence, and ranne inand tdd 
it to Isabel, that her husband was at the dore. She being 
at work in her chamber, sate as one in estarie^ until IVaa- 
cesco came up, who, at tiie first sight of his wife, considering 
the ezceUeney of her beauties her vertues, chastity, and 
other perfections, and measuring her cdnstancy witii his 
disloyalties stoode as a man metamoiphoseds at last he 
bagan thust— * Ah, Imbd, what shall I say to thy fintonea 
or my foUiesP vAat ez<«dfaun shall I use to show mj .

Margaret Boper, that first of blue stockings, and the 
other danghten of Sir Thomaa More, Lady Elizabeth Fane, 
the Ladies Anne, Margaret, and Jane Seymour, Queen 
Maiy, Maiy Queen of Scotland, the mother of Yerulam, 
the wi& of Sir Boger Aaduun, Lady Bussel, Queen Elisa- 
betii, and Katherine Killigrew are amongst those who 
. ! I earned » new reapect for their aez. There was a great run 

•' . on the part of the ladiea on literature. Monachi literaa 

neaefamt^ et fisminn libria indulgent;— the dergy cannot 
read Latin, the ladiea can talk it— was the obsenration of 
Bnamus. The justly celebrated William Wotton, a natire | 
of SoAlk, wett Tersed in the histoiy of thia period,aiBrma, 
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that the sixteenth centozy wm more firoitfiil thaa ti^ other 
in learned women. Ereiy yoong lady of rank affected the 
jargon of the echools. LitUe mieeea of sixteen Teari eoold 
not tear themselres away from their dear Edogoes^ and 
sighed piteouslj over the mental abasement of their farothen, 
who cared for hawks and horses more than hexameters, 
''It was so Terj modish, that the fsir sex seemed to helieire 
tiiat Greek and Latin acUled to tiieir diarms ;'and that Pkto 
and Aristotle^ nntrandated, were frequent ornaments to 
their closet." The artful, roguish minxes: can jon not pie- 
tore to yourself the peine they were at to make the most of 
their little wealth? How they took care, for ftar of frlse 
quantities, not to quote their authors in the presence of a 
man of learned repute; but rattled out line after line of 
Orid to their untaught lovers, who^ poor fiallowi^ listened 
with admiration and awe to the hard words I 

To us such a state of things is not so astonishing as it 
was to the frw observers of that ens ai^d to the speculative 
historians of the next century. We know scores of young 
curates not sudi good scholars as their aisters^ and wo find 
no cause fbr bewonderment in the fkot. But intelligent 
men, in the .days of Erasmus, opened tibeir eyes inamaie* 
ment at such a strange position of human affiurs; and 
thinkers for ages afterwards exercised their ingenuify in 
accounting for it. One said it was a consequence of the 
care Henry the Eighth took in the education of his dangb- 
ters— "tiie example of royalty was always followed. Another 
attributed it to the fome Sir Thomas More's danghten 
achieved by their skill in the learned languages — ^it 
was desire for q^probation that roused indolent beantiea 
to intdlectnal exertion. A more sagadoos philoBopher 
laid the marvel at the door of the discovery of the art of 
printings and the consequent plenty of books.

Ballard, in hia fiunoua and interesting^ bat inaocurate^ 
*<Memoir8 of Ladiea,'* states that Margaret, the Dneheas 
of Newcastle, waa » daughter of Sir Chiffiea lAcaa; but in 
saying so he is guilty ofaaenorintowhidi hewouldne?er 
ha^e fallen had he read the best of the noble lady's books. 
The unfortunate Sir Charles Lucas waa one of her brotheis. 
She mentions him frequently in her writings; and in her 
autobiography, entitled ''A true Bdation of my Birth, 
Breeding, and Li£B^*^Bhe informa us particularly that her 
father had no title, althou^ hia estate mi^t eaaily have 
purchased one, and ahe speaka of herself aa ''daughter to 
one Master Lucaa, of St John's, neer Colchester, in BneK." 
It is interesting to see the fruits of Ballard's mistake. Sir 
Walter Scott and numeroua biographers of great merit have 
adopted it. 

The fiunily of Lucaa waa one of hi^ repute and oonaip 
derable wealth in the counties of Bmex and Suffolk. Thomaa 
Lucaa, the fiither of the Duohess of Newcastle, waa thi^ re- 
presentatiTe of hia house in the reign of Elisabeth, who 
banished him her kingdoms for having killed in a duel a 
Mr. Brooks, a relation, probably a brother, of her ftTOured 
iKflrdCobham. He waa in exile aa long as tibat queen lived, 
but on the aooession of Jamea the Eirst^ who ''gratioaaly 
gave him hia pardon," he returned to hia natiTS eonntiy, 
^wherein he lived bappQy, and died peaceably, kaving a 
wife and eight children— three 8ona» and Ave danghtevs.** 
Of these children, Margaret^ the fiiturtt dneheaa, waa the 
youngest^ being only an infent when her fethsr died. 
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The widow of Thomas Lucas was a woman of faie ▼irfcoi 
andehanns. Bheoondaeiedtlie Imsmaas of lierclifldien'i 
estate with eneigj and judgment* and was not onlj an in< 
dnlgent but a good motiber. The Dnchess, after speaking 
of tfaedbastersthe Civil Wan broughton her fiunily, an( 
the great diffioulties her mother had to contend with, goo 
on to Bttf, ''but in sneh misfortone mj mother was of az 
heroiek spirit^ in snifoing patienUy where there is nc 
lemedfi or to be indnstrions where she thought she ooulc 

I help: die was of a graTB behaviour^ and had such a nujes- 

tick grandeur, as it were^ continually hung about her, thai j 
it would strike a kind of awe to the beholders, and com< I 
mand leq^ from the rudest; I mean the rudest of ein< i 
Ksed people; I mesn not such barbarous people Bs plunderec 
hsr and used hsr erudly, for they would hate puDed Goc | 
out of HeafeUyhsd they had power, aa they did royaltieoul 
of his throne; also her beauty was beyond the ruin of time, 
for she had a wdl-fimmred lordiness in her fiwe, a pi 
sweetness in her countenance, and a wdlptempered com< 
plexion, as neither too red, nor too pale, eren to her dying] 
* hour; although in y^arsy and by her dyings one might 
deaOi waa enamoured witii her, for he embraced her in 

I deep, and. 80 gently, aa if he were afraid to hurt her; also' 

abe was an affisetionate motter, breeding her diildien with|; 
a most industrious csre, and tender lore; and baring eighljri 
. diildren, three sons and Sts daughters, there was not any 
one crooked, or any ways deformed, neither were they of a 
dwarflsh, or of a giant-like stature, but every ways proper* 
ticnsUe^ likewise wdlpfratured, deer complenons, brown 
hatrs^ but soDie lighter ilum others, phin speeches, tunaUk 
voices I mesn not so nrodi to sing ss in speakings as not 
stuttering^ nor wharHng in the throaty or speaking through 
the ncss^ or hoaisety, unleas they had a cold, or sfueskin^y. *^

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to ridicule fuoh a woman aa tbia, and treat her memoiy with 
contempt, became she waagniltj of aome abanrditieal 

Her lore for her hnaband remained nnalmted to her dying 
day. She waahia joy aiiddiief solace during hb long exile; 
she imiled on him in hia broken fortunes, and looking at 
those smiles he could not murmur at the rebela Hor baring 
plundered him of the &r greater portion of hia weslth, ainoe 
Heaven had bestowed on him so precious a campanion. 
There was no make-belief in their devotion to each otiier; 
it was genuine and unforced. She had a noble heart and 
her mother's beauty, and he merited the possession of tliem. 

There have been many who have tried to sneer away the 
excellence of this nobleman ; but his is a fiune whidi csa 
afford to meet with detraction. His serrices to the Stuarta 
none are ignormt of; he fought bravely for them in the 
field, he shared their exile, he lost enormous wealth in their 
cause ; end he remained true to them after the restoratiany 
when they alighted him and rewarded him with poverty and 
a dukodomi Titlea and wealth were not, in thoae daya, con- 
ferred together on men of honour I William Cavendiah^ the 
first Duke of Newcastle, was an ornament to his ftmfly, and 
not unworthy his connection with Suffolk, to which county 
the Cavendishes originally belonged, and iirom apariah in 
which county they take their honourable name. He waa 
the model cavalier, vrith all the virtuea and none— or almost 
none-Hif their failings — courageous, and yet gentle. Hi^ 
temper was proof even againat an unruly horae: ** I rarely 
beat them, or puniah them with either rod or spur, but 
when I meet with a great reaiatance, and that rarely.** 
' Hia bearing waa courtly, eaay without formality, and yet 
lad something of grandeur in it that caused an awM respect 
o him.*' His demeanour to othera» especially to iium& 
beneath him in rank, waa kind and eonsiderate as a realty 
TMt man's ever is. ^ To the meanest person he would put 
Iff his hat^ and suffer eveiybody to speak to him.** JSEm 
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was lenipiiloasly nwfe and eleanlj, but imoatenta- 
^ In hb diet be was so Bpttring and temperatdy that 
be nonr ate nor drank bejond bis set proportion^ so as to 
.1^*: satisfle onl^ bis natural appetite. He made but one meal 

:;; a^y, at wbicb be drank two glasses of small beer, mie about 

tbe beginnings tbe other at the end thereof^ and a little 
gjlass of sack in the middle of bis dinner, which gbtfs of sack 
:j be also used in the morning for bis break&st, with a morsel 

« ofhraad. Hia sapper eonsisied of sn egg, and a dranght 
' Ji of BSBaU beer; and by this temperance be found himself 

Tetjbeattbfulattheageofserenty-three." His recreations 
' ] were riding and training bis splendid horses, the exercise of 

weqiKms, the practice of music^ snd the study of poetry end 
. ^ asehitectoie* 

' ^ If be had a great blemish, it was a too passionate fondness 

for women, but even this in him was pardoned by bis 
generous wife. ^ In short,*' she says, "I know him not 
• : adicted to any manner of rice, except that he has been a 

great lover and admirer of tbe female sex ; which, whether 
f it be so great a crime as to condemn him for it, rie leave to 

; tbe judgment of young gallants and beautifolhidies.** The 

prisoner, it is needless to say, was acquitted. 
Theworks he has left, show him to have been a men of no 
'i. osdinscy capacity, though Chrendon said be was fitter to 

break F^gasos for a mdnage» tiian to mount him on the 
■teeps of Flsmassas. His comedies are sprightly snd plea- 
tsnl^ showing a lively appreciation of character, and no 
mean power of delineating it. Without a doubt they are 
for snperiortotheless happy productions of the best vrriters 
•r. of that time Of bis books on horses it is not easy to speak 

witb too great praise. Bverylineof tilemistbatofaprac- 
] tical man. He eiamines all previous vrriters on equestrian 
matters Italiaa anthors, Erencb, Spanish, and Buglisb^ 
kuf^ at their Uundera^ and coneludes by begging every 
aMA ioteflm hones before biqring. A generous indign*- 
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tion brettki from him at eroalfy to dumb namth, whub & 
•oaroely more Tohem e n t thaa his soom in the pedmti of 
the ichoolf who profess a oontempt for his ik?oiiiite brute. 
** What makes schohsticks degrade horses so mueh prooeeds 
(I believe) from nothing else but the small loiowledge thej 
have of them, and from a persuasioa that thej thenuelfeB 
know ereiything. They frnoj thej talk portinentlj about 
them, whereas'thej know no more than thej leambj riding 
a hacknej horse from the UniTersity to London and back 
again." Manj other fine qualities are unintentionally re* 
veoled in the pages. In a frank, ingenuous manner, alto- 
gether free from vani^, he mentions the compliments paid I 
him on his horsemanship. ** The Marqueis of Garasena 
was so civflly anxious to see me ride, that he was pleased to 
■ay, it would be a great satisfiMstion to him to see me on 
horsebaok, though the horse should but walk.** Oharies the 
Second was his pupil, and was placed by him on the first 
horse he mounted. Bon John of Austria snd the Dukes 
of York and Gloucester were his guests, and. he lets you 
know it— but with highbred simplicity, not with a mean 
adoration of the great. Thework on horses and horseman- 
ship is iUusferated with pictures of a superior style of art 
In one of them Monseigneur le Haiquis appears in a tri- 
umphal car drawn by centaurs, and surrounded by hones 
on their knees, paying homage to their great king. In 
another, Monseigneur le Marquis is leiq;ring on his steed 
bang up into the douds, and the gods, clustering together 
in their celestial abode, look with approbation at audi m 
model of duTalry as Monseigneur le Marquis. "Without 
doubt there is no slight vanity on tiie part of the noUe 
equestrian displayed in these drawings; but then was ha 
not 'best' in his art P andifbest,whydi0uldhenotngoiee 
in hia power, and wish men to know it P 

But had he no other daim to applause^ Ua eanest lore 
te his wife, andhia being the object of sueh aa eoabUiiig ' 
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lore as hen would entitle him to it. She did not hesitsfee 

to declare him the equal of Gaear (Juliua) in eteiy thing 

butgoodloek. NeitherwantofauooeBa, nor the evil tongues 

"Although 

Natnie»*' ahewrites, "had fkroured my lord and endued him 

with the best qualities and perfeetiona she could inapire into

He was not less generous to her. Some one said ahe waa 

not the originator of the works that went in tiie world 

under her name.

Opimim, there ia not any one thing in the whole book that 

ia not abaolntely apon out by her tediona phaniT^ ; and if 

you will lay by a little paeaion againat writora, yoa will like 

it, and the beat of ax^hing ahe haa writ; therefore, read it 

once or twice, not with malice, to finde a little fkolt, but 

with judgement to like what ia good. 

"Trudy I cannot beleeve ao unwortiiily of any adidar 
(honouring them ao much aa we both do), that they ehonld 
enrie thia ladie *, or ahould haTC ao much malice or emula- 
tion, to caet audi false aaperaiona on her that she did not 
write those booka that go forth in her name.** The Duke*a 
original abilitiea must not be condemned aa mean firom thia 
letter, fur it waa penned by him when he waa more than 
three acore yean and ten of age. Ho waa conaideraUy 
older than tiie Duchess Mangaret^ who ir^ hia aeoond 
wife. 

Whether a profound acholar, or any BogliBh thinker^ 
poaterior to Bacon, would be likely to iq^propriate the 
Duchess's productions, the reader may fonn hia opinion 
firom the fbllowing extracta. One of her many folio volumea 
bearing the impresrire title of ** Grounds of Natural FU- 
loaophy,** ia a collection of little chaptera on thinga in 
general, from ''the douda" to ** coma on the fiMt** The . 
Mowing diapter on ''Weakneas,'* ia a fiur aample of the 
lady'a PMoi^Ma Onim*^, aa ahe called them !--* 
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^Tebbs ife nuuqr sorto of weakneai; aome weaknew 
proceeds fiom age, othen, thzough want of food ; othen, 
-are ooeaiioiied bj oppreasuni; oUiera, by diaorden and 
inegolaritiea ; and so numy oUier aorta, that it would be 
too tedioua to repeat tbem, conld I know them ; bat. auoh 
aorta of weakneea aa human creatuiea are aulrject to, after 
aome diaeaae or aicknesa, aie somewhat like weanneas after 
slaboriouaor orer-hard action; as, when a man hath run 
fiwt, or laboured hard, he fetches his breath short and thiek | 
and'aa most of the sensitlTe actions are hj degrees, so is a 
letuming to heslth after aickneaa; but all iiregulaxitiea are 
labociona.'* 

The abore ia the entire chapter, beginning, end, and 
middle: we hope the reader is the wiser for it. 

From ^the World's Olio,*' another large folio, in which 
ihinga in general are philoaophically conceited, we gm the 
fiiQowing extract from a ch^^ter, headed ^ Men ought not 
to atriire for superiority with women." In it the Duchess 
giTca efidenoe of a profound knowledge of her aez. 

*He ia either a fool or a coward that atrivea for the 
preheminencj with a woman ; a coward, becanae he domi- 
neers orer weakness; a fool, to dispute witb ignorance.. 
For men should use women aa nurses do children, strire to 
pleaae them, and yield to them in all thinga but what will 
dotiiemhann; aa not to suiR* them to degrade themaebea 
of their homouis by their wantoneaa, or to spend their 
estate by their fanitf, or destroy their bealtii by ill oarden ; 
but strife to ddig^t them, by giving them liberty in all 
hoDooiable and honeat lecreationa, in moderate 
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''Anwameaaieakindofmoimtelwaks: fixr they would 
make the world beliofetliejraie better than tliejr afo ; and 
the7 do all thej can to draw eompanj; and their allnie- 
menta ia their dreaaiog, ainging, dancing, painting, and the 
like; and when men are cacht^ thqr hiiigh to aee what 
fbola thej are to be taken with anch toyea ; for woman'a 
enda are onlj to make men proieaa, proteat, lye, and 
fonweare themaelvea in the admiration of them ; fat a 
woman*a only delight ia to be flattered of men; for they 
eare not whether they lore truly, or apeak iaiaely, ao they 
profesa honeatly;'' 

Waa it indeed aoP The Ducheaa hada very low eatimato 
of her BOX, and yet ahe waa a kindly woman, and did not 
feel it her misaion to laah the licea of the age. 

The reader haa had good apecimena of the Ducheaa'a 
literary atyle^ and in that style ahe wrote Tolumea upon 
Tolumea. Ckmeeiii roae from her brain like Tapoura from a 
marah in the hot raya of early aummer. She waa alwaya 
oonceiTing, hard and sharp. She kept a bevy of maidena of 
honour, who were obliged, at all hours of the nighty to 
attend the summons of her bell with a L'ght and material^ 
^to register her Grace'a conceptions." John Bdlleston, 
also, the Duke*s secretary, waa made te.lie in a truckle-bed 
in a doaet within her Grace'a bed-chamber, and when ahe 
called out» ** John, I conoeiTe,** poor John had to get np 
and commit to writing the o&pring of his mistress's 
rsferies. She seldom or never revised the copies of her 
works, ''lest it should disturb her following eonceptionB.'* 

Though we have no great reverenoe for the literary repii* 
tation of thia lady, ahe had an abundance of praiae during 
her lifb. The Slustrissima I)omina» Bxcellentjaaima 
Dux, Slustrissima Frineeps^ ExceUentissima Doming Olua- 
k Vf^pii^^ igfn Illu si ri t '™ t Hat oip^ ] 
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Frinoeps, lUmtnuHiiiuiqiie FrinceiM, had letters of eon. 
gntulatioii written to her in the most superb Letm, from 
phflosophers of eveiy Enropean nMcaoLf declaring her the 
i most wonderM woman that had erer breathed. The 

Beetor Magmflena of the TJniTersity of Leyden, addressing 
I ' her, said, « Frinceps ingenii, Prineeps terraram, Frinoeps 

I 'I finninini sezna merito diceris." The Vice-chancellor and 

.ill Senate of Gambridge made this speech : — ** Nondom (quod

I The Dnclieea of Newcastle died in the year 1078, andwaa 

t. bmied in Weatminater Abbej, where a monnment, erected 

to her memoij, haa thia inaciiption; — 
** Here liea the Lord Doke of Newcaatle, and hta Docheaa, 
(■. Ua aeoond wife, by whom he had no iaane ; Her name waa 

Maigatet Lbcaa, joungeet aiater to the Lord Lacaa of CoU 
cheater, a noble fiunily; for all the brothera were Taliant, 
and all the aiatera Tirtaoiia. Thia Docheaa waa a wiae, 
witfy, and bamed hAjf which her many hooka do well 
teat^: aha waa a moat rirtooaa and hrring^ and caieM 
wiih^ and waa with her Lord all the time of Ua baniahment 
and miaariea ; and when ahe came home^ nerer parted with 
Um IB Ua aoUtaijr retixementa.'* 
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Fxw English women, who hate deroied themfedTCs to 
literature as a Tocation, have achiered a greater sucoeBB 
than did Mrs. Behnin her day. She gained a liberal share 
of the applause of the wits of her age, and a yet larger 
share of their attention ; she wrote poems that were allowed 
to be good : she was the authoress of plays which the town 
flocked to see acted; Charles the Second was £ucinated by 
her powers of conversation and her beanty ; Dryden oom- 
plimented her on her powers of yeraification ; and ahe 
wrote novels which every one read, and eontinned to read 
for generations after her death ; and one (at least) of whidi 
was translated into the French language, and published at 
Amsterdam, when she had been in the grave more than 
half a century. And yet, we doubt not^ many of oar 
readprs have never heard her name till now. 

Aphra, Aphara^ Apharra^ or Aira (for the name is to bo 
found spelt in all four ways) Behn was a daughter of a 
gentleman of good funily. Her maiden name was Johnson; 
and Canterbury has the honour of being her birth-plaoe-— 
but the year of her birth is unknown. The varioua bic^gra* 
phers, who have briefly sketched her life, oonour in pbdng 
her birth at tiie dose of the reign of Charles the First ; it 
certainly was not earlier. 

Her father was a friend of Francis, fourth Lord Winoughby. 
of Fsrham, in the county of SuiFolk, to whidi nobleman, 
in conjunction with Laurence Hyde, seoond son of Edward, 
Bsrl of CUurendon, Chsrles the Second gave (with the 
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liberalify thai characierized European monarclis of those 
days) the colony of Surinam. The interest of Lord lITil- 
loughby secured the post of Lieutenant-Cteneral of Surinam 
and thirty-six West IJidian isles for his friend Johnson, 
who immediately quitted ^igland for the New World, taking 
with him his wife and children. Aphara was then quite a 
dnld— too young, her female biographer and friend assures 
us, to hare known the passion of love. But her rare 
beauty had, even in those tender years, gained her many 
passionate admirers, and her quickness o{ intellect was the 
wonder and amusement of all her acquaintance. 

The lieutenant-general was fitted not to reap any of the 
adyantages of his newly-acquired appointment. He died 
onboardship, during his passage to America. His patron, 
also, was doomed to find his death at sea, but in a more 
calamitous manner. Francis, Lord Willoughby, was lost in 
ayiolent hurricane, which destroyed eleven ships, in the 
year 1660. Fepys mentions this catastrophe, in a letter to 
Lord Bronneker, with official brevity and coolness. " But 
peihi^pa our ill, but confirmed, tidings from the Barbadoes 
may not have reached you yet, it coming but yesterday; 
vis., that about eleven ships, whereof two of tiie king's, the 
Hope and Coventry, going thence with men to attack St. 
Ghristopher'Sy were seised by a violent hurricane and all 
rank— two only of the thirteen escaping, and those with 
the loss of masts, Ac. My Lord Willoughby himself is Iup 
Yolved in the disaster, and I think two ships thrown upon 
an laland of the Erench, and so all the men, to 000, became 
their prisoners.'* 

When Aphtrai with her widowed mother, and her 
brothers and sisters, gained the terr» fimm of Surinam, 
they took possesrion of a house that appears to have stood 
somewhere on the Barham estate, and which was placed at 
tiieb disposaL The scene was novel^ and had plenty to in* 
teiestihenL "As soon as I came into the. country the 
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beit hoiue in it waa presented to me, called St. JoWa 
HilL*' Apbara afterwarda wrote in h0r novel of Orwmoko 
—''It atood on a vaat rock of white marble, at the foot of 
which the rirer ran a Taat depth down, and not to be de- 
Boanded on tiiat aide ; the little warea, still daahing and 
washing the foot of this rock, made the softest mnimura 
and pnrlings in the world; and the oppoaite bank waa 
adcnned witii such Tast qnantitiea of different flowera etei^ 
nallj blowing, and OTery day and hour new, fenced behind 
'em Urith lofl^. trees, of a thousand rare forma and colours^ 
that the prospect waa the moat ravishing that sanda can 
create. On the edge of thia white rock, towards the river, 
waa a walk or grove of orange and lemon treea, about half 
the length of the mall here : whose flowerj iruit*bearing 
branchea met at the top, and hindered the aun, whoae raya 
are vcrjr fierce there, &om entering a beam into the grove ; 
and the cool air that came firom the river made it not only- 
fit to entertain people in, at all the hottest houra of the day, 
but refreshed the sweetest blossoms, and made it alwaya 
sweet and charming ; and, aure, the whole globe of the 
world cannot show so delightful a place aa thia grove was; 
not all the gardens of boasted Italj can produce a ahade to 
outvie this, which Nature had joined with Art to render ao 
exceeding fine ; and 'tia a marvel to see how such vaat trees^ 
as big aa English oaka, can take footing in ao aolid a rodr» 
and in ao little earth aa covered that rock. But all thinga 
hj nature there are deli^tfnl and wondecful.'* 

In another place, in the same novel, she vrrites of the 
couniay — ^"Though in a vrard I must saj thus much of it ; 
that certainly had hia late Majesty of sacred memoiy but 
seen and known what a vaat and <^l»M^««g worid he had 
been maator of in that continent, he would never have 
parted ao eaaily witii it to tibe Dutch. *Tia a continent, 
whoae vaat extent was never yet known, and maj contain 
noUe earth than all the univcne beaidea; tot, thej 
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nj.itieidieifroiii die eirt to the wot ona wi^ m fiur •• 
Chiiie^ md aaofcher to Peru. It affordi all tlunge both for 
beeaty and nee; tie there eternal apring, alwiqra the jerj 
monthaof April, May, and June; the ahadea aie pefpetual, 
the tieaa bearing at onee all dQgfeea of leatea and frait^ 
from Uoomlng boda to ripe antniim; grofea of orangei^ 
lemoiiay eitrooBy figa, nutm^ga, and noble aromatiekai eon* 
L 'z.{^. tumaO^jr bearing their fragranciea. The treea appearing all 

like noaegap adorned with flowera of different kinda, aome 
areallwhite^ aome purple, aome acarlet^ aome blue, aome 
yellow ; bearing at tiie aame time ripe fruit, and blooming 
' I young, or producing ereiy day new. The reiy wood of all 

theae treea haa an intrinaic Talue abore common timber; 
1^'; for they are^ when cut, of diflferent coloura, gloriona to be- 

hold, and bear a price conaiderable, to inlay withaL Be- 
aidea thia, they yidd rich balm and guma; ao that we make 
< . '■ our csndlea of anch a rich aromatick aubatance, aa doea not 

only gife a aufficient light, but, aa they bum, they caat 
their ftmiea all about. Cedar ia the common firing, and all 
j the houaea are buQt witii it. The rery meat we eat, when 

act on the tabk^ if it be natire, I mean of the country, per- 
' ftunea the whole room; especially a little beast called an 
armadilly, a thing which I can lU[en to nothing so well aa 
arhinooeroa; !tia all in white armour, ao jointed, that it 
mofea aawell in it aa if it had nothing on; thia beast is 
about the bigness of a pig of aix weeks old.'* The reader 
will admit that Aphara knew well how to place the wondera 
• . ' of her trsvela before the gluing Londonmf 

The young girl, while ahe waa in America^ had Tcny deli- 
cate health, and waa aulject to fita of mdancholy and aud- 
den fiunting. But indispositioa did not restrain her from 
exerting herself in a manner that would astoniah young 
ladiea of the preaent day. She joined in the fierce aport of 
tigevJiuntHig; and made ezpeditiona &r up the country, 
ftr the purpoae of becoming acfpiainted witii the natite 
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tribes. On one oocanon ihe wae introduced to the wavu 
captains of a tribe, whose appearance strack her. ^Eor 
mj part, I took 'em for hobgoblins and fiends, rather than - 
men ; but howeyer their shspes appeared, their souls w«rs 
▼eryhunume and noble; but some wanted their noses, soma 
tiieir lips, some tiieir ears, and others cut through eadi 
cheek with long slsshes, through which tiieir teetii appeared ; 
thejr had several other formidable woundi and scars, or 
rather dismemberings. CaMsr was manrelling as mudi at 
their faces, wondering how they should all be so wounded in 
war ; he was impatient to know how they came bj those 
frightful marks of rage and malice, rather than wounds got 
in noble battle. Thej told us by our interpretery that 
when anj war was waging, two men, chosen out b j some 
old csptain whose fighting was past, and who could onl j 
teach the theory of war, were to stand in competition for 
the generalship, or great war-captain; and being brought 
before the old judges now past labour, they were asked, 
what they dare do, to show they were worthy to lead an 
army. When he who is first asked, making no reply, cuts 
off his nose, and throws it contemptibly on the ground; 
and the other does something to himsdf that he thinks 
surpasses him, snd perhaps depriyes himself of lips and an 
eje; so they slash on till one gives out, and many hate died 
Ml ikU debate,** There was no routine system, it would 
appear, in the war-offices of that people. 

Hie Cnsar, who is mentioned in the preceding extract 
from OnHmakOf was a n^gro slaye on Lord Willoughby's 
estate, for whom Aphara had conceiTed a riolent passion. 
He had been a powerful prince and warrior in Africa, and 
was known and feared as'' the brayeOroondko." Depriyed 
of his liberfy by an English slaye-merohant, who was an 
ej^treme example of the yillany of the Sng^iah sUye-mer- 
ohantsof thatpei^iod, tlie Prince Oroonoko was conveyed to 
Surinam; flod th«e.sol4 to^ Licn4 WiHd^ 

TOInZ. ■ 
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mkfiirtimM of thii poor fSalloir arouied the qrmpitliiM of 
tlie gGDoroua Apliar% who eiorted hendf to hor utmost to 
gain his liberty, aad was instrumental in bringing about his 
marriage with an old lore, Imoindat sbeantiftdcaptiyeywho 
had been taken from his embraces in Africa^ and sent as a 
shife to South America^ luddlj to the same colony her 
lorer was to visit in wretched senitude. The end of 
Qroonoko was heart-rending. He came into contention 
with tiie authorities of tiie coUmj, and was hj them fk)gged 
once and again, roasted till he was nearij dead, and then, 
before li& was eztmct, was brutallj dismembered. Aphara, 
lueUlj, did not witness her poor friend's last suiferings, 
but her mother and sister were present during the perpe* 

? H^ ' ! tntion of tiie atrocitj, ineflTeotnallj endeaYonring to pre- 

fcnt the intentions of Qroonoko's me r ciless perseentom 

being carried into effect. 

y''- • On the return of Mrs. Johnson and her children to 

Tfaglmid, Aphara made her appearance at courts and told 

^ j'. " Charles the Second the stoiy of her adTcntures. She as* 

J sured Um that America contained snakes Unree ieore fwrdi 

buff and I know not what else. Ihe meny mimaroh was 

.so delighted wiA her intelligence, and so deeply affected 

with die narration of Oroonoko's wrongs, that he requested 

her to pnhlish her account for the benefit of the world. 

'* In obejtience to the royal request, she wrote and in due 

time published " The HiHory of Onxmoko; w, the Boyal 
Slafe," This is by far the best of her noFcls,— fiill of 
feeling and generosity, because the affections of tiie writer 
were warmly interested in the sulgect of her story. It had 
a great succ e s s ■ per liaps a greater for that day than Mrs. 
Btowe*s fiunous ** Unde Tom*s Cabin.** The worU went 
mad on flie enormities of sbTeiy. There douhttess would 
hate been public meetings of ladies on the question, had it 
then been the custom for kdies to hold pariiauMnta on 
audi nuMsfS. Southerae put the great noiel on the i 
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Hii tragedy, ** Oioonoko*'— wluoh k noHung more thia a - 
dmnatio yerrion of Aphan** norely and in aome rapeotiia 
not worthy of ita original— waa reoeiTod by the pUy-goeca 
with loud appkoae. Ita author waa amply lewardedy aa 
indeed he waa for nearly all hia literary undertaldngB, &r 
he once obtained no kea a anm than £700 for a pky. - 

A great literary authority haa aaid that the memoqr of 
Southeme ahonld be held aacred, beeanae he waa tiie firat 
Engliah writer who uaed hia pen to ezpoao the iqjuatioe and 
iniquity of the alATe-trade. Thia remark| diough made by 
a juatly oelebrated man, ia erroneoaa, and doea wrong to ' 
more than one author beaidea Aphara Behn. 

To thoae who maintain that humanity mofea in a eirda^ 
erer in action, but nerer progreaaing, it may canae the 
delight of a cynical aneer to know, that nearly two hundred 
ycmra ago tiie fhrourite work of light literature waa a 
** nigger noTel." 

Immediately Aphara returned to England, ahe waa be- 
aieged by loyera of all degreea in rank and age. Her 
aelection waa prudent; Mr. Behn, a rich London metdiant^ 
of Dutch extraction, waa the anitor ao fortunate aa to win 
her. History doea not aay much of thia man, but it would 
appear Uiat he did not lire long after their marriage^ tor 
there ia good reaaon to auppoae that he died before the 
dose of the year 1606. 

In that year Aphara waa employed by the king in an 
important sendee. Our conflict with the Dutch waa then 
at a moat interesting crisis, and Aphara waa aent abroad to 
act as a spy on the enemy's morementa. Chariea himself 
was the person who named her aa the flttestLpoasible agent 
for such a mission. * She prudently fixed her head-quarters 
at Antwerp, and from that city aent a aummooa to afofmar .

By this erent Be Foe waa 
doabtleaanot m little effected. A olear-headed, 'sagaoioiia 
young man, of pure maanen, and enthusiactie for zeligiouB 
liberty, waa one likely to oheriih e livelj affection for a 
perjured roufi. Boubtleaa when he read Mrs. Behn'a el^gj 
on the aainted Oharlea, he fonned e due eatimate of its 
merits. 

'Tie JTune^ 1685. Xing Jamea and non-reaiatanoe have 
scaroelj been preached up in the London pulpits, irbai the 
Duke of Monmouth landsat Ljme, in Dorsetshire. Ihtiie 
Duke's army is Daniel Foe. Anything to knock down the 
enemiea of religioua liberty. 

That contest ended in favour of the worse side ; and the 
land waa ehattened and corrected for ito impiety, by ite 
dirinely appointed ruler. Daniel Foe eacaped to the Con- 
tinent. Where he went, one cannot exactly say. But he 
was, ere he died, what waa accounted in those times a very 
travelled man, being fiimiliar with France, Germany, and 
Spain. On returning froia foreign lands, which he did after 
an absence of not many months, he either commenoed or 
resumed business aa a hose-ftotor, in Freeman's-court^ 
Comhill. His political enemiea deemed this a highly con- 
temptible proceeding. What! sell stockings behind a 
counter ? Pope and Oay shuddered at the ihought ; Swift, 
who had never occupied a position lower than that of a 
menial in a great man*a house, gave a grin of contempt; 
and a pack of ignorant roguea, who tried to cover their 
moral turpitude under the name of literature, and who had 
not among thesa\ a decent pair of atockings, wrote ungram* 
matical doggrel on thehose-fiustor's degradation. De Foe^ 
probably only out of pure miachief andjusttogive hiapursuers 
the alip for a lew aeconda, replied, *" But, I don't sell atodc- 
ings. Tou*re in the wrongs gsntlpmapt I am not so bear 
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ft thing M ft retail dnler, bat ft negocifttor between the 
mftnnfaotiirer and the small merchant." " JTuat hearken to 
him/' exdaimed the gentlemen, who a day before had aaid 
anybody ought to blush to deal in stoeldngs, Ao«, ** jnat 
hearken to him! The man is ashamed of hia calling.*' It 
was also abontthis time De Foe pat the prefix of De before 
his name. What led him to do so it would be hard to say. 
Fhibably he fancied De made Foe sound prettier. TIds 
step again brought on him a Test amount of ridicule ; 
/ ^ although it was then the custom for gentlemen to alter the

lb the very last he appeara to hare exerted himself. At 
the dose of 1729, he waa engaged on a work of imagina- 
tion, aending revised sheets to his pablishers, aaking pardon 
for ft ddftj in returning them, caused bjr '* exceeding illness,'* 
and promising to be prompt with the remsinder. Thers is 
no evidenee that thia last effort waa ever pnUiahed. Hie 
BUttraseriptiras in the possession of Mr. Dawson Turner, of 
Suiblk. 

On April 24, 1781, he waa taken bj death in Bopemaker'a- 
aUej, MooiAelda, in the pariah of St. Gilea'a, Cripplegate— 
the aame parish in which he first drew the breath of life. 
Whetiier he expired in a decent lodging, or in a diamal 
garret— wheUier alone, or tended in his last momenta hj 
hia wilb and children, it ia impoaaible to aaj. The Fkrish 
B^gister contains the ftdlest account extant of hia inter* 
ment:— ''HSl:, Daniel Defoe, gentleman. To Tindall'a 
(Lethargy). April 26." TindaU'a waa the general burial* 
ground lor Diaaentera.

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fiunting, for freedom, and was, without doubt, aa inatmiiieat 
in the handa of Phmdenoe for the preaermtion of our 
national religion— for in thoae days of peril, when the |^ 

weight of a feather would at timea have turned the balance }[. 

in fiiTOur of Bomanisin, Proteatantiam waa guarded not bj 
the Anglican priesthood (for they betrayed her), but bj 
the great championa of spiritual freedom, tiie Noncon- 
formists — ^the man who laboured effectually in consolidating [ 
the sister countries of England and Scotbnd ; who waa the I 
cause of innumerable aocial reforms, amongst which the

most cases ; the man who tried so many fields of literature, j 
and gained distinction in tiiem all ; he who, honourable, j 
single-hearted, fierce in the day of battle, waa worthy the j 
regard and confidence of England's kst great king, William ; 
in.— waa Daniel Be Foe, gentleman I !. 

Not many insights do we get intoDe Foe's domestic lifo. 
He waa married twice; firstly to Msry; and, secondly, 
to Susannah, but the maiden surname of neither ii known. 
In the year 1706, he had seven children ; but in 1707, his 
daughter Martha died. One son, Daniel De Foe, emigrated 
to Carolina, canying with him, as his fiither's representsr 
tive, a liberal contribution to that stock of Anglo-Saxon 
intdlect (or true-iam JSSn^Uih /) that has made our fnrans- 
stbntio cousins (of whom we are so naturally proud) a 
nation beloved and honoured wherever our common tongue 
ii spoken. Another son, Beniard, took the name of Norton, 
and waa mentioned by Pope in the "Dunciad." He wia 
uditor of '*Tbe Flying Post," snd was the author of *< A 
Complete Didionary, by B. Ni De Fo% Oentt ITSfi,** a 
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"^Ifaiioir of the Hoiue of Onnge/* and ''The Lilb of 
Aldennaa Barber.'* l!lie daughters managed to recover 
their property fiom tiieir despicable brother, and settled 
comfertablj in 1]£»— Hannah as * maidea ladj, Henrietta 
as the wife of * gentleman of eondition. Sophia's . (Mrs. 
A /'"* Baker^s) son lived to be the author of ''The Companion to 

rl'!^!; the Flaj-hottse.** A great grandson of De Foe was hanged

Veal, the next daj after her death, to one Mra. BargrmTe^ 
at Canterbury, tiie 8th of September, 1705, which i^parition 
reoommenda the perusal of Drelincourt*a book of * Gonao* 
ktiona against the feani of Death.* *' Ihe ghost story 
startled and took captiTO tiie ailly people the author in- 
tended, and he knew so well how, to hoax. Atrue,50fNijM9 
ghost of a reapectable Mra. Teal had urged on mankind the 
study of Drelineourt. Forthwith the publisher's shop was 
crowded with purchaaera, and the edition n^idly left hia 
shelTcs. It is strange how De Foe'a biogrq^hera and 
admiren delight in this story.

Similar to the '< Life of Duncan Campbell^** waa DeFoe's 
sketch of '^Dickoiy Cronke^ the Dumb Philosopher,** Ac, 
d»« Alas ! alas ! and it was only for a morsel of bread. 

We have stated our thanks are due to De Foe iot giving 
the English novels gnphio descriptionsi and quick, pointed 
conversations/ In one of the qualities of a novelist he was 
unaccountably deficient— not even coming up to his pre- 
cursor, Mrs. Behn. To the construction or tiie most mga» 
conception of a plot he seems to have been quite inadequate. 
This may be accounted for, partly by the fiu:t that, from 
abstaining on religious grcmnds from the tiieatres, his mind 
had not b^^n duly educated in this most difficult department , . 

of his srt; and partly by the rapidity witii which his ''hia- y 

tories '* were evolved. Whatever may be the cause of the 
fault, that it eidsto few will be so rash as to question. All 
De Foe's novels, long as they are, are but a string of sepa- 
rata anecdotes related of one person, but having no other 
connection witii each other. In no one of them are there 
forces at work that necessitato the conclusion of the story 
at a certain point. One meeta with no mysteiy, no dfinoue* 
ment in them. They go on and on (usually at a biiak pace^ 
with abundance of dramatic positions), till it apparently 
strikes the author he has written a good bookfii], and then 
he winds up with a page and a half of so he lived htspplj 
all the rest of his days,'* intennixed with some awkwaid 
moralising by way of i^ology fixr the laidty of the bulk of

On of the many hnndreda of noble-bflarted Engliahinim ' '} 

who did and suffered much for Chsrlea I., and reeeived 1 ' 

nothing in return, aave a careleaa ''thank yon,*' fimn 
Charles 11., was Sir Boger Manley. He was goremor of 
Guernsey, or one of the snuill islands thereabouts; and be- 
sides being all that a pun on hia name proclaimed him, he 
was a soldier and * writer of no ordinary merit. He pub- 
lished a Latin work, ''CommentariadeBebellioneAnglicaai 
ab anno 1640 ad annum 1685,** and ''A History of the 
kte Wars of Denmark." 

This good knight had for one of hia children * daughter, 
named De la Biyiere. In what year thia lady was bom ihe 
present historian cannot state positively. Perhaps sh^ 
intended there should be somewhat of mystery on tiie 
point ; ladies have been known to oljeet to haying their 
ages made conmion talk. But as Swift mentioiied her in 
his journal to Stelk as ''about finrty,'* in the January of 
1712, we can, in this case, make tk sufficiently accurate 
guess. 

Sir Boger died when his two danghtera were still yonn^ 
and dying he left them to the guardianship of their first 
cousin, whom he had reared like • son, and benefited with 
unwearied care. Thia nephew accepted the trusty and 
acquitted himself of it by fisigning that hia wi& waa dead, 
and begging De la Binere to take her phMse. The giil 
accepted the offer— waa married and waa (hsn cast off Iqr ' 
the villain who had ruined her. 

Aa her misfiortunea had made her an especially fit olgeet 
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for oommiseratioii and tendenieaa» the worid treated her 
with diadflin and neglect. AtthiajimctaretheDadieaa of 
dorebiid (Charlea the Seoond'a miatresB) chanced to meet

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CHAPTER VI. 

mKBT nELDIVO. 

"Oiir immortnl Fielding," iayB Gibbon, "was of the »•. 

younfref braneh of the Earls of Denbigh, who diew their ^ 

origin from the Counts of Hapsbargh, the lineal descendants 
of Bitrico, in the serenth century, Dukes of Alsace. Fkr 
dificrent hare been the fortunes of the English and German 
diviSLOiiN of the family of Hapsburgh; the former, the 
knighU And Bheriifs of Leicestershire, have slowly risen to 
tho dignity of a peerage. The latter, the Emperora of 
Germany and Kings of Spain, have threatened the liberty 
of the old, and invaded the treasures of the New World. 
The Biir^pMani of Charles Y. may disdain their brethren of 
England ; but the romance of 'Tom Jones,' that exquisite 
picture of human manners, will outlive the palace of the 
EsninnJ, find the Imperial eagle of Austria.** 

Henry Pielding was bom April 22, 1707, at Sharpham 
Fork, near Glastonbury, in Somersetshire. The man who 
in geitemlly known as ** the father of the English Novel ** 
yrnM a babe puliug in his long clothes, when Jonathan Swift^ 
Aleximder Pope, Bichard Steele, and Joseph Addison, were 
in the prime of their days, between thirty-five and forty 
years of age. He was a young gentleman unusually pre- 
coeioui in hii " habits,'* if he was breeched by the time Sir 
Eoger was introduced by the ''Spectator** into the fiimilies 
of our ancestors. His father, Lieut-General Fielding, a 
grmndAOQ of the first Earl of Denbigh, was gnflty of matri- 
mony no lew than four times, and had as large a fkadtj aa 
he deaeiTed.

It was not long^ however, before the child was picked, out 
' I of the fryiug-pan snd put into the fire ; he was removed 

from the despotic swaj of the Bev. Mr. Oliver, and placed 
at Eton, where he had an agreeable change of tyrants, and 
for schoolmates. Lord Lyttleton, Mr. Fox, Mr. Fitl^ Sir 
Charles Hanbury Williams, and Mr. jWilmington. A 
. goodfy band !nie foundation of the fame of the ^v^M^ons^ 
iM\^ exists almost entirely in tradition; "Jonathan Wild" and 

^ Amdia" are ours at this day, and improved by the keeping. 
On leaving Eton he went in his eighteenth year to the 
universitf of Leyden, to study law. If we are to believe 
his. biographers, he made great advances in legal learning, 
and was a most industrious pupil. As we cannot prove 
^ anything directly in opposition, it would be unworthy to 

^ pick hdes in so fair a reputation ; but it is no easy task to 

eomwive of Henry Fielding, in his nineteenth yter, as a 
modri youth. That our nation was well and fiivourably 
r ep r e s e nted by him, amongst the lads of the university, 
there csa be no doubt; for he was a magnificent fellow, 
V * frank in bearings agile as a trained wrestler, rather exceeding 

^ aix fret in heif^t, with a fiue both by aristocratic fraturea 

and gaDant expression remarkably engagmg, with a fi«sh, 
\i sUgfatty ruddy complexion, and a winning smfle of the most 

;'« 1 nirlUUintelligenoe, with an air, commanding,'but free from 

\< \ thedightosttsistofhang^tiness, and lastly, with a dispo- 

se aitioii, as well endowed as his mind,— generous and truly 

aoUe as became one sprang from the seed of kings I 
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He did act, however, continue long at Lejden. Hii 
&^ber of (x>urBe hid never a guinea for him, and life etnnot 
be mamtainBd eran at a German univernty without a di^t [ 

infliu of coin -. bo the lad was compelled to atop short in 
his coune of education and return to Enghmd in 1727. 

Immediately upon his iq»pearance in London he com- 
menced writing for the stsge, and was reoeiTed into the 
beat Bociety. Ki« old schoolMlow, Lord Ljttleton, became 
hiB firm ally : men of letters receired him as one of their 
body ; the Dukes of Bichmond, Boxburgh, and Aigyle were 
amongst his acquaintances. Professedly he was a gentleman 
upon towiif tiding on a modest, but ample, allowance paid 
him by his father. For the lieut-general liberslly promised 
him £200 per mmom, but, probably because he saw that 
his Bon would get just as deep in debt with an income aa 
without one, omitted to pay that sum, or any part of it. 
Young Harry was not at all annoyed at the non-appearance 
of hiB allowance ; he made it a subject for a laugh, as he 
did of aUf even the most rexatious circumstances of his 
life. But funda must be had somewhere. Clearly he 
muEit get them by his pen ; so to work he falls at play-writing, 
00 though it wore the easiest work imaginable. In his 
twentieth year (1727) he produced his first comedy ^Love 
in several maBques," in the next year, 1728, (the year in , 
which Oliver Goldsmith was bom) he brought out "Hie 
Temple Beau,'' and before his thirtieth year he had composed 
eighteen theatrical pieces, besides a few whiich i^peared to 
the world some time after they were written. In this cen^ • 
tury he would hufe constructed a brilliant— perchance 
myBtic— novel, in three rdumes, or hate obtsineda conneo- 
tion with the journals, and dashed off articles of satnio 
Tehemence. He hid no especial power for dramatic writing 
it would appear that he was scarcely ambitious of success; 
be applied himBelf to it becanse it was the best litenuy 
work society ogered him* 
I He manned to aofaieretdleaM^canuiigii^bui^.ofoQin^ 
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hd apent a gnii deal moie than h6 won, jfor h6 had a pie- 
dOedion finr magnifieenoey and waa a featore of the iaahion- 
aUe world. Hie nchneaa and aplendomr of hia laoed auita, 
and ilie laviah manner in uluch he acattered hia maotaj — 
when he had any— were remarkable, fiucka feit it waa 
impoaaible to Tie with him, and paid themaelrea for their 
mortification^ when his hack waa turned, hy pieking holea 
in hia reputation; but their ill-humour could not stand 
before tiie andadoua frolic of the young man who mimicked 
and ridiculed their fine airs (aa they yawned out^ '' Positiyely 
Bin, I pioteet;" ""May I perish everlastingly ;» '<Ton 
honour;'* <<I>— 'sie,") and then, clapping them on the 
back, took them off to spend a jolly eroning. None could 
long be foes with him. His triumph oyer the good-will of 
his associates was complete; men of his own years, and even 
hia aeniorB, proclaimed him their chief. In the coffee-room 
hia joke waa waited for— but never for long,* and always 
elicited roars of i^plause. On one occasion, in a conversa- 
tion on the comparative merits of certain great wits--of 
GoDgreve, Pope, Swift^ Addison— Lord Lyttleton cried out 
that "Harry Fielding had more wit and humour than all 
the peraons' they had been speaking ot, put together." 
Theae compliments to the lad were repeated, and were any- 
thing but pleasing to those of tho old school who were alire 
to hear them. Had they grown to such gi^mtio stature 
and strenglli, only to be buried down by a stripling armed 
with a ding and a stone? In due time came the Dean's 
vindietive snarl: 

*'For iiMtMioe, wImb ?oii niilily tMnk

The appUcitiaii was, however, of no avail. Perhaps Sir 
Boberfe thought it was best to let well alone, and not take 
■0 joyonaa poet ont of his proper element. The dayi came 
when Fielding bore no good-will to the great statesman, for 
in ** Puqnin,*' whidi was acted for the first time in April, . 
1786^ and in ''The Historical Begister for the year 1786** 
which was first acted in 1787, Sir Bobert Walpole is treated 
with severitj. One of Eielding*s dramatio pieces called 
''The Gdldoi Bump,** was taken possession of by Sir 
Bobert, jnst in time to prevent its public r epres en tation. 
It afterwards came into the hands of Horace Walpole, who 
rendered filial respect to his firther's menuny by speaking 
of Fielding on all possible occasions with contempt and 
aversion. That he really had a low opinion of Fielding's 
merits, there is no room for doubt, but then, it should not 
be Ibffgotten that he thought Bichardson "stupid,** and 
BmoDett " a worthless man,** whose history was, " trash,** and 
that whik he hdd Mr. W. Whitehead, Sir Chas. H. Williams, 
and Mr« So#me Jsnynp \o b^ amon^ the ilrst Png^ 
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writen, he could thiu tpetk of Dr. Johmon, ''with a lumber \^ 

of leaming and some atroog parts, Johnioa was an odioua 
and mean chaiscter. By principle a Jacobite, anogant^aelf* 
sufficient, and orerbesring by nature, ungnteful throu^ 
pride, and of feminine bigotry, he had prostituted his pen to 
party, even in a dictionary, and had afterwards, for a pension, 
contradicted his own definitions. His manners were aa 
sordid, supercilious, and brutal, his style ridiculouslj 
bombastic and vicious, and, in one word, witii all the 
pedantry, he had aU the gigantic littleness of a country 
school-msster." There is in this description just enoui^ 
truth to make the venom poisonous. Walpole's judgments 
on his contemporaries arerery amusing. More than mere 
good fun, it is to see him pause in tiie nanatiTe of hia 
history, and explain to posterity, that Eidding was ** a 
liiTourite author of the age.** 

To Fielding's plays no greater praise is due than that 
which is bestowed by saying they were up to the aTerage of 
the time, though immeasurably inferior to Gongrere's, and 
others of the previous age. The author took no pains to 
make them good ones, for he used to dash them off without 
consideration, under the spur of poverty, and frequently on 
the paper in which his tobacco had been wrq;>t Theapplaose 
they got he knew they did not merit, and consequentiy 
thought the town composed of feols incapable of discern- 
ing the feults of his productions. On one occssion this con- 
tempt was the cause of disaster. Garrick, then a young 
man, begged Fielding, when ''The Wedding Day**wasin 
rehearsal, to cut out a certain very objectionable passage* 

«Nod 'em," replied the autiior, '« if the scene is not a 

good one, let them find that out." So the piece was pre- 
sented without alteration, aiid, aa had been feraseen, the 
house expressed with vehement hissings their displeasure 
with the bad passage. Qairick hurried from the stage to 
the green room, where he fimnd Fielding over a not fidl 
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botile of champagne, and with rtfeams of tobacco jnice 
trickHiigfrom the comen of hia moath. ''What'a the 
natter, Ganick P what aie thej hiaaiiig now?" 

'*'Whjf the aoeue I begged you to retvendi. I knew it 
would not do ; and thej hare ao frightened me, that I ahall 
not be able to collect myaelf again the whole night.*' 

«0h, damn 'em,** replied Fielding coolly, ''thej hne 
fimnd it out, hare they F' 

A moat charaeteriatic atoiy ia told of V oltaaie'a conduct 
vpon tiie fint lepreae n tation of hia '' (Edipe." He waa at 
that time ayoiith plunged in the wildexceaaea of the French 
capital, and waa ao little fearful of fiulure or anzioua for 
racceaa, thai he appeared on the atoge, carrying in mockery 
tiie.train of the High Prieat.

▼Okra, then the leader of Pariaian fiMhion, aaked who that 
young man waa, who appeared aa if trying to hare the play 
damned. On beingtold that the youngman waa theauthor 
bimael^ ahe waa ao delighted with hia reckleaa daring, that

Howerer, Fielding waa not a atripUng when the '^ Wedding 
Bay "appeared, for the flrat repreaentation of that play waa 
yeara aubaequent to the anthor'a marriage.

Dogs, horses, cases upon cases of choice wines, and those 
many '' joUy good fellows," who scent such a battle-field \ 

from afar, found their way into the squire*s modest residence, 
which was now made to do the duty of a baronial halL The 
servants of the establishment were made to figure in yellow 
liveries, which got dirty, and had to be renewed almost every 
month. Just as Beau Fielding, whose inimitable picture, by 
Dr. Doran, we are all familiar with, and have laughed over 
dozens oftimes, wasted his treasures in the purchase of Aus- 
trian liveries, so did Henry convert his coin into gear of the 
same hue. It is almost incredible, and yet true, that Fielding 
\rns Buch an utter fool as to squander, in the short spoee of 
tbree years, his wife's fortune and his own little estate, down 
to the laat penny. There is the very essence of the ridi- 
culous in this royal money-spending spirit in a manwithngt 
five hundred pounds a-year. *' I and the Hapsburgs — con- 
found the expense — ^more liveriesl" This absurd conduct 
hoA an historical interest, and gives us a strange insight 
into the times, full as much as into the man. The veriest 
young idiot now-a-days, unless at the universities^ or 
in the army, would — ay, caM not so diss ip a te hia 
means, A young married man who commenced doing so ' 
would be cried shame of the whole coontiy over, and wonid 
be whipped into some slight appearsnoe of honesty. But 
that Fielding, the clear-headed, sagacioos man, should so 
run ■muck! Of course he bittwly repented hia ma dn e s s in

But a hundred yeon ago the ^ 

most unmerciful social laws existed, to which all were 

compelled to render obedience ; and such an unintermitting 

jollity waa the mode that none but very highly favoured r 

mortals could bear it long. Sad days they were for that 

smug respectability which now is continually seen creeping 

into high places. 

But Fielding's many mental and personal advantagea did 
not gain him that golden harvest in the legal profession 
which he had hoped for. Thirty years is an advanced age 
for one commencing a vocation, even under the moat favour- 
able circumstances ; and Fielding was not only half-«-doien 
yean senior to mon of his own professional standing, but he 
was greatly their inferior in respect of health. Hisvigoroua 
cpnstitation and buoyant spirits had led him into ezcessea ] 

for which he was now to pay the penalty in the sufferinga 
of an enfeebled frame. He soon found himself so weakened 
by gout, and perhaps by the first symptoma of that terrible 
malady whidi was the principal cause of hia death, that he 
was incapable of the exerlion of conatant attendance at 
Westminster, and of ^appearance amongst men of his own 
calling. Hia ambition of acquiring competence at the Bar, 
he quickly duMomed could never be realheed. Hb pen waa 
the only sure means he had of providing for hia wifo and 
children. In 1742 appeared hia firat novel, "Jose^ 
Andrews.** He commenced thia by no meana perfect pro- ^

Wild " (one of the moet lemarkable boola in the literafane 
of the worid), <<T(»ii Jonee,** and "'Amelia,'* all foUowed his 
''satire on Funela.*' Of those worics," Tom Jones ''has been 
the most generslly praised ; ''Jonathan WOd,*' haa been 
generally regarded aa a mere Newgate calendar aketdiv [ 

which Fielding disgraced his respec ta bility by drawing, 
(Sir Walter Scott haa not hesitated to call it domsy and 
inartificial) ; and " Amelia" has been spoken of witii toler^ f 

snoe, rather than admiration. Tons, "Amelia "haa always 
appeued as greatly superior to "Tom Jones," and mndi 
(^ the particular approval bestowed on the latter work haa 
seemed erroneous. In erery encydopiedia or critical dic- 
tionary in which the merit of " Tom Jonea " ia disenssed, 
the reader is told that one of its chief points of excellence 
is, that it contains no chapter that does not in some degree 
tend to the adranoement of the story. Now, if it haa one 
defect more emel to the reader than anotJier, it ia to be 
found in the continual digression from the narrative, and 
the obtrusion of matter not necessary to the tale ; one of 
the more frequent forms of whidi lifter fault is the way 
in whidi Fielding, after placing his characters in a poaitiaii 
of great interest, which any fiuriy intelligent person can 
immediately account for, goea back to the past, andexpkina 
with wearisome prolixity ko» the position was brought about 
—a plan by which the story is deUyed, and the reader ia 
deprived of a field for the exercise of his own imagination. 
But it is not difficult to account for any unieasonable 
praise the world bestowed on ^Tom Jones." Men were 
jdelighted with it on its first appearance: a new source of 
enjoyment had been discovered by an original genius, and 
they were happ y e v e n those who felt it wrong to acknow- 
ledge the "new '^ could be "good." After the first tomult 
of their g r stificatiflo had subsidedt the ourious b^gan to aak 
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fat the eanies of their exeifcenieiit, and when emiom gentle- 
nm let abmift answering a qnertion, and hiqypen at the 
lame time to be of a slightly dogmatic tendency, they aie 
apt to ntter strmge doctrine; andall doctrine^ when once, 
uttered with a load and authoritatiTe roioe, is snie to be 
lepeated and, in time, if it only be proclaimed again and 
again, gets the stamp of orthodoxy placed on it. If, how 
efsr, many of the suggestions advanced to tiedoimi tor the 
wide popularity of "Tom Jones*' aie absurd, never was 
book the parent of a more ratiomd enthusiasm. Byron so 
admired it, that he denonnnated its author ^the prose 
Homer of human nature.'* Coleridge said of it, '^There 
Is a cheerfiil, sunshiny, breexy spirit that prevails every- 
where, strongly contrasted with the close, hot, day-dxeam« 
mg continuity of Bichardson." Charles Lamb loved the 
hamm-eearum hero of the novel as he did every one who 
was genuine. And Goethe islanded the author as 
''•riastic" It is satisfactory to know, that Fielding ob- 
tained A censidenble though, when compared with the 
work, insignificant sum for his great fiction. Millsr, the 
bookseller, gave him 600/. fi>r the copyright, and on its 
great sueoessy sent him an additional 100/. 

MiDar was so well pleased vnth his bargain for ''Tom 
Jones ** that he gave Fielding 1,000/. for "Amelia," which 
novel was published in 1751, when its author was in his 
firtj^-tigth year, lliis, his last novel, has always appeared 
to us very superior to "Tom Jones," although one of his 
bii^gnq^hers complacently asserts that it is pr^gnantwith 
symptoms of the setting sun, U^ decqr of the intellect. 
i^j^ l'\: It is not^ perhaps, of a construction so adiq^ted to please 

pedantic critics ; there are no philosophic chapters initiatory, 
to diiferent books ; there is less reference throughout the 
work todass to models and dass ie anthori^ than in its preemv 
sor; but it shows a greater knowledge of our human nature^ 
eqpeoialfy of that wUdi is ndUle and ef that vrittsh is 
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mean in men, and of tliat which ia beat in womaii—- their 
gentbmeaa, their pnritf , tiieir derotion to the good, their 
unoonscioiia gieatnen; and oreiTwhere an artiatio fiuilitjr 
ia diaplayed, which ia not ao foUj ofinced in the anthor'a 
pferioua wntinga. 

Lady Maiy Wortlcj Montague aaid, ''there waa a great 
aimikritj between hia character (Eielding'a) and that of 
Sir Bichard Stede. He had the advantage of leaming, 
and, in mj opinion, geniua." Of Steele, Mr. Thackeray, to 
whoee wntinga we are veiy deeply indebted for inatruction— 
andnotonthiaaubjectonly — ^haaobaerred: '* Foaterity haa 
been kinder to thia amiable creatine ; all women eapecially 
are bound to be grateM to Steele, ^a he waa the firat of 
our writera who really aeemed to admire and reapect them. 
• • • • Of a woman whom Ckmgreve had alao admired 
and celebrated, Steele aaya, that * to hare loved her waa a 
liberal educationi' ** Thia aide of Tielding'a character, hia 
bve of woman, aa the hei$ aa well aa the moat beautiful of 
God^a creaturea, appeaia moat fbrdbly in ''Amelia." In 
"Tom Jonea," he evidently intended Sophia to be an example 
of the gentle, aimple, high-minded girl. He alwaya intro- 
duoea her witii aome auch reverential gesture aa a prieat 
might-make when taking the veil from before the image of 
hia God ; and §ke never ia guilty of an act calculated to 
raiae in ua any hoatile fedinga ; but atill aha neither aaya 
nor doea anght to arouse our admiratian. Indeed, except 
on oie oocaaion, ahe never gives expression to a sentiment 
that might notaa well have emanated from a weU-conducted 
wsiting-maid. Fielding never aUowa her to talk, and inaiata 
emphaticBlly on her exceUent modeaty in never oppoaing 
her auperiors^ and in taking her opiniona flvm men. Per- 
, hapa he miatruated his power to dftlinfate a young giri*a 
mind, her generoua confiding love, her tiionaand aunny 
ftnciea and winning waya; periuipa he deemed himael^ 
tainted aa he waa with the groasnesa of hia tBfeiA4iaunfting 
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age^imworthj to attempt loch A labjeet If this diiBdeiice 
mtnined his pen when delinestiiig his Sophia^ it did not

An artist at his work is ever a fit object of leverenco; 
« and to ua there is something truly afibcting in the thought 

of Fielding employed in describing the virtues of his dead 
. wife and his own sad errings ; the drops steeling down his 
manly dieeks aa his pen goes fester and fester! More 
recent and most accomplished writers have refined on 
Fielding's srt» and have discovered many tricks of handling, 
unknown to him; and modem taste, happily different from 
that of a centuiy back, will not permit the novelist to treat 
of msny topics which are freely discussed in the pages of 
Fielding; but aU the change of time haa not robbed 
^ Amelia* of ita interest. Dr. Johnson read it through, 
lengthy as it is, at a smgle sitting; snd we at this time, 
though we smile at obsolete forms of endearment, and are 
ahoeked at the broadness, even coarseness, of many ex- , 
p r ession s in constant use in its leaves, sre not less chsrmed. 
Women mi^ like the story well enough, and be pleased 
with it; but ttstpmsA ttuit it espectsUyspeaks^ and*tis 
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the Ttty belt of men who are the meet affected by it. Aa 
long aa there are aimple, generona men with aelfiahneaa and 
moral inflrmitj enough to act at timea in eontradietioa to 
their purer judgment^ ao long will there be men like 
Shielding to make the foil eoofearion of a broken and • . 
contrite heart to the eompaaaion of good women. 

There ia» too, in thia "Ameliai*' to whatever part of it we 
turn, a manifeatation of the placid benercdence and unob- 
tnuiTe magnanimity of Fielding*a nature; into whatever 
oompanyhetakeana wefeel weareinthe aocietyofoneof ^ 

Nature's true gentlemen. Tliere la in the man auch a lively 
sense of the good, and on all occaaions he pays such manly 
obeisance to honesty, and givea so gracefully his protection 
to the weak. The UiOeneu oi human foUiea, of the poor 
contentions and animoaitiea of sinful men, is not a phraae 
on his lips, bnt a aentiment which colours all hia picturea 
of Tico, and softens his language when giving hia moral 
lessons. His eye never Ms on empty pretension bnt he 
immediately sets to work to pull down such sham greatness ; 
still, he. cannot work himaelf into the fuiy of hate for such 
a paltry antagonist; the weapon with which he chastises it is 
not angry inrective, but a humour that smiles up at the 
wayfarer like a flower in the dew ; however cruel may be 
the wrong that he regards, he cannot help viewing it with re- 
lation to the nobility of that humanity which effected it, and 
then so smitten is he with commiseration for the sinner that, 
with Othello, he exclaims — ** The pity of it." 

Fielding's character has been assailed by all those unfiur 
meana which are always brought to bear against a satirist 
by those to whom he is obnoxious. Every writer who 
attacks the vices of society must make up hia mind to have 
many (and aometimee amiable people) judge him as one, the 
hue of whose picture of life comes flrom his own jaundiced 
eye, and whose professions of devout aspiration ought only 
to be regarded aa polite apologies tp offended decency. 
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The rebuked impenitent findi the ntiflfiM^ion of rereoige in 
ao lepieeenting his caitigator ; and to ample, kindlj-hearted 
mortals it is leaa painful to bolioTe in the eziatenoe of one 
writer of diseased mind than in the oiistenoe of the many 
had characters of whom he speaks. To make the charge in 
Fielding's case wear a more than usual appearance of 
truth the displeaaittg features of his private life were 
dragged before the wodd; his fondness for the bottle (at a 
time when CTcry gentleman of position was daily in- 
toxicated), and his dissipated habits and extravagance 
(when the recUessness of tavern excess pervaded all ranks 
of London sodefy) were pointod to as proof of guilt in the 
accused. There are not many people now to be found in 
the world who would mention Fielding as an immoral 
writer, or as beneath the moral standard of his age in his 
actions; there are few who would not advance that the 
exact reverse was the case. What Coleridge said, when 
speaking of the morality of ** Tom Jones," is noteworthy. 
** If I want a servant or mechanic, I wish to know what he 
does, but of a friend I must know what he is. And in no 
writer is this momentous distinction so finely brought for- 
ward as by Fielding.*' By this light we mustregard Field- 
ing, both as a writer and a man. In his books wo find 
that the matmen of polite society in his day were scarcely 
more like those of our time than are the fiwhions of the 
West Bod this year like those of Shoreditch ; the vices of 
Bbnche Amory and Lady Kew are of our time; the 
depraved tastes of Lady Bellaaton were the faults of 
Fielding's age. They both alike required exposure and 
chastisement ; why, then, should a Jack Ketch ignominy 
aitadito him who did then, or to any one who does nuw, 
perfiinn tiie duties of executioner f Who dares say that 
tlie frailties, of which Fielding makes ''IVmi Jones" the 
ralgeot (and the author always mentions them as serious 
defeels), ait railly greater than those which disfigure the 
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oomelinesB of our promising young men P It was Fielding** 
duty to upoftk truths, and he did to ; but we never find him 
exulting in a lamentable one. He viewed the miaoonduct 
of his heroes with as quick a displeasure as we do ; but he 
loved them, aswe love them, in spite of what tiiey did, finr what 
iieywere. 'Tis the same with the man. We do not, because 
he committed grave flMilts (who does not commit many P) 
cease to love him ; we do not seise hold of his misdeeds and 
proceed to measure their enormity; but we gate at his 
virtues, his disinterested devotion to the good, his sympathy 
with the weak, his healthy discernment of what vraa 
admirable in the high-bom and the humble, and his detesta* 
tion of what was mean in both ; and when at length we 
turn away, it is to look for such a one for our friend. 
Where shall we find himP 

The year before the publication of ** Amelia,'* Fielding, 
then in his forty •fourtK year, and so worn out in health as 
to require constant nursing, was appointed to the bench of 
acting magistrates of Westminster ; a post requiring great 
exertion from its occupant, and to which was attached but 
little pay, but an almost boundless privilege of benefiting 
by corruption. The last four years of his life were spent in 
the prosecution of the arduous and even disgusting duties 
of his office. He had to arbitrate for the poor, to abjudicate 
on the squabbles of the lowest refiise of the Westminster 
population, and to protect the oppressed— a work which such 
a man could not carelessly perform. One of his predecessors 
made £1,000 per annum in the phice : but Fielding; who 
would never receive a penny notl^ally due to him fit>m the 
poor wratchei who came as accusers and accused before him, 
never achieved an income beyond a bare £850. He received 
ZL hhiaII penaion, in addition to this amount, from the Govem- 
meni ; but he vraa still a poOT man, for his family waa 
eonsiderablef and he had contracted a second marriage. Hia

was ever ready toaaaiat him, and even aent him a present of 

£200_^at one time, before he was peraonallj acquainted with 

him. This'good Alien, at hia death aome ten yeara after 

Fielding's decease, left to Mra. Fielding and her children 

£100 a year each. 

Labour as a magistrate, and continued exertions as apoli- 
tical journalist, soon told on Fielding. Dropsj in its moat 
aggravated form, gout, and jaundice, assisted by other mab- 
dies, brought him down to a condition of most pitiful dis- 
tress. He became emaciated and pallid; his fine form waa 
bent with weakness, and at timea he could acarcely stand on 
his limbs. " In the beginning of August, 1758, when 1 had 
taken the Duke of Portland's medicine, aa it ia called, near 
a year, the effects of which had been the carrying oft' the 
symptoms of a lingering, imperfect gout, I waa persuaded 
by Mr. Banby, the King*a premier serjeant-aurgeon, and the 
ablest adrice, I beliere, in all branchea of tiie phyaical pro- 
fession, to go immediately to Bath. I accordingly writ 
that Tery night, to Mrs. Bowden, who, by the next post, 
informed me ahe had takm me a lodging for a month certain. 

''Within a few dap after thia, whilst I was preparing for 
my journey, and when I waa almost fatigued to death with 
scTeral long ezaminationa relating to five difflnent murdets, 
all committed within the space of a week by different ganga 
of street-robbera, I received a message from hia Qraoe the 
Bttke of Newcastle, by Mr. Carrington, the King^a m ca s em 
g9r, to attend hia Qrace the next momittg, in Lincoln's Inn 
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Fiddf, upon some bunneM of importiaoe; but I excuA 
mjaelf from oompljing with the meange, aa, bemdee beii 
lame, I waa very ill, with the great fktiguea I had late 
uadeigQiie, added to my distemper. 

** Hia Grace, however, sent Mr. Carrington, the very ne: 
moniiDg, with another aummona, with which, though in tl 
utmost distress, I immediately complied; but the Duh 
happening, unfortunately for me, to be then particularly e: 
gaged, after I had waited aome time, aent a gentleman i 
discourse with me on the best plan which could be inventi 
for putting an intnediate end to those murders and robberii 
which mere every day committed in the atreets ; upon whi€ 
I pfomiaed to transmit my opinion, in writing to hia Orac 
who, as the gentleman informed me, intended to lay it befoi 
the Privy Council. 

''lliong^ thia visit cost me a very severe cold, I, no; 
withstanding, set myself down to work; and in about fov 
daya sent tiie Duke aa regular a plan as I could form, wit 
all the reaaona and argumenta I could bring to aupport i 
drawn out in aeveral aheeta of paper; and aoon received 
message from the Duke by Mr. Garrington, acquainting m 
that my plan was highly approved of.** 

Fancy iti Fielding, aick to death, having to wait in on 
of the outer rooma of that mean, ahuffling imbecile, th 
Duke of Newcaatle! His Grace waa the. man whos 
aoubriquet, given him by Sir fi. Walpole, was '^Ftorftdy ;*' c 
whom H. Fox, the first Lord Holland, aaid, ''he has n( 
frienda and deaervea none ;" whom Lord Hali&z used t 
revile as ''a knave and fool;" of whom Lord Wilmingtoi 
aaid, ''tiie Duke of Newcaatle alwaya loaea half-an*hour ii 
tiie morning, whidi he ia running after the rest of the daj 
without being able to overtake it;** and to whom Pitt aaid 
^ftwer worda, my lord, if you pkase^ for your words havi 
long lost an weight witii me.** ForatermofyearB,waatin| 
Uttle of half ft conlaiy, he held aome of.^ hifl^iest appoint 
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mente in the ttite, and was addrened in hk captcity of 
Chancellor of the Univerritf of Cambridge, by Bobert 
Uoyd, aa "Aomi duwjue deetuque ehwri^ and yet when he 
waa Secfetaiy of State for the Southern Department he naed 
to addreaa lettera to ''the iabnd of New Tfagland,** and 
could not tell but that Jamaica waa in the Meditemnean. 
When General Ligonier hinted to him that Annapolia oug^t 
to be defended, he replied with a liaping hurry, ^ Annapolia I 
Annapolia! oh! yea, Annapolia muatbe defended; to be 
sure Annapolis muat be defended— where ia AnnapoliaP** 
and when he waa infonned that Cape Breton waa an ialand, 
heexchiimed,''CapeBretonaniabndI wonderful! — ahowit 
me in the mi^. So it ia, aure enough ! My dear air, you 
alwaya bring ua good newa. I muat go and teU the King 
that Cape. Breton ia an idand.** And thia waa the man on 
whom Fielding had to wait! It ia aatisfiictory to know 
that the Duke*a calm judgment IdgUf improved i^elding'a 
plan. 

When at length Fielding waa at liberty to go to Bath he 
did not think it adWaable to make that trip. But aome- 
change waa uecesaaiy ; death impended him in Etaigland ; hia 
friend^ and wife implored him to fly for it to another land- 
For their aakea he conaented, and after aome diacuaakm 
determined on a voyage to Liabon. He well knew hia end 
waa approaching, but the hopefulneaa of hia temperament 
made him think it probable that he might for anoUier year 
enjoy He pleoiwret of life; for with all hia auibring^ and 
notwithatanding hia freedom from fear of death, he waa not 
inxioua to die, but on the ooDtrary found greater happi n wa 
in eziatenoe than ia experienced by moat people bkaaed 
with health, and wealth, and liberfy. When Lady Muy 
Wortley Montague, hia couain and early acquaintance, waa 
certified that he waa no more, ahe wirote^ ''I am aony for 
Henry Fielding'a death, not only aa I ahaU read no more 
of hia writingBy but becauae I belie?e he kat more than

her Isd j ysl y means the second Mrs. Fielding.) In this 
unusually hi^py constitution, in all probsbility, lay the cause 
of Fielding'a many imprudences ; most mm can only get 

I an ooossional glimpse of sunshine, an occaaional taste of 

* felicity" and that only by wiae calculation and proriaion ; 

but how could Fielding, with such a well of gladness in his 
breast^ deem it necessary to husband hia resources, his 
meana for procuring creature oomforta, and the grosser 
materials for bliss f Anyhow this gleefubess of heart sent 
him cheerily (hntodjf he would have gone— even had he 
been sad as sad could be) on his voyage to death. 

He went onboard tiie vessel whidi csrried liim to Lisbon, 
on June '20, 1764. In the journal he kept of his voyage^ 
there is the following passsge: — ^''Qn tins day the most 
melanehbly sun I had ever beheld arose, and found me 
swakeinmyhooaeatFordhook. By the light of this sun I 

" . vra% in n^ own opinion, last to behold and take leave of 

some of t^ose creatuiea%on whom I doted with a mother- 
like fendness, guided by nature and passion, and uncured 
and nnhaidened by aU the doctrine of that philosophical 
admol whese I had learned to bear paina and de^iae death.

r toher, andshe made as gssat a fool of me as 
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the had ever done of my woman whateerer; undertiie 
pretence of giving me leave to enjoy, ahe drew me in to 
eoffer the company of my little onea daring ei^t hooia; 
and I doubt not whether, in that tunep I did not undeigo 
more than in all my diatemper.'* 

After mudi pain he managed to get on board the vcbmI 
atBotiierhithe. "I think," he writea,'' upon my entrance of 
the boat, I preaented a apeotade of the hii^ieat honor. 
The total lota of limba waa apparent to all who aaw me, and 
my face contained marin of tiie meat diaeaaed atate, if not 
of death itaelfl Indeed, ao ghaatly waa my countenance 
that timorous women | with child had abatained from my 
honiOyforfsaroftheillconaequenoeaQflookingatme. In 
this condition I ran the gauntlope (ao I think I may call it) 
through zowa of aailora and watennen, few of whom fidled 
to pay their complimenta to me by all manner of inaoltaand 
jeata on my miaery." And then he goea on and atatea with 
hia own aimplidty that he did not conceive ** any perMmal 
resentment at thia behaviour ; but it waa a livdy picture 
of that cruelty and inhumanity in the nature of men which 
I have often contemphited with conceni, and which leada 
the mind into a train of very uncomfortable and melancholy 
tiiou^ta." 

Bvery one should read his narrative of his vojage to Lis* 
bon. It contains no line that would be better removed ; it 
is valuable from some sketches of character, in a more mas- 
terly style and finished with greater delicacy than any in 
his novebj and while it alTorda evidence that Fieldi^a 
intellect, instead of becoming weaker had grown more 
vigonroa with the progress of hia diaease, it makea tiie 
reader intimately acquainted with the grsndeur of hia 
nature. Lying in severe bodily anguidi, having Ibr honra 
no companion to converse with (pat aeaHBckness M sefcraly 
on the thrse ladies— his wife, his eldest dan^ter, and their 
companion— iHio sailed witii him), he derimL 
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fiom an tlioM tronblet of his ntuatiaii which affected only 
himaeUl Hismind wa« active as ever; great achcmes for the 
fiitiire at times risiDg befoTB his imagination. The trifling 
inddents of that long and wearj voyage, during which he 
had to nndergo a painfiil snrgioal operation, he made the 
meaoa of diverting his friends. Yet, one can scarcely be- 
lieve that the humour dispkyed in that journal came from 
ft dying man, not that it has the slightest tincture of un* 
hallowed mirth— for it ia all soft and playful as s child's 
smile, sndis pervaded hy that consideration for others which 
we are accustomed to think is almost solely p os ses se d by

At the commenoement of the last oentuiy, that ii, ntker 
more than m hundred and fi% yean ago, there dwelt in a 
eedttded TiDage of Derbydim, a joiner, who, hj honest toil in 
hii humble vocati«jn, nuuntained a wife and a finnily of 
duldren in decent comfort.

They arranged to meet in 
the park, and didn't ; they fell out, and fell in with each 
other; they were playful till they grew angry, and then 
made it up again. Interesting creatures I He was a little 
pompons, podgy old man of sixty years ; and she— well, she 
was not too old to make a fool of herself— upwards of fifty ! 
The fitfcinating Bdfour wished to know how she might dis- 
tinguish him in the park. He thus described himself— 
** Short, rather plump ; abont five feet five inches ; lair wig; 
one hand generally in his bosom, the other a cane in it, 
which he leans upon under the skirts of his coat, that it 
may imperceptibly senre him as a support when attacked 
by sadden tremors and dissiness; of a light brown com- 
plexioa; teeth not yet fioling hbn."

To this Bichardson replied, **• • • So long as the *^ 

world will receive, Mr. Fielding will write. Have you 
ever seen a list of his performances? Nothing hut a 
shorter life than I wish him can hinder him from writing 
himself out of date. The 'Pamek,' whidi he abused in !]i:J 

his ' Shamela,' taught him how to write to please, though \\ r 

his names are so different. Before his ' Joseph Andrews,' 
(hints and names taken fitmi that story, with a lewd and* 
ungenerous engraftment) the poor man wrote witiiout being 
read, except his 'Pasquins,' Ac., aroused party attention." 
And these mean, malevolent observations were made on his L & 

rival, in a letter to a woman whose very name he 'was |l 1 

ignorant of! But his jealousy displayed itself even yet ^ * 

more offensively than in this instance. To his Yttsuk 
translator he wrote, " ' Tom Jones ' is a dissolute booL 
Its run is over, even with us. Is it true that France had 
virtue enough to refuse to license such a profligate per- ^ 

formaneeP" Andagain, "IhavenotbeenaUe toreadany 
more than the first volume of 'Amelia.' Poor Fielding. 
I eoM mi hslp tdlkig hit mter that I was equally surw 
prised and concerned for his continued lowness. Had ^| , 

your brother, said I, been bom in a stable, or been a runner ^ 

in a sp<mging house, we should have thought him a genius^ }\ 

and wished he had )uid the advantages of a liberal educa- *'^ * 
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tkni, and of being admitted into good eompany; but it ii 
begrmd my oonoeptian thst a man of fiunil j, and who had 
aome karning, and who leaDj la a writer, ahould deaoend 
ao ezoeaaiTelj low in all hia pieoea. Who can can for any 
of hia people?" 

"^ iMuld noi Mfi mtpmg to kU 9itt0r:* When Fielding 
paid off old aeoraa with Ida enemiea, he did not do ao by 
diatuzbing the content, and hi^ppineaa, and natunl pride of 
their aiatera by malietona inainnationa. 

Yet Bidiardaon waa fiyr from being a man of an ignoble 
diapoaition. Hia well-Btocked puree waa the liberal dia- 
tributor of aaaiatanco to the afflicted ; he waa one of tlie 
firat promotera, if not the originator, <^the Magdalen Hoa- 
pital; when Letiitia Pilkington, once the friend of Swift, 
and the wife of a clergyman, aank into the lowest degrada- 
tion of rioe and beggary, he aupplied her with money and, 
yet more, with kind words ; and he would take a poor girl 
from the atreets, anxious to amend her ways, into his house 
tin she waa able to get a aituation. The poor men of 
letten, when they got into difficoltiea, had recourse to him, 
and were certain of an attentive and kind hearer of their 
stories. "I rememberwritingto him,** said Johnson,^*' from 
a sponging house; and waa ao sure of my delirerance^ 
through hia kindneaa and liberality, that, before hia reply 
waa brought, I knew I could afford to joke with the rascal 
who had me in custody, and did so, orer a pint of adul- 
terated wine, for which, at that instant, I had no money to 
pay.** In his own ikmily, too, he was a respectable and 
wdl-nieaning, though pohapa diaagreeable fellow. Die 
domeatic, and espedaUy the nursery arrangements, were 
juat what tiioae rf a model and devout dtiaen of old London 
town ought to be ; but his demeanour waa pompous, and 
he exacted homage from all witiiin hia gatea. - Hia children, 
•ceoiding to the manner of the day, were continually caDed 
upon to AeneiraDdsAiyhimi they weee very Atl^and 
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rupeeifiil children, but it would seem tiiey^ did not love 
him ; in his pieMonoe they lost their t<»giiesy and thej 
never approached him without trembling. ** Mj girls are 
shy little fools," he used to saj. Ladj Bradriuugh told 
him that his daughters* letters, with tlM ''honoured nr,** 
and ** ever dutiful," were cold and formal. He replied, '^ I 
had rather (as too much reraenoe is not the vice of this 
age) laj down rules that should stiffen into apparent dufy, 
than make the pert rogues too fiuniliivr with characters so' 
reverend." When a father desires reverence rather than 
love from a child, ho usually gets neither. Bichardsom 
addeil also, ''I could wish from the respectful manner 
(avoiding formality and stifihess as much as possible), in 
letters to a parent, let my eye fall on wliat part of the 
letter it would, to be able to distinguish it from one 
directed to a playmate." 

Not a very good understanding seems to have existed 
between him and his wife. In his letters he almost invsri- 
ably speaks of her with cold commendation very different 
from the warm eulogy he bestows on his fair correspondents. 
Of the society of ladies he was very .fond. They understood 
his works ; they saw their beauties so much more readily than 
men could; and, as gratitude is one of their dominant 
virtues, and a proneness to express it one of their amiable 
weaknesses, they of course Were frequently thanking the 
bestower of their enjoyments. One, two, three, or more 
hidies were always staying in his house, admiring his genius. 
''The author of 'ClansMs'" says Mrs. Barbauld, "was always 
fond of female society. He lived in a kind of flower-garden 
of ladies ; they were his inspirers, his critics, his applauders ; 
connections of business impart, they were his chief cor- 
respondents. He had generally a number of young ladiea 
at his house^ whom he used to engage in conversatioa on 
some subject of sentiment^ and provoke, by artful oppoaitioii, 
to display the treasures of intelleettliey possessed," Hiese 
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■deeied women were honoured with the appellation of" his 
danghten," and yerjroomplimentacy letten thejr weie in the 
haUt of tending him. Miaa Sarah Fielding amika on him 
in thia fiuhion, « • • • • never did I to much wiah for 
it aa in this daring attempt of mentioning ' Cnariaaa* ; hut 
whenlreadof her^Iamallaenaation; my heart glowa ; I 
am overwhelmed ; my only vent ia tears ; and unleaa tears 
could mark my thoughts as legihly aa ink, I cannot speak 
half I ieeL" Poor Letitia Pilkington hurst forth, '< What 
can I pay thee for this nohle usage hut grateful praise P So 
heaven itself ia paid ; and you, truly made in the image of 
God, will, I hope, accept of the low, hut sincere ohlation of 
a thankful spirit.*' It was an evil day for Bachardson*s 
reputation when his correspondence was issued to the world. 
What hero, even though his valet would speak a good word 
fivr him, could stand the puhlication of whatever nonsense 
he haa mritfeen to ladiea ? Where do men so egregiously 
commit tiiemselves aa in epistolary correspondoices with, 
intellectual women P And Bichardson waa the vainest of 
vain men. The little fellow swelled with pride, and 
hluahed to his ears when he waa told a lady of rank, or a 
royal duke had called him an amusing fellow. A writer in 
the EdMuryih Bmew says these letters show how exactly 
in the aame style are the lettera of "^ Miasea" of that day and 
tiua. But thia aneer ia unfiiir. The women with whom 
Bichardson paased his hSe instead of heing common-place 
^ Miasesj" were the superior women of their generation. 
AmoQgst them were Mrs. €hapone. Miss Collier, Mrs. 
Garter, and Miss Sarah Fielding. It is true that Miss 
Fielding's noveb are forgotten, and they contain litUe of 
inatrnctioalbr the present age; butitmustherememhered 
that ahe iraa almost alone aoMmgat women in being able to 
witte them, and they.were much admired by those who first 
read them. Again, Ihe BosweUism of these Udiea deaeiiis 

I ; for it waa not then the fiMhion, aa it ia now»

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for girii freth taken from the nunery to the dnwing-Tooiii . 
to offend the judgment and taite of ** Utenzy man ill locie^ 
with fiimaj adulation ; but^ on the eontnuy, women then 
ran the riak of being well laughed at bj their brothera and 
iisterB^if they declared themaelvea ambitioua of the friendahip 
of a man of geniua. In those days it waa ill*breeding for 
ladiea to have a reapectable stock oi acholaatic information ; 
it was utter abandonment to di^kij^ it. Lady Bradahaighf 
for a long time, had not courage to confeaa to her frienda 
that alie waa corresponding with the celebrated Kchavdaon. 
And when he sent her hia portrait, ahe said it waa the 
likeness of her yalued acquaintance, Mr. Dickenson. And 
Mrs. Dekny objected to the words itUeUeeti and eikieif in 
one of the conversation-pieces in ^Grandiaon," aa too ^ 
ncholastic to proceed from the mouth of a female. 

Of Bichardson*s vanity Boswell telle ua a good stoiy* 
"A literary lady haa fevoured me with a cfaaracteriatio 
anecdote of Bichardson. One day at his country-house wj^ 
Northendy where a large company waa assembled at dinner, 
a gentleman, who was just returned from Paris, wishing to 
please Bichardson, mentioned to him s flattering circum- 
stance, that he had seen hia ''Chirissa'' lying on the King*a 
brother*a table. Bichardson, observing that part of the 
company were engaged in talking to each other, affected 
then not to attend to it : but, by and bye, when there waa a 
general silence, and he thought that the flattery might be 
fully heard, he addressed himself to the gentleman; ^I 
think, sir, you were saying somewhat about "— pausing in a 
high flutter of ezpectotion. The gentleman, provoked at 
his inordinate vanify, resolvednot to indulge it, and with an 
exquisitely aly air of indifference^ answered, ** A mere trifle^ 
sir, not worth repeatingr' The mortification of Bichardson 
was visible, and he did not speak ten words more the whole 
day. Dr. Johteom waf pmeni mtd appearod to ei^ U 
mu^!* Br. Johnson alwsya did eiyoy seeing people made 
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' f. ' • nneomfortoble through ileirfielmuf i if men were each fook 

aa to heve fieliiyt, thej ought to nnart for it I And of 
;« Biehardeon, ae a num, the Doctor rarely spoke kindlj, 

though he admired him as an author. Boswell says of one 
confersatioii, — ** I ouly remember that he (the Doctor) ex- 
pressed a high value for his talents snd Tirtue. But that 
hia perpetual study was to ward off petty inoonveniencea, 

j" . and to procure petty pleasures; and his love of continual 

snperiorify was such that he took care always to be sur- 
rounded 1^ womeu, who listened to him implicitly and did 

':" ' not venture to contradict his opinions: and that his desire 

^; of distinction was so great that he used to give, large vails 

to Speaker Onslow's servants that they might treat him with 

respect.** Johnson spoke with acrimony of Bachardson's 

• j surrounding hunself with women, and well he might ; for 

p .. the Doctor himself was fond of the idolatiy of the softer 

sez, andsome of the members of his intellectual harem had 
gone ovcrtoBichardson's tea-pot sentimentality. Amongst 
tiie originsl anecdotes of Dr. Johnson, communicated to Mr. 
Groker, ia one from Miss Beynolds, who says-— '*The first time 
I was in company with Dr. Johnson, which was at Miss 
,' : Cotfeerel's, I well remember the flattering notice he took of 

n lady present^ on her saying that she was inclined to esti- 
mate the mofality of evecy person according aa they liked 
\ or dialiked 'Ckrissa Harlowe.* He was a great admiier 

of BidiardsQn*s woriu in general; but of 'Clarissa' he 
always spoke with tiie most enthusiastic praise. He used 
to say that it waa the first bo<^ in the world for the know- 
ledge it displays of the human heart Yet of the author I 
nefer heard him speak with any degree of cordiality, but 
rather aa if impressed witii some cause of resentment 
against Urn; and tiiia has been imputed to something of 
jealousy, not to say envy, on aeoount of Bichardson's 
hsfing engrossed the attentions and aActionate assiduities 
.. tf MfcraltesyingenioQslitsiwyladiesrwhomheusedto 
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call his adopted daiightert» and for whom Dr. Johnson had 
conceived % paternal affection (partienlarlj) for two of 
them, MiBa Carter and Miaa Mnho (now lin. Chapone), • 
prenona to their acquaintance with Bichardson; and it 
was said that he thought himsdf neglected by them on his 
account." It was onlj nstunl f<Hr the poor doctor to feA 
resentment, end to take all occaaioni of putting his trium- 
phant adversary in a ridiculous light, to lead him on to ^| \1 
talk magniloquently, or, in the Doctor's language, to mdbe -t 'c 
him retHT ! And little ingenuity was requisite for malice to X • | 
convert Bichardson into a butt. Bred amongst common 
people, be never acquired the manners of good society; npr 
was he generally admitted into those polite circles, an 
entr^ into which distinguished writers csn generally 
obtain. Lady M. W. Montague informs us "the doors of 
the great irere never opened to him ;** and that meant mudi 
more in her ladyship's time than in our own. He was -^ I 
painfully oppressed with a sense of himself; always uneasy 'f I 
when unobserved, and miserable, save when fed with praise. '\ ]i| 
He retained, also, many of the most ungenerous prejudices v j 
of the working classes, from which he rose. The nobly , ' { | 
bom he could not address with composure; and he was •] | 
morbidly afraid of acting subserviently when he was re- \ !. 
quired to pay deference to rank. Lady Echlin wished him 
to become acquainted with her daughter, a lady of feshion. 
"The advances must come from her. She is the superior 
in rank, and often ladies of the west>end of the town do not -> 
wish to paaa Temple Bar," was the ill-bred answer. l%ere *^ 
is, moreover, good evidence that he was ashamed of his i; > 
humble origin, for he kept as a profound secret the town^ ;| 
ship in which he was bom and reared; and he always •< 
avoided discussion of the partieulan of his femily histoiy. !rt 
The following is tiie account he was pleased to give of him<' ^^ 
aelf. "My fether was a vety honest man, descended of a

Yet to Bachardson*s credit, be it said, he did not neglect 
bia poor relations. The orphan children of -an unfortunate 
brotiier be befriended witii paternal care; and in a thousand 
plessing wqrs, an unostentations beuevolence ornamented his 
life. He was a coDsiderate master in the fiill sense of the 
word. To encourage early rising amongst his workmen he 
used to hide half-crowns among the type, so that the one 
earliest at work might discover them snd have them aa 
rewardai and In like manner he frequently brought fruit 
19 from bis eountry-seat and distributed it to those servants 
who merited ezpressians of his favour. All dnldren, 
enespt his own, were very fend of him. ** My first veedl'* 
lM«fan of Ub," vritM • l^r to llink BobMOd, "ia in the 
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centre of Salieliuiy Square, or SaliBburj Couri^ m it was 
then called ; and of being admitted, as a pbijful child, into 
hifl study, wliere I hvre often seen Dr. Young and otbora— 
and where I was generally caressed, and rewarded with 
biscuits and bonbons of some kind or other, and sometimes 
witii books, for which he, and some more of my friends, 
kindly encouraged a taste, eren at that early age, which 
has adhered to me all my lift long, and continues to be the 
solace of many a painful hour. I recollect that he used to 
drop in at my fiither*s, for wo livod nearly opposite, late in 
the evening to supper ; when he would say, he had worked 
BO long as his nerves and eyes would let him, and was come 
to relax vrith a little friendly and domestic chat. I evea 
then used to creep to his knee, and hang upon his words, 
for my whole fkmily doated on him; and once^ I recollect, 
that at one of these visits, probably about the year 1758, 1 
was standing by his knee, when my mother's maid came to 
summon me to bed ; upon which, being unwilling to part 
from him, and manifesting some reluetance, he bagged I 
might be permitted to stay a little longer; and, on my 
mother's objecting that the servant would be wanted to 
wait at supper, for in those days of friendly intereourse and 
real hospitality , a decent maid-servant was tiie only attendant 
at kii own and many creditable tables, where, nevertheless, 
much company was received, Mr. Bichavdson said 'I am 
«iire Mies P — is now so much a woman, that she does not 
w&Qt any om to attend her to bed, but will conduct herself 
with eo much propriety, and put out her candle so carefully, 
that ehe may henceforward be indulged with remaining witii 
us tiE iupper is served.'** 

TbD laai years of Bichardson's life were spent in bodily 
uSiction, For many years he was compelled to discontinue 
attendance at public worriiip, because he could not bear a 
crowd ; and he was ever under medical treatment. Hia 
malady, « nervous one, inereased so upon hinii that forkog 
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bisdettliheeoiildnot liftihe quaniiij of a imall 
l^tm of wine to bis mouth, thoagb put into a tumUor, 
witiioiitaHiftanee.

Oh, BkhardsoD, I dare pronounce that tiie moat veri- 
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table history is Ml of fietions, md thy iiofeioiis are full of 
truths^ History paints some indiTiduals ; thoa peintest 
the human speeiee. History attributes to some indinduals 
what they have neither said nor done ; all that thou attri- 
btttest to man he has said and done. History embraces but 
a point of duration, a point on the mabice nf tiieg^obe; 
thou hast embraced all places and all times. The human 
heart» which has been and ever shall be the aame^ ia the 
model which thou copiest.

the wle puipofle of finding out the houie in HhbJbuk'^mM

To ua the enthuslaatic homage rendered to Bichardion, if 
we do not use all historical aida whereby to move ourwlvee 
backward into hia timesy is altogether inoomprehenaible. 
Such a book as Pamela, no respectable milliner would now 
. peruse^ and Fsmela with aU its pruHjf no lady now 
Ukea to confess having read. And yet it waa so ddicate ! 
its heroine so chaste and pure! She could not reflect that 
she was made with legs without blushing ! — Vid^ letter No. 
VIL to her parents:— 

''.Dear lUher—Since my last, my master gave me more 
fine thinga. He called me up to my lady's doset, and pulling 
out her drawers, he gave me two suits of fine Flanders 
lac'd headdoths, three pair of fine silk shoes, two hardly the 
worse, and jnst fit for me ; for my old lady had a very little 
Ibot ; and several ribbands and topknota of all coloura, and 
four pairs of fine white cotton stockens, and three pairs of 
rich ataya, and a pair of rich silver buckles in one pair of 
shoes.

Baehardflon wiB too wise a man not to profit by the cenaores 
made on hia first woric, though perhi^ he was unduly elated 
by the praise it elicited. He saw what a mistake he made in 
aUowing his heroine (pattern of feminine delicacy that she 
was!) to many the man who had made a brutal attempt on 
her virtue. In his "Clarissa** he had made the same position 
of an attraetiTe man plotting the destruction of a beautiful 
gill, and then on the failure of his schemes endeavouring to 
get her hand in marriage. But Clarissa was firm in her xejec- 
tion of her unworthy lover, and retired from her perplexities 
— ^by dying, to the deep mortification of all readers of her 
story. — The author, however, fell into another grave error as 
amondist. Hie picture of parental tyranny in old Harlowe, 
and brutality in James and Arabella Hariowe to their 
sister, is nothing short of diigusting, and could but arouse 
in the breasts of children feelings of disafilsction to the 
authority of their natural guardians. How Johnson got 
ofer these features of the history, may well surprise us. 
But he did. Bichardson, in his eye was an author above

1 one, and solicited the same lord to recommend it to the stage. 

The latter excused himself; but promised, if it should be 

acted, to do all tiie serrice in his power for the author. 

Smollett's return was drawing an abusive portrait of Lord 

lyttelton in 'Boderick Bandom,' a novel — of which sort 

he published two or three. His next attempt was on 

I the 'History of Etagland,' a work in which he m- 

gaged fo booksellers, and finished, though four volumes in 

quarto, in two yean; yet an easy task, as being pilfered 

ftom other histories. Accordingly, it was little noticed till 

it esme down to the present times ; then, though compiled 

of the libels of the age and the most pshry materials, yet^ 

being hnghtened by perMmal invectives, strong JaooUtism 

and the worst representatioos of the Duke of Cumberland's 

in Scotland, tiie sale was prodigions.

that appeared &Tourable to the principles of the Bevohilum. 
Nor waa he single in that measure. The Scotch in the heart 
of London aasomed % dictatorial power of reviling eveiy 
book tiiat censured the Stuarts, or upheld the Bevolutioib— ' 
a provocation thejr ought to have xemembeied when the tide 
rolled back upon them. Smollett, while in prison, under- 
took a new magasine; and, notwithstanding the notorietj 
of his dissatisfaction, obtained tiie King's patent for it bj 
the interest of Mr. Pitt, to whom he had dedicated hia . 

history. In the following reign he was hired to write % \ 

scurrilous pi^er, called *11ie Briton,' against that vAj 
patron, Mr. Pitt." 

Such is Horace Walpole's picture of SmoUett. 

IlKerB is another side to the story. Disraeli, in his 
'' Calamities of Authors," lays, ** Of most ^authora by pro- 
fession,' who haa displayed % more firoitfiil genius, and 
ezerdsed % more intense industry, with % loftier sense of 
his independence than Smollett P" 

Tobias George Smollett was bom in the year 1721, about 
two years after the death of Joseph Addison, and about 
fourteen years after the birth of Fielding. The place of 
his birth was the old house of Dalquhum, in tiie vall^ of 
Leven, unq[uestionably one of the most lovely parts of 
Britain. His paternal grand&ther waa Sir JameaSmoUett» 
of Bonhill, who waa educated Ibirtiie Bar, waa advanced to 
the dignity of % Cosunissarf (Ocnsistorial Judge) of Bdin* 
burgh, and when member of flie Scottish Ptadiansn* te 
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tiw Iniigh of Dambaiioii, knt his aid to diaiolTe that re- 
j^meatefeive bodj for ever, being one of the oommiwrionew 
appointed for finuning.the union with England. Sir Jamea 
nanied a daughter of Sir Aulaj Mac AulejTi of Ardineaple, 
and had by her four aona of whom Aiohibald was the 
joongeet. . 

Una joungeet aon, Ardubald, was guilty of the greatest \

Little Tohjt an a child, waa reared like Fielding, in 
•acoordanoe with the aentimenta of the age, being well 
whipped erery daj, whether he deaerved it or not ; the taalj 
difference in hia puniahmenta beihg, that he waa flogged » 
good deal worse when he had not miaocmdnoted hiraaeilf 
than when he had. After paaaing aome years at the Dum- 
barton Grammar School, he went to the UniireKBiij of 
G^lasgow, where he studied with more than average 
diligence. In that city, also, he waa bound apprentice to 
Mr. John Gordon, a respectable surgeon, ei ceisra. 

In Glasgow, the youth Tobias commenced the ezerdae of 
his talent for sarcasm and ridicule, holding all tike ** unco 
guid** of the city up to laughter, and making himself genenlly 
disagreeable, as a clever lad of sixteen or seventeen years is 
too apt to do. He waa commonly spoken of as lacking 
"decorum," nnd being the exact reverse of proper. ^ On » 
winter evening,** says Dr. Moore, ^ when the streets were 
covered with snow, Smollett happened to be engaged in » 
snow-ball fight vnth a few boys of his own age. Among hia 
associates was the apprentice of that surgeon who ia supposed 
to have been delineated under the name of Cnb, ia 
"Boderick Bandom.*' He entered his shop while his ap» 
prentice was in the heat of the engagement. On the return 
of the latter, the master remonstrated severely withhim for 
his negligence in quitting the shop. Tho youth excused 
himself by saying that, while he waa employed making vp » 
prescriptioQ, a Mow had hit him with a anow-baU, and ha 
had been in pursuit of the delinquent. ** A mighty probable 
story truly,'* said the master, in an ironical toue^ **I wonder 
how long I ahould stand here,** added he, ''befoie it wouUL 
enter any movtal'a head to throw a snow '.^sll at Be."* l^hilt 
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hb mm boMing his head ereei^ with a most aoomfiil air, he

Smollett was no great length of time in the serrioe. He j 

quitted it in the West Indies; and after a resideiioe of | 

considerable dnration there, he returned to London in 1746^ 
four years after the appearance of Fielding^s first nofel, 
"Joseph Andrews." The great result of his West Indian 
excursion was, winning the heart and hand of the beautiful 
and accomplished Miss Lasoelles, whom he married, after 
his return to England, in 1747. 

On his landing in Britain after an absenee of about Atb 
years, the news of the day was the blood-thirsty Tengeaaee 
taken on the unfortunate Highlanders, after the battle of 
Cullodon, by the blood-stained Tictor. The following pas- 
sage, nervous and simple in style, ftom Smollett's history, 
win best tell what stories came to his ears. "In the montii 
of May the Buke of Cumberland advanced witii the army 
into the Highlands as ftr as Fort Augustus, where he en- 
camped; and sent off detachments on all hands to hunt 
down the fugitives, and lay waste the country with fire and 
sword. The castles of Glengary and Loehiel were plundered 
and burned ; every house, hut, or habitation met witii the 
same ftAe without distinetion ; all the cattle and proviaioa 
were carried off; tiie men were either ahot on tiie mountains 
like wild beasts, or put to death in cold blood, without form 
of trial. The women, after having seen their husbands and 
ftthers murdered, were subjected to brutal vioktian, and 
then tuned out naked wiA their oUUnb, to stsrrs m 
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banen lieatiif. One whole fiunfly was endoied In » barn 
and eonaoBied to aahea. - Thoaemini«tenof?engeaaoewere 
ao alert in the ezeeotion of their oflioe that^ in a frw days 
there was neither house, cottage, man, nor beast to be seen 
within A eompass of fifl j miles ; all was roin, silenoe^ and

It waa far harder work then to get a oomfintable income 
by authoreraft than it ia now; and Smollett throoghont hia 
career, evinced an anxiety to have other and aorer meana 
than the prollBaaion of lettera for the aupport of himaelf and 
wife. On hia retnm from the Weat Indiea, he aet iqp in 
London .aa ''a medical man;*' and about the year 1751« 
having obtained the degree of Doctor of Medidne from a 
uniyeraityy probably a foreign one, he made an attack on 
fortune in the character of a phyaician. Smollett had great 
taste for medical quackery— and ao far waa well fitted for 
Bucceaa; hia novela team with aneodotea calculated, if they 
were not ao coarae, to pleaae the aiaterhood of monthly 
nuraea ; and^he delighted in the jargon and cant ofhia order, 
in talking about the ''pia mater" and "dura mater/' and mem- 
branea and tiaauM, and aU kinds of diaguating thinga to mnple 
people who only knew, that the gentleman waa ''going on** 
about what they were unable to underatand. He had alao 
another great requisite for aucoeaa in the medical profeaaion 
—a moat pleasing personal appearance. If Scamm and 
OliTer Goldsmith are inatancea that noreliata may be TCfy 
ugly, there are many caaea to pcore that nature has not 
determined that all fiction-writera must be hideona. The 
gentle Addison, the commanding Swift,t]ie jovial Steele^ the 
high-bred Fielding, the elegant Sterne, and Smollett manly 
and ardent,— what a band of noUe creatnreal ftnoDett 
waa eminently handsome; hia fraturea vrere prepoaaeaai^g 
and continually enlivened by a roguiah amile^ hia atature 
waa impoaing, and hia manner, though often impetnona and 
boiateroua, waa dignified. He waa, moreover, agreatfimmisfee 
with the ladiea, and yet he did not aoooeedaa aphyaidan. 
Th« aeeret txf hia finluie lay in hia ebnlliflBt temper. Ha

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the Tieiimi of their own irritibility Mine hftve an qvtitiide 
to lore thoae ihej have wnmged, end othen to hate thow 
ibex ^^ poesionatelj lored ;— Smollett waa of the foraier 
and nobler sort. 

The ooune of 8mollett*i life ia beit leenbj reviewing the 
list of hia worki, and remembering that he, a man battling 
with poverty and not ble«ed with good health, wrote them, 
and waa also a constant worker on newspiqien. He waa 
alwaya at work. After the publication of hia '^Don 
Quixote,*' for which he obtained a liberal aubacriptiony he 
paid a visit to his native country, that he might aee hia 
mother, who tiien resided at Scotson, in Peeblesshire, witli 
her daughter and son-in-law, Mr. and Mrs. Telfer. The 
mother and son had not seen each other lor more than 
fifteen yean. How would ladiea like to have railwaya 
abolished, and return to the alow locomotion of a century 
back, and be thought lucky women if their children in tiM 
great world paid them viaita as often aa once in fifteen 
years? AVe know of a mother living in one of *tiie 
sweetest, loveliest districts of England who thinks her lot a 
very hard one, if a certain acapegrace of aeon ahe baa doea 
not come and kisa her at least once in every three montha! 
Br. Moore relatea, "On Smollett*a arrival he waa in- 
troduced to hia mother, with the coimivance of Mra. Telfrr, 
as a gentleman ftom the West Indies, who waa intimate^ 
acquainted with her son. The better to support hia 
assumed character, he endeavoured to preeerve a anioas 
countenance, i^yproaehing to a frown; but, while hia 
mother'a eyea were riveted on hia countenance^ he could 
not refrain from amiling ; she immediately sprang from ber 
chair, and, throwing her arma around hia neck, exdaimed, 
'Ah,myBoal myaonl I have found you at last* 

'' She afterwards told him that if he had kept his ansteie 
looks, and continned to gloom, he might have escaped 
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detoetkm WMne time longer; 'but your old rogniih imile,' 
added ihe^ ' beln^ned 70a ai onoe.' " 

The most fiunous, and £ar him the meet creditable oon- 
test in idiich Smollett engaged was with Admiial Knowlee, 
;i .irho^ in a pamphlet, Tindicated his eoodnct in the lecret 

v| * expedition, in 1757, againat Bochfinrt^ which was anch a 

' Tl . ehamefiil ftilnre. Smollett^ in his notice of this defence, 

as editor of tiie ''CriticalBenew,»'s8idofAdmiralKnow]eB, 
** He is an admind without conduct^ an engineer without 
knowledge, an oiBcer without resolution, and a man with- 
out TBrsdlj." In tiieae days of " abshers" such observa- 
tions would scarcely ruffle the temper of the persons 
against whom tiiey might be directed; indeed, public c^ 
ractera of this generation eiyoy being well ** cut up," and 
men are apt to suspect they have no merit unless there are 
some envious enough to vilify and mi s r epr es en t them. 
But ahundred years ago ''the liberty of the Press *' vras 
not understood; Demagogue Wilkes, almost in our own 
times, was prosecuted for, and made famous by articles in 
the ''Nortii Briton, *' which vrould now be held dull and 
liftless for tiie want of venom and personal abuse. Knowles 
wassofbrious at Smollett's attack that he prosecuted the 
prmter of theBeview, avowing that his only object in domg 
so was to disoover the author of the offensive passage, that 
'^ . ^ he ndght^ should the vmter be a gentleman, demand 

another sort of^satwfaction of him. Smollett, who was a 
Lv lion in eourage^and ferocity, on thia came forward when 

«• > the court was about to pronounce judgment in the esse, 

•^ and declared himself the author. Admiral Knowlea— he 

*^' who was so indignant at being pronounced " a man without 

I verscity/* asserted his character by enforcing judgment 

r for a fine of £100^ and obtained a sentence against the

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And wliere is the man who, while he calls upon another to 
expiate the fiilsehood with his lift, csn boldlj saj that ha 
has never uttered a fiilsdiood; that he has not done so 
more then onee; that he has not done so fieqnentlyP 
' The jealousy of honour/ as it is called, if porsned to its 
recesses, will he found more frequently the self-oonncted, 
self-condemning sense of frailtj, the exhibition of inwardly 

. sTowed assailabkness, than, the eridenee of oonseioiis 
strength and purity." 

The best and most fortunate part of Smolletf s lift nas a 
hard struggle ; its last years were of e?er increasing j^oom. 
In 1768, he lost his cmly child— a lovely giriinherfifkeenlih 
year—to whom his devotion was unusually passionate. The 
death of that "dear one" was a blow he never reo o rered 
dnm; he continued to be capable of great intellectual 
exertion, but immediately the excitement of labour was 
removed, his thoughts returned to that sad loss. Hiahealth, 
which had for long been in an unsatisfactory sfcste, now 
failed him. From 1768 to 1766 he resided in Erane0 and 
Italy for the benefit of change. On his return, he published 
his ''Travels through France and Italy." The eynidsm 
and diseased state of his mind, ss exhibited in this account 
of his wanderings, were ridiculed by Sterne :— '^ The learned 
Smelfungua," says that sentoentid writer, ''travelled from 
Boulogne to Paris, from Fbris to Bome, and so on; but ho 
set out with the spleen and jaundice ; and every object he 
passed was discoloured and distorted. He wrote an aeoount 
of them, but 'twas nothing but the account of his miserable 
feelings. I met Smelfungus in the grand portico of the 
Fkntheon ;' he was just coming out of it. ' Tis notiiing 
but a huge cock-pit,' said he. 'I wiah you had ssid 
nothing worse of the Venus of Medids,' replied I; ftr in 
passing through Florence, I had heard he ha4 ftUen upon 

the goddess, and used hep worse than a eommoii strumpet^ 

without the least provocation in nature.

To this charming retreat, the childless Smollett and his wife 
betook themselves, and here it was he prepared for the 
press hia far best novel, ''The Expedition of Humphrey 
Clinker." This unspeakably excellent work was published 
in 1771, and on the 21st October, of the same year, at! 
Monte Novo^ expired Tobias Smollett^ in the fifty-second 
year of his age. {

Why did not this wealthy cousin place an income at Suk^ 
lett*8 disposal ? Was he at yariance witii him ? Was he 
careless of tiie honour brought to the femily by his kinsman'a 
aehievementsP Did he feel it a disgrace that one of hia name 
should be known to have passed through the shiftsof apoOr 
author, as BoswelFs son blushed to think that hia firilier had 
adored Johnson and written his life? Noneoftfaeae. When 
the news of Smollett's death reached Bonhill, the loid of 
that mansion mourned for the loss of his distinguished 
relatiTe, offered the sacrifice of tears to his rnemoij, and 
caused to be erected in his honour, near the old fiom-houae 
of Dalquhum, a monmmeiU in 'the form of a column, which 
tiie combined genius of P ro fe ssor George Stewart^ of Edin^ 
burgh, John Bamsay, Eiq., of Ochter^rre, andDr. Johnson, 
adorned with what Sir Walter Scott calls * mnam and

SmdJfltt and Fielding have alwaja been in Tagneeriticiam 
pboed aide hj aide, and held to letemble each other. It 
would howerer be difllcidt to aay in what thia aimilitnde 
conaiata. Thej both were writeia in the aame age, Obej 
both wrote in newspapers, and composed norels; the same 
may be aaid of Sir Bulwer Lytton and the autiior of the 
'^jTsteriea of London." A curiooa critic once discerned 
two points of resemblance between tiie poet Moore and 
Jeremy BenUiam— they both used tiie paper and ink of 
the same manu&cturers. 

Sir Walter Scott, in his very interesting memoir of 
SmoUett, kboiirs to establiah thia pandlel in other mat- 
ters than literary qualificatiomi and achicTementa. ** Fielding 
snd Smollett/* saya Sir Walter, ''were both bom in the 
highest rank of sodeif, both educated to learned profeasioiis, 
yet both were obliged to Mow miaoellaaeoua literature as 
a meana of subsistence.** Smollett waa the son of a Scotch 
fiinner, and the grandaou of a commissary, and IL'P. for a 
burgh in the Scottish FtaiUamcnt; Fi«»ldiiig wna the aon of 
a lieut-general in the king'a army, the great grandson of an 
eail, the near relation of someof thebestfimiiliesin theking- 
donii, and of the aame blood witii the proudeat of European 
royalty. Smollett waa educated at the grammar-school of 
Dumbarton, and in the ahop of a Glasgow apothecaiy; 
Fielding waa reai»d at Eton, from which aristocratio colkge 
he remored to reside in a foreign university. Smollett 
entered li& in a despised position of a profession whidi in 
his day waaanytiiing rather than a learned one; Fielding^ 
as a young man, burst upon town in the duncter of a 
man of feahioQ aa much aa one of wit— « writer of phya 
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unqueitipiiabljy but a gentlanaa of breeding and birth ; the 
ntiniafte aMoeiate of tbe noble of the land. The higheat 
digmtj Smollett erer attained to in an organiaed profeasion 
waa a ph/iieian'a degree, conftrred bjr it ia not known what 
Ibieign uniferaitj; Fielding waa a member of the Engliah 
-bar and a magiitnte. Sir Walter Soott waa not the man 
tonnderniteeuchdiatinctionaaetheae; hia writinga abound 
with eridence that he waa rather too readj than too alow 
to diaoem and paj reapect to minute gradationa in aocial 
rank. He knew ae well ae anj one that Fielding did, hy 
birth and bdonginga, unqueationablj appertain to the 
ariatoeratio ranka of Britiah aociety, and that Smollett did 
not Wh J then did he atate that their podtiona in thoae 
raapeeta were the aamef whj inatituie the compariaonP 
Simplj for thia reaaon ; Sir Walter waa a Scotchman, ao 
waa Smollett. In like manner Sir Walter'a patriotic aeal 
kada him into the atrangeat nuatakea when conaidering 
SmoUett'aworka. "To compare 'Ferdmand Count Fathom' 
to the 'Jonathan Wild' of Fielding, would be perhapa 
nnfiur to the latter author; yet, the worka bemg compoaed 
on tiie aame phm, (a very bad one, aa we think) we cannot 
help placing them 1^ the aide of each other." Ithatfalreadj

Tkldlug, in hit '' Jonatbaa Wild," takes the ] 
abimdoiied wretch that can be imagined from the refoae 
and Bcum of London yioe, leads him throng^ everj stage at 
that coarae eensuAlitj which a human beast lores to walloir 
m; makes him cast aside the honour tiiat the prorerb su^ 
poBe9 to exiit among thieres; shows him plotting ^ 
deBtnietion of bis companiona in guilty and seeing them 
iwiag tm the gallows without a twinge of remofse, and 
^lally Bends him^ after hanng combated the aigumeiits of 
the pnett, through the gallows into etemitj— unrepentant 
OS he had lived. Such is the Horgi ^ master-object at 
which is to b^ found in tiie by-pky. At every fi«sh step 
in the course of the vile creature, Fielding comparea him 
with what are popular examplea of human ''greatness;*' 
und everywhere by the most subtle suggestions, enforced by 
a fiendish, inocking laugh, the reader ia c(»ipelled, however 
he may strire againat ^ P^^wer of the t e m pte r , to say 
^thii atrociaoB criminal, hideous outcast aa he is, foUkami 
en^ re<kemin^ qv^Ut^f is not less heroio than ^ose ^ great 
men* we follow with applause ; ui not less pure at heart 
Ihan those roiiusters of religion whom we venerate, and 
before Whom we bumble ourselves; his guilt is aa good aa 
moat men's virtue ; his degradation aa bright in reality as 
what is called honour ; his disregard of Qod and man, true 
philoflopby.'' '' Ferdixumd Count Fathom" is m very dif- 
ferent character, and teachea q;uite another lesson.

frsmed to instnict,* --^f they were intended to do so ihejr miist 
be regarded as fidlnres; his heroes are idle^ selfish, disso- 
lute yoong men, with maseoline grossness and leniiiiiiie 
Tanity, whose vilenesses aie nerer xedeemed by an j nobler 
act than that of fighting a duel ; hia heroines are common- 
plaoe young women, whom he makeaattractiTe by exhibiting 
them in positions opposed to delica^. His eosrseness, 
which of course came to him from the timea, ia mora dia* 
pleasing than Fielding's, because you do not see beneath it 
a mind reverencing the pure, and lamenting ita inabOity to 
attain to the good. Fielding with all the other merita had 
the^0»/l0fi«sf of atroly great nature; Smollett had all the 
defects aa well as the excellencies of a constitution whieli« 
mentally as well as physically, is best diaraeterised as 
Tigorous. 

Still Smollett is in some respects a more amusing soUior 
to peruse at this day than his master ; for we do not'go to 
those old novels for religious instruction, but for an insight 
into pAst society— into the trifling customs of our snees- 
tors, their habiliments, modes of addreas, fiuhions of eatings 
and as Smollett waa made to place a higher value on these 
little things, so we have in hia pages the better pourtrqral 
of them. As sn instance, take ^e inventoiy Boderidc 
Bandom givea ns of his wardrobe.

''The Hector waa ao amaied and confounded at the 
fireedom of this declaration, whidi he thought no nuui on 
earth would Tontuie to make in hia preaenee, that^ fiir aome 
minutea, he could not recollect himaelf ; hut at length 
whispered a challenge in the ear of our hero, which waa 
aooordingl J accepted. When tiiej amved next morning

Smollett's ** Memoirs of a Lady of Quality,** however, dull 
and stupid as they are, were perused by all classes of 
leaders, and they were applauded, not for any merit they 
possessed as a set-off against their demerits, but simply 
because they trea t e d of rioe in the upper ranks of society. 
Fsople wcie not content with having devoured this nasty 
tradi, but found it necessary to squabble about and imitate

At Gibraltar he had a quarrel with a brother 
oflioer about a gooae ; a duel waa the conaequenoeb and 
Boger waa run through the body. With much difliculty he 
•urviyed the wound, though with an iiyured oonatitution, 
and went to Jamaica, where he died of a ibver, in Mardi,-

When Steme lefttiie umvendtyhe went to Tofk, and 
his nnde got fiir him the living of Sutton, a modest ; 
ment on which he liTod dming tiie worthiest and 1 
portion of hia life. He now ftll in lo?e with a Ifiaa 
laimlflj, of a good Staffordahire fiunily, and possessed of n 
small fiortane^ and made hia offer to her. He was not 
rejected, but neither was he aooepted. The lady went from 
Sterne's neighbonriiood to live with her sister; but he had 
permission to write to her fteqnently. When she leturaed 
firam her tisit^ she was in very iU heslth, death ftom eon- 
somption seeming to impend. One evcouog while she waa ' { 

in this state and Steme waa aitting with her, she said, ''My 
dear Lamey, I oan nefer be yours, for I verQy beUeie I 
have not long to live: but I have left yon every dulling of 
my fortune.'* She however recovered, and Steme nuurried 
her in the year 1741. Of tiiis lady, it would be difficult to 
speak in too high terma. She was a gentle and lujgli* 
minded woman, of unusual accomplishments^ pnsseswing 
a fine voice and a correct taste in muaie. 

By hia good unde'a interest^ Steme becamea Pkebendary ' 
of York, and hia wi&'a family obtsined for him tiie small 
living of StQlington, which he held together with Suttoo, 
atwhidi latter place he resided fixr twenty years, alig^ 
hesrted, harum-acarum parson, finding his mj into society 
in all quarters of the county, talking and laughing, often 
(indeed most genenlly) with little decorum, drinkiqg deep 
with^the squires, flirting away at county baUa, quarreDiiig 
with the greater number of his Uack clothed fareOren, 
mding^ pmnting^ fiddling^ and slMotiBg. Ofhispoweiaaa 
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^l a limner (which ceiiainly were not mean) a few epecimeiui 

*' * (three if we remember rightty), wmj be wen in Wodhul*i 

poems, 8to. 1772. 

In 1747 he pabliahed a charity semion, and in 1750 an 

aasiie lermon. The flattering reception these met with in 

all probabilitjr enoooraged him to exert himadf with his 

pen. At Skelton Castle, where he spent mneh of his time 

and health, lipping Burgundy and singing unchaste songs 

wiUihis ftmiliar, Hall Stevenson, tiie Eugenius of IVistram 

Shandy, he read by fits and sterte, and became possessed of 

a smattering of quaint lore from a coUeetion of old French 

antiiors nho formed a principsl portion of the Grasy Castle 

Library. From this source, and unscrupulous pilftrings 

|{ . from '^Burten's Anatomy of Hebncholy,*' he decked himself 

) I out in tiie costume of Harlequin Pedant, and by the foree 

I i of considersble genius and audacious chariatanry tricked 

) » tiie uneducated portion of tiie reading publie into a belief 

jl that he was a man of erudition. 

In 1769, when about forty-siz years old, he presented to 
the world, through a York printing-press. Vols. 1 and 2 
of '^Mstram Shandy.'* In 17dO Lord Falconbridge foe- 
sented him with tiie curacy of Coxwould, '^a sweet retire^ 
ment in comparison with Sutton ;*' and in the same year, 
he tookahouse at York for his wife and daughter, and went 
up to London to publish the second edition of the two first 
▼ohunes of his '^Tristram.*' It was an erentfiil year to 
him, and the consequences of it were great. On arriring 
in London he was immediately receifed into tiie highest 
endes^ and was flattered and petted by sll the most ridoiis 
nobks of the kingdom. He was no koger Lanrey Sterne, 
tiie racketing, csi^kss, Uithe-hearted parson of Yorkshire; 
but tiie deli^tfiil Yoriok, tiie acknowledged master of sen- 
timeoA^ the sweetest popdar prsacher, the hero of a hundred 
lore aflkin (his wifr was at York), the adroit teller of 
He becasM whatSom Hoere lAd Iheodoce 
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Hook wwDtothe lait genentkm; that to whioliweiKMr 
hftYO no panllel in our own daji^ far though we doaMoH 
hftYO imitftton of Hook, jet thej m tony &Uowi» not of«n 
ihiin heroaiy and held aa contomptibk ev«a by ihat TouQg 
hMiiea. Steme beoame tiie buffoon of the hmm MMidk 
Dukea aaked Yorick to their dinner parties beeanae it 
eiOM to be nndantood tiiatji Duke*e dinnerparty waa not 
complete without the jeater Yoriek to make the gueata 
kugb. And lau^ they did, at tiie filthieat jokaa and 
obaceneet aneedotea that erer poured ftom a proQgi4e*a 
lipa. AndtothoTitiated andiencetiieTeiyeiaeneeof tiie 
lim lay in the ftet that it waa a deigTman, a man who waa 
publidiing •ermoni, and from tiie pulpit ojfing up para 
morality, who rattled on in that wOd afarain.

This book Bteme in» tiie uninteational cause of IneiQgiiig 
into fiuAiioiiy nd smoe the dej of bis ezposme '"Butoal 
Anatomj of Melsneholj*' bas b<$eii bigUj fimmred witii 
aitentioiL Itisfiromthepagesof tfastinarTdlousooIleetion 
of useless knowledge tiisil norelists, wbo wish to shine as 
men of classic condition^ filch qnotatioo% and politieal 
esssryisti snd debaters get pungent lines fiNxn me snd 
slmost unknown writers of antiquify with which thef round 
their periods. Often has Democritus junior, in the character ' 
of • dashing pamphleteer or brilliant orator, gained vehe- 
ment applanse from the British House of Commons^ sad 
rererence and admiration from the ladies. As Stenie was 
about the first to drink, he wis the oue to tske the kmgest 
pulL And not content witb plundering the ''Anatomj'* of 
some of its choicest treasuies, sad swaggering befoie the p. 

astonished world an intellectual millionaire^ possessed of 
such uncounted stores of resesxdi and scholarship that 
he wiscompelled, for die sakeofrdievinghimselfito squander 
them in foUr, be also took possession of the unwise ssge ') 

wbo bad so enriched him, drew the absurdest possibla 
portrait of him, wrote ^Shandj' abore it^ and exhibited it 
to the public on terms adTantageous to himself! That the 
picture WIS a miserable caricature, exsggerating the absurd* 
ities and passing over tiie beauties of the original, is not to 
be wondered at. A man must &el befinre he can describe^ 
must *be a tree* befinre he can paint one. And Sterne was 
too weak by nature^ and too unprepared by education, to 
understand such a character as Burton*s. All he knew of

The pbn of IViatram Shandy waa taken from the < Sere&a 
of Bonohct^* which ^'conaiat,** aaya Dr. Ferriar, '<of a set 
of r^guhv conTorsations, hdd, aa the title impliea, in the 
evening generally during aupper, and maj be regarded aa 
tnmseripftaofthepetEtasottpersof that age. A subject of

In abort from Boudiet came the ont*' 
linea of Mr. Shandy, Undo Tobj, Dr. Slop, and Yoriek. 

To Babelaia, it would be impoaaible to aaj how much, 
for good and for ill, Sterne ia indebted. From him he took 
hia mountebank manneriam, and hia literaij ambition, at 
least aa he tiiought. But Sterne fioled to peroeiTe the 
real Talueand pith of Babelaia, just aa he mm in error in hia 
estimate of Burton. All he did mm to cut hia fixilacap, 
and tune hia bella after those of the curate of Meudon, but 
the imitation went no further. 

Of Babelais, Coleridge said, ** One cannot help regretting 
t(at no friend of Babelaia (and aurel j frienda he must hare 
had) baa left an authentic account of him. Hia buffoonery 
was merel J Brutus' rough stick, which contained a rod of 
gold; it mm necessary aa an amulet againat the monka and 
bigota. Beyond • doubt^ he mm amongst the deepest aa 
wellaa the boldest thinkers of hia age. Never waa • more 
plausible, and seldom, I am persuaded, • less appropriate 
line than the thousand times quoted 

<* Babflih hM/tiag in hb 6MJ ehiJr,*' 

of Mr. Pope. The caricature of hia filth and aanyism 
prores how fUly he both knew and felt the danger in which 
he stood. I could write a treatise in proof and praiae of ihe 
morality and moral deration of Babdais* work which would 
make the chuxch stare and the couTentide groan, and yet 
should be tiie truth and nothing but the truth. I daaa 
Babehus with the creatiTe minda of the world, Shakspeare^ 
Bante, Cemmtea." 

'' Vdtaire," says Dr. Ferriar, ''haa compared the merits 
of Babelaia and Sterne, aa satiiists of the abtise of learning^ 
and I think haa done ndther of them justice. Iliia great 
distinction iaobfious I ibaiMbelm$ derided tAiuriiiimikm 
9tneHn§ in Jktt foree^ and intermingled mudi steriing sense 
with the grossest parts of his book; 8ieme^pm ike eetUmr^^ .

''The etjle of Babelaia," mjn Sir Walter Scott when 
■peaking of Sterne^ '^ whidi he aaaumed for hia model, is to 
the higheat ezoeaa rambling, ezconiTe^ and intermingled with 
ahenrditiee. But Babelaia waa in aome meaaure compelled 
to adopt the Harleqnin'a habit^ in order that, like licenaed 
jeater% he mighty nnder the corer of hia foUj, have permia- 
aion to vent hia aatire againat diurch and atate. Sterne 
aaamned the manner of hia maater only aa amode of attract- 
mg attention, and of making the public ataie ; and, there- 
foie^ hia eztrmTaganceay like thoae of a feigned madman, are 
cold and forced, eren in the midat of hia moat irregular 
flighta. A man may, in the preaent day, be, with perfect 
impunity, aa wiae and aa witty, nay, aa aatirical aa he can, 
without aaauming the cap and beUa of the ancient jeater aa 
an apology ; and that Sterne choae roluntarily to appear 
under auch a diaguiae^ muat be aet down aamere affectation, 
and ranked with hia unmeaning tricka of blank or marbled 
pagea, employed merely ad captandumTulgua." Bnttheblacki 
and blank, and marbled pagea of Triatram Shandy " had no 
more originality in them thanSteme'a other buffooneriea, 
being copied fitmi Dr. Fludd'a Utrhia^ue coami Hiatoria. 

Another writer to whom Sterne waa much indebted, with- 
out having the honeaty to acknowledge it^ waa Beroalde^ 
Sieur de YerviUe^ eanon of tiie Cathedral of Toura, who 
publialied]nlimtlie<'Mo7endeFkrvenir.'' Dr. Iteriar 
obtaiimd the copy of the ^'Moyen de Bnnrenir'' that 
bdongedto Sterne^ and aqra it bore marka of being well

Dr. Slop waa a iKotrait of one Dr. Bnrton, a medical i- 

man, who^in the disturbed timea inwlicli helitedy obtained ^^ 

great notoriety aa a parttaan of the FMender, and came 
into hoatOe contact with Dr. Sterne, Laarenee*a undo. It 
waa animoaiiy arising from thia find between Steme'a 
family and the man-midwifi that gate the moat ridicnlooa 
touches to Dr. Slop. Thia Burton had a vehement con- 
troTcrsy with one Dr. Smellie who, attaining Burton^a 
book on obstetrio practice^ mistook the head piece of a 
print fan the name of an author, and quoted LUhcpMhu 
8monmm9 with muich grariiy. Tim mistake ia only 
equalled by one made by a kfce weil-known medical practi- 
tioner inSuiFolk,whoonbeingadredl7'apro&8aonsl brother 
if he had any frith in phrenology, replied, ^tiiat he didn*t • 

keep it in hhi surgery, but he should not wonder if large 
dosetf giTen ereiy two hours might be useful in obstinate 
cases of gout.'* 

Unde Toby and the Widow Wadman were personal 
sketches. The painful nature of Unde Toby'a wound, so 
fruitfbl a topic for Sterne's obscene wit, waseitracAed 
from a page of history. Thirfy-six yeara before the siege 
of Namur, a young noUeman, named Barthdomew de 
Sorlisi, in Charles's service, at the battle of PUmeo, re- 
ceived awound such as it is instnuated Unde Toby suffind 
from ; and the love perplexitiea of tiiia unfinrtunate young 
man, arising out of the eflbets of his accident, attracted the 
attention of all the dirines in Europe.

At home, I know it^ the concern of my i 

friends, and the last services of wiping my brows and

Here ia Bishop Buniet's way of putting it. ^Hie (Arch- 
bishop Leigfaton) used often to say, that if he were to 
choose a place to die in it would be at an inn, it looking 
like a pilgrim's gomg home, to whom this world was sll an 
inn, and who was weary of the noise and conftision in it. 
He added that tiie oflkious tenderness and care of friends 
was an entsnglement to a dying man ; and that the uncon- 
cerned attendance of those that could be procured in such 
•^ B a place would give less disturbance.'* 

And Leighton took this noble philosophy from the Cato 
] I of Cicero: ''Ex Tit4 ita discedo, tanquam hospitio^ non

nobis dedit^ non habitsndi locum."

Scarcely 
a novel issued firom the Minerva press, scarcely one comes 
firom the incomparable novelists of Europe and .America in 
our own day, in which 'the Sterne art»*ia not immediately to 
be recognised. Prolix and tedioua as Sterne could be when . 
it was his whim, he showed us how to tell stories gvsqeAilly.

Bom in an obacure and almoat uni^proachable Iriah 
▼iUagOy Flidlaa or Pallaamore, co. Longford, on tiie 10th of 
November, 1728, Oliver entered the worid aa he left it— • 
child of poverty. Hia fiither waa a needy paraon of the 
eatabliahed church, with the Jbmom income of £40 m fmr. 
In 1780, two yeara after Uttle Oliver'a birth, the worthy 
dergyman aueceeded to the living of Kilkenny Weat, a 
pariah about aix milea from Fkllaamorey and ao obtained a 
^revenue of almoat £200 per annum, but tiua comparative 
proaperity waa in truth only a juat tolerable burden of 
penuxy; for the Bev. Charlea Goldamitii had aeven children 
beeidea tiie poet— three giila and four boya. Ofthiafiunily [ 

two died in youth, but the othen aurvived to eiperience 
different finrtanea. Henij lived and died a humble villaga 
paator and aehoolmaater; Ohariea made an unfivtnnate 
Muigratiou to Jamaica^ and eventually died in eztrene 
porerty in London at the beginning of the preaenteantuiy; 
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liuirioa WM % drudging caUiiet maker in Churlestown, co. 
BoaoomnKm; Catherine bectme the wife of a rich man, who 
■eema to ha;re eheriahed a prodent dialike to poor idationa; 
and Jane married .a Mr. Johnston, whoae penileameaa 
aeoorded with the condition of hi8wi&*a family. OfOliyer 
we have now to speak. 
An ngly litUe boy, deeply marked hj the small-pox which 
^ attacked hhn in his serentii or eighth year, '^an impene- 
trably Btapid** little boy, who would not learn to read, and 

j yet a droll, merry little fright, Olifer in his childhood made 

I acquaintance with the treatment he was to experience all 

I through life, a treatment in which contempt, severity, and 

caressing, jostled each other. Onthe Uthof June, 1745, 
after having scrambled through a poor preliminary edu- 
cation in different schools and under indifferent masters, 

I Oliver entered the Uniyersity of Dublin, covering his ragged 

coat and rough head with the coarse sleeveless gown of 
Uack stuff and tiie red cap of a siiar. The boy was just 
upon sev en teen yean of age, had a vague notion that his 
desire to be a sdidar distinguished him from the vulgar of 

•4 the human race, had a jealous and proud consciousness 

that he was a gentleman of a gentle family, and witiialr bar- 

^ bonred in his young untaught mind an ambition for dis- 

tinction, and a morbid love of approbation. His extreme 
ugliness was not, it would seem, a sufficient torture to his 
•j greater vanity;. frte had other mortifications in store for 

ij him. As a recipient of college diarity he had to wear the ^ 

blood red badge of servitude, to shoulder a broom and sweep 

^ ' the eourte of Trinity, to carry dishes firom the kitchen to 

the ban, and to perform all the duties of a waiter at the 
dinner tin the ftUows rose from their table. Hisgoodunde 
(Vnitarine^ who manned the Bev. Charies Cbldnnith's sister, 
Bopplied htm from time to time witik small sums of money, 
but they were not suAeient fbrhis petty necessities; he 
had to pawii his books of study, to write songs at five shillings 
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» piece, fiv tiie 1>aUid-moiigen, and stfll to go about in 
laga, aad badl j aliod. When he came in after li& to be n 
celebrated man, and the nge of the town waa diieeted to

Oliver'a nater, like a riater, and God bleaa her! lor it,

Afe thk period of bk lift, there wen 'ftfw dgna of idiafc ha 
iraatobe. To iJiamoat eharitable and diacemmg o b a pr fa g, 
he appealed little move thaa aa ungaioly, diaaolute, aifiw- 
tionate Ifiah bkekgnard, who had abaaed what ftw adfaa- 
tagea had eome in hia hamble path. One good ftiend he 
had at tfaia critioal time, hia Unele Cootarine. Aa kog 
aa hia leaaon remained to him, tUa good manwaa aa ever 
preaent help to hia nephew; and now be obtained fat him 
the poat of tutor in the ftmilj of Mr. Hinn, m wealthy 
grandee of the oonnty. Atthe endof ftyear, Olherloat 
hia place^ in cooaequenee of aoeuahig one of Mr. Plinn'a 
fiunily of cheating at earda, and the money aaved from hia 
aalaiy waa aoon loat. Ha?ing fiuled in hia attempt to get 
himadf made a prieat^ and having met with no better 
raoeeaa in the Toeation of « tutor, Olifer now wiahed to be 
a Utwyer. The idea of being ''a TempUr** tibUed the 
yaoiiyof the honest Mow, and unele Contarine firmly be- 
lieringthat the boy would turn oat aplendidly, aooner or 
later, ga^e him £60. Oliver atarted for London, but he 
got no fbrtfaer on hia way than Dublin, where he loat hia 
£50 by gambling. On hia return to Ballymahon, hia poor 
mother's cottage waa dosed against him ; for « diort time 
he lived with hia brother Henry at Fidlaa, but waa aoon ex- 
dnded from that houae alao. The ne*er-do-wed waa then 
received by thelongwsuffering undo Gontarine^ whom he exer- 
ted himadf to pleaae, and with whose danj^ter he frU in love. 
It waa the autumn of 1752, that OltTer made anoAer 
start in lift^ hj going to BdBnbur^ to study m edicine 
with a Tiew to becoming « phyneian. Undo Contacine 
supplied him with another purse, and Goldsmith arrived at 
his destination iritiioat being plnndered hj diaipera. Hia 
leddenoe at Edinburgh waa mudi more pleasant thaa hia 
sofoum it th9 xam^fAtj of Dublin; he waa poor, but Us 
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poTertf mm no new expeiknoei and it hid many oom- 

paniims ; the lums his kind unde MQt him were i(BV7 > M^ 

■mall, but thej were enough to enable him to li^e with 

deoenogr, and ■ometimfw to indulge in a litfele display in 

' i dreaa. It would appear that Ua induatiy in aome of the 

daaaoa, eapecially that of Chemjafay, waa laudaMe. Bnthe 

left E£nlniigh witiiont any diploina» and went to Leyden, 

to pursue hia atudiea. After residing a year at Leyden, he 

quitfeed that uniToniiy, and witiiout making an eflbrfe &ra 

1' degree, he started forth on that pedestrian wandering over 

the fiuNst eountries of Europe, whidi supplied him witii the 

nateriala for his first and beat poem. Without money to 

I belp him on hia way, he relied on hia akill in flnte-^ying 

I and mendicancy for support. Biavtly aa ho painta hia 

ThmDer, ao he made hia alow and Tagnnt progress. The 

I subsequent dutplay of his genius haa given the rosy colour* 

:| ing of romance to thia vagabond part of hia career, and 

1 makea hia patii seem much ikirer than it waa.

'I speak of hia p^ing under the dear Italian sky to simple 

peasants, and being hospitably wdoomed to share their 

modest meal, we loae sijj^t of the dirt, the sordid suffering, 

and the degrading oonditiona whidi are inseparable from the 

lot of • penniless tnunp. It waa not « aditary inault that 

made him yean afterwards pen the bitter couplet^ 

i "Or oBWMd whan «litnidtCMdtUaa boor 

Agym* «lio kowdaM Unagw dnUi «lio door."

The daily inddenta of that paasage of vagrant beggary, aa 
^ they came upon him, wore a very different appearance to 

^*' what they did in the retroepect when long afterwards he 

eompoeed''TheTnmDer.*' Oddsmith's nature waa espedaUy 
I of eitend dieumstances, and of aU men he, vain, 
, and afection ate w aa the last to be pkilatopkkallg 
^tothe BootB,the contempti 
and the eompaasioaate suspdcn whidi 
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where? er he went. BouhtleM he was wneffecfaiJ hj eerenl 
of the ingredient! of his d^gradstion, but his indiiference 
was the eonseqnenoe of eonstant assooiation with meanness 
snd dishonestf haring blunted his taste and emshed his 
manly pride. He Hted to he ashamed of manj of the at- |^^ 

tendant eirenmstanees of his wanderings, and to repent i j- 1^ 

haying admitted in his wiilbgs the pablie so largelj to his 
confidence; and his anziefy to draw a veil ofer certain un- 
manly portions of his li&, has sobjeeted him to the censnre 
of leTeral of his biographen^ who charge him with /kUe 
tiUMie fiv doing that which to onr mind is deariy indicatiTe 
of Ime dtUcaeif. ]f 

To trade him thronghont the coarse of his wandering* is 
impossible; probably, he himad^ on returning to Bog^d, 
could not hsTO recaUed to mind the many turnings of his 
deyious route. As he passed through Flsnden, he Tisited 
LouTsin, where it ii supposed hj some the degree of bache- 
lor of medicine waa conferred on him. For a abort time 
during his trsTels, he scted as tutor to n young plebeisn of 
wealth. Hie Tisited Buis, snd with the coursge of n bssh- 
M man thrust his way into many scenes of interest In 
Genera he introduced himsdf to Voltaire^ who was then 
cqoyinghisnewly-purduM»dresidettee--£M2>tfliMW. And 
he saw Florence, Verona^ Mantua, liGlan, BtduaF-at the 
uniTcrsity of whidi last-named diy it has also been asserted 
he obtained the .medical degree he hid daim to. Of his 
right to his title of M.B. there is really no evidence beyond 
his assumption of it, and the consent of his finends that he 
was to be spoken of as Dr. Goldsmith. Certainly, he 
obtained tiie rank original^ in no Britidi umTersity, and 
the ftct that it ia unknown whether any un i f e r dty w h oever 
gave it to him, justifies us in r^gsrding his medicd style at 
least with dirtrust. 

On the Ist.of Februsry, 1760, Oliver Goldsmith tondied 
Britidi ground st Dover. At bwt he was going to grypple 
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with the bunneii of life ; md ontainljr, m &r m human 
diieeniiMiit and judgment eoiild form an opinion, hia 
careerhithertohadbeenfinrftompromiaing. Heiraatwenty* 
eight yean old, and had ''poaiti?elj done nothing/* aa the 
phraae goea. He iraa ahort and dumajr in figure, iraa rery 
nglj, and had « ainguhrly mean appearance^ which madie 
Ifiaa Beyndda aaj he looM like a jonmejman tailor ; he 
waa hadiih], Tain, and unacquainted with the mannera of 
polite aocietf* Hia Iriah brogue, Teiy broad to hia djing 
dsfy waa now exerudatingly harah ; hia education waa the 
leferw of complete, for a amattering of chemiatiy, and hia* 
torjf and Latin, and Greek muat hare been tiie aum of hia 
acquirementa in the wqr of learning; he had not a penny 
in hia pockety and did not know where to look for one, and 
he waa now without frienda;— -hia interooune with Ireland 
had ahnoat entirely atopped, hia undo Gontarine, though 
atiU Ufing, waa not in n poaition to communicate with him, 
and thoae of hia old rriationa and acquaintance who could 
hate helped him thought he had better help himMl£ But 
againat theae drawbadka he had lometiung to advance in 
hia flivonr. He waa^ or aud he waa, an M.B. of « foreign 
uni f etiity i he had viaited aeveral countriea aa « beggar, 
nd he plqrid the flute well enough to aoothe himaelf in 
momenta of aomnr; he nraat have been « flur modem 
Unguia^ mid he waa blened with tiie aangnine tempera- 
ment of hia conntiymen. 

Lonely and unfriwndwl he atood in London, without a 
com in hia podut^ without n flriend, almoat without hope, 
} '[• mid needy ihmiahed with hunger. The fiiture waa

I doctor in Benkeide, Southwark; but pationta who could \^ l 

pay for adtice rarelj troubleil him. The beet piece of ludc ^. 

he had in hia prafonon waa attending a poor tPoMug j t 

printer, who, in gratitude, introduced him to hie maeter, i i 

Mr. BidiardMm, the printer in Saliabuiy Courts the ftiend |i 

ofSamud Jdmion, and the celebrated noTcliat. Biduod* 
■on engaged the poor Iriahman aa a reader and corrector to 
the preoe. But he did not hold thia poet kng^ fiv at the 
beginning of 1757 ho waa again an uaher in a echocL In 
the PeeUiam Academy, preeided om by Dr. MUner, ho 
made hia aecond emay aa a aehool aeaiitant, Ampio 
evidence oriiti of the mwrnneee of the poaition ho hold, and 
the diacomforts he underwent in thia eatabliahment^ ttiou|^ 
Ii(edb0(dr and hia fiunfly treated himwiOi great kindnea^ 
comderkig h§ mat oaiRf aa MAm'. He waa regarded aa 
being juat one grade above the knife-boy page^ with whom 
he cracked jokea and maintained a good undentandiqg* 
Too boya of couxae tormented the aflbctionate, impolaive^ 
aimple, awkward creatiue,aiyioug^.hewaa yery kind and 
gentle to them. He uaed to pUy to them on the flnte^ 
and on one occaaion, after laying aaide lua jnatanment of 
muaio^ he eipatiated to hia audience on the pr o p rie ty of 
every gentleman knowing aomothing about muaic ''But 
you don*t caU youiaelf a gentleman ?** eidaimed ooBof tfao 
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pert nrchint, with a laugh of contempt. Gtoldimith 
leddened with ehame, paaeioiiately chaBtieed the cihild, aod 
altogether loet his own lelf command. 

It diaaeed that Oriffitha, the hookaeUer and proprietor of 
tiie JrMi<%JBm0W, dined with Dr. Mflner, and waa intro- 
duced to tiie iiaher on tiie April Foola* Day of 1757. 
Goldamith'a converaation impreaaed the ahrewd tradeaman 
with a notion that he would make a good bookaeDer'a hack. 
A propoaition waa aoon made and accepted ; and ere April 
doaed Goldamitii had engaged to work on the Moniify 
Seview fat one Tear, giying up aU hia time to that puhlica- 
iion, and receiring aa payment for hia aerricea^ board and 
M^aag in Griffitha' houae in Patemoater Bow» and a amaU 
aalaij. And thua in hia twenij-ninth year, Gddamith, not 
1^ exertiona made to obtain auch employment, but firom 
the aceident of being thrown in the way of a publisher who 
oifiBired him work, entered on the prafeaaion of anthorahip— 
a proAaaion he waa to adorn and influence, and which waa 
periuqpa aurrounded with more diflleultiea in the middle of 
the last century than at any other period of our literary 
hiatoffy. 

The facility with which Goldamith managed hia pen on 
firat uaing it aa an inatrument of livelihood ia remarkable; 
doubtkaa, he expended much patience and labour in per- 
iheting hia atyle, aa e^ery young author ought to do, but hia 
maiden artide in the MnUUf Seview ia compoaed with a 
fraedon, apoliah, and a delicacy which mere paina-taking 
would never haTO produced. But he did not long atay in 
theaerficeof Mr. Oiiifitiia; t|ieTulgar tyranny of both the 
bookaelkr and hia wife eren Goldamith, aeaaoned to indig- 
nity, could not bear. He waa expected to write what he 
waa tcU, to reriew hooka, not according to hia own critical 
wm t ime Bt a» but the jealouaiea and trade mtereata of hia 
employer) and when at bwt hia^ elegantly-written artielea 
leftUided[,hehad to aee tiwm mutiktedaadalteied I7 
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Mn. Ofifttltt (SmolkHaddmwd lier m '<tlie old gmtie- 
woman who directs the J£mK% JK^mmp^) wIio^ notwtidfed 
with that means of annoying her drudge, would lay down 
her scisiois snd rate him soundly for stapidity andidkneas 
and the absurd aim he gave himselfl 

Goldsmith left" the shop in Ftotamoster Bow after five 
montiis* skveiy aa poor aa he entered it, in respect of money, 
but he csnried firom the accursed den an ineslunable poases- 
sion, the consciottsness that he could undermore fivfouraUe 
circumstances amuse and instruct mankind as a writer, 
llie necessity of tuning up his stores of informatioin, and of |f ,. 

arrsnging hia thou^ts in the service of Grii&ths, had led him 
to discover that he waa possessed of mentsl tressures, both 
natural and acquired, of which he had hitherto been ignorant. 
Now he b^gan to set his undenfcsnding in order, to look life 
boldly in tiie fiMC, and to honesUy examine himaelf. For \ 

some numtiiB he drudged on at the meanest hsck-wotk of 
scribbling. He published in the Eebruaiy of 1768^ awotkin 
two Tola. 12mo, entitled, ''Hie Memoirs ofa Brotesftant, con- 
demned to the galleya of France for his Bdigion. Written

Ashanied of the pertomance, Gddsmith even inhis lowestete 

would not avow himaelf the antiior of the translatjim But 

such work would not keep body and aoul together.

GoUnnitii barfing acoadad 
to tfaaae oondiiion% trudged off to Oieen Aibonr Oout

Four daja after the Njeotion at Stugeona* Hall, on the 
Chriafemaa Day, 1758, bailifb aeiied tiie landknd of CMd- 
amith'a wietebed lodging, and Here prooeeding to drag 
him off to priaon, when Goldamitiiy who of eomne iraa in 
debt to the poor man for hia rent, ran to « pa wnbroher^a 
shop, dreaaed in hia ragged threaAara doOieB, and bew 
ing the amart anit in a bundle. He aoon xetnned withoot 
the dainty appaxel, but with money enough to aatiafy the 
demandaoftheaheviff'aoflloera. A few more diya alapaedi 
and Goldamith finding himaelf Toy bungiy, and wiHioat 
a penny to buy bread with, took Griffitiia' four booki^ and 
lodged tliem in the handa of an aoquatntanee wbo lent 
him on tliem n amaU aum of money. 0earoely were 
theae tranaaetiona eompleted, when n letter arriTed ftom 
Oriffitiia dnnanding that both dotiiea and booka ahoold 
be instantly returned or paid for. Furioua, mid natnmlly 
so, waa the tradeaman when he learat the truth, and in % 
fit of indignatjon he infonned Goldamilii in lery diatinet

"Olie Snquiiy" had eatabliahed 
him in the opinion of the trade aa a man who waa worth 
aalt Hie waa now over thirty yeara of age, had met with 
aooM atem experiancea in lift, and had aerved a hard 
apprenticaahip toUtoratore; and now he waa to aaaert and 
prora Ua tight to be regarded aa one of the fbramoat in* 
teOeetoalchanMketaof hiaaga. On tiie 0th of October, 
178^ eommenoed the weaUy magaaiiie, "^ The Bee,** price 
Uve^anee.

Lettera fem 
a Chinew Pliiloiopher in London to bio Friend in tlia 
Evt.** The fiynoualettera were pabliahed in the "Ledger,** 
and made a reputation for the joumaL At the nme time 
Ooldimith had hiahandafbn of other work; heoompiledfor 
Newbef7,infimrvolumei| 12mo., "A Practical DietioDarjrs 
or, the Beantiea of the Aigliah Poeta alphabetiGally dia* 
plaTod,'* and contributed Mwie papen to the "Chriitian 
Magarincb** which waa conducted hj Dodd, the dirine of 
iufiunooa notoriety. Bj hie difoent aourooa of gain.. 
Ooldamith waa a thriring man ; and towarda the dxmpi 
1700, when he waa joat upon thirty-two jeera of age^ be 
bade adieu to Oreen Arbour Court, and took rooma in 
Wine OflSce Court, Fleet Street.

On the Slat of May, 1761, 
Goldauulhnuide Jc^maon'aaoquauiftanoe. In 1762 he went 
to Bath and IHinbridge Ibr his health, and wrote alife of 
hie* acquainlance, the celelmfced Beau Naah,' who waa 
veoenlty dead, &r which Newbety paid him firarteen 
guineaa. At the doae of the aame year, he first lodged 
at Idington, in the house of Mra. Bliia Fleming, and there, 
in a pure atmosphere, he toiled on industriously. He paid 
(or rather, hie publisher Newbety for him) £00 per 
annum, neady equal to £100 now, for board and lodging. 
London friends, amongst whom was Hogarth, Tisited him 
l 'i in this retreat, in whidi he spent peihaps the most indus- 

trious and dignified part of his life. Of course, now that 
he had more money he b^gaa to gratify his passion for 
gandy dothes, but aa yet he doea not appear to have 
made himself resemble a cockatoo. Amongst his labours at 
thia time^ beaidea endkas refisiona, compilations, snd 
botchings &r publishers, he wrote that ''HistcMy of 
"ft^**"^ in a series of letters from a nobleman to his son,*' 
wUbh is so generally attributed, even now, to Lord 
lyttelton. But doubtless he was already employed on

Hie bailiff waa readj to bear him 
oiTto priaon, when GMdamith aent to Johnson, who eame^ 
found him tippling Madeirai took poaaeeaion of the un- 
flniahed manuaoript of the '"Vicar of Wakefield,** and aold 
it for £eO to Franda Newberj, the nephew of O^Newbeiy.

On the 10th of December 1764, waa pnUiahed ""The 
TrtneUers or, a FM)epeot of Sode^, n PoeoL B/ Oliver 
Goldnnith, K.B/' The author waa tbirtjr-aiz yearn dd, 
and it ia tibe flrat of hia publicatuma that deaer?ea to be \\ 

called a great work. It waa in 1766^ that the long derioaa 
pilgrimage that supplied the material for the poem waa 
terminated. In the retroapect we doubt not the erenta of 
that wandering had a fkr gentler and more agreeaUo 
iq^ipearBnce to (ioldamith, than in the time of tiieir actual 
occ u rrence; but the poem, espeoiallj in the first edition, 
haa many paasagea foreiblj ezpreasife of the defiant temper

mentioned, with the exception of the publication of ** Hie 
Vicar of Wakefield,** aold conaiderabl j more tiian ft year 
before to F. Newberj. It aeema that the bookaeOor held 
back ''The Vicar,*' from afearthat it would not "take.*' 
Johnaonhimaeli^ altiioughhe aold it, did not think Tnyhig^/ 
of the novel; and it waa not till the aueoeaa of **TbeTnr 
Teller** had made Goldamith*a name popular, that the pur- 
chaser of tiie fiction lelt secure from loaa in hia bargain. 

Of courae it ia onlj neceaaary to mention in tiieae 
pages the principal of Goldamith'a writings; to diacorer 
and enumerate them M would be impoaaible. In 1706 he 
was paid bj Payne, the bookseller, ten guineaa for com- 
piling a duodecimo volume of " Foema for Toung Ladiea. 
In three parta; Devotional, Moral, and Sotertaining.*' . 

And at the dose' of the same year he published hia « 

"English Grammar,** for which he waa paid five guineaa. j

In 1768 Ooldamith met with hii fint litehify Boooesa, in 
the peeodaiy aemw of that agreeable word. After imder^ 
going innumerable diiBenltiea from managera and actora, he 
peniiaded Colman (aorelj againat hia will it proYod in the 
laat momenta of reheanal) to pat ^Thtb Gk)od>Natared 
Kan ** on the stage. The reception of the oomedj on the 
first night waa not jerj flattering ; at timea the hiBsea and 
eriea of ^low, low/' ft &foarite tenn of contempt in that 
refined age^ were load indeed. After tiie plaj, Gbldsmitii 
joined hia ftienda in Oenard Street, whero <' the dub " was 
held ; he ate no snpper, bat his spirits were so high, and 
hia homoor ao boisterous^ that all supposed he had fi»v 
gotten the hisses. At n late hour the companj departed, 
learing Johnaon and the aathor in the room. As soon as 
he Ibund himself alone with hia trusty and well belored 
friend he burst into ft paroxysm of grief^ weeping end 
deelaring that he wonld nerer write another line. We can 
inuigme how the compassionate heart of the rugged John- 
aon waa mofed to pity, and how tenderfy he com&rted his 
sofiBBring brother. Some time afterwarda GoUandth con- 
iMsed his weakneaa to Mrs. Thnde in Johnson's presence. 
"AttwUdi, doctor,** said 4li»4aithfid giant, amaaed at the 
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« 

Miifanioii, ^I tlum^t luid been a ieeret between joa Mid 
me; aad I am eme I would not hate said anjtiiing about 
it for the world.** When Mn. Thiale afterwaxda qnea- 
tUmed Johnion about the matter, he aaid oontemptnoiuljr 
tiiat ^no man ahould be expected to lympathifle with iiie 
tozTOWsofTanxtf." 

But GbUamith had subatantial oonaobtion at the time 
of hia trouble in the different turn fortune took with re* 
gard to hia oomedj. It waa altered to auit the taate of the 
eritidy and waa then &Toured with applauae. Hie got &r 
*< hie three night! '* £400, and finmi the publiaition anothtt 
£100. Nerer before in hia life had Gkddnmtii poaieaaed 
£500 of hia own. Forthwitii he purehaaed diamben in 
Brick Courts Middle Temple, for which he gave £400, 
and ftiiniahed them elegantlj with ''Wilton carpeti^ 
blue morine-ooTered mahogany lo&a; blue morine curw 
taini, diaira oorrespondingi chimnej gknaeei Bembrdce 
and card tablea, and taatefol bookahelTea.** Hie arnqred 
himaelf alao gorgeoualj. To make an effective appearance 
aa author at the theatre, he had dad himaelf in ** Sjriaa

The 
hard eiperiencea of hia protracted period of poverty, had 
taoght huD better than anj man in the world, how diffienlt 
it waa to lire^ and hj bj oat of the gaina of anthorahip ; 
how utterl J impoaaible it waa to make literarj toil anpplj 
the meana for efpenriTe indnlgenoee, and at the aame time 
to liqiuidate ft hearf harden of doht.

But Goldsmith is one of Apse distinguished writers witii \

most of tiie depsrtments of lesniing, he waa on no subject 
whatever « wen4ead and profound student. He waa an 
Ustoffiany but his histories were elegant popularisations of 
the imp or tant works of greater minds ; he wrote much on 
Hatund Histoij, but his pages^ interesting and charming 
firam tiieir stfle, abound in merel j superficial riews snd in 
ludicrous statements, which prore both the ignorance and 
tiie credulify of the anther. But he was ft true poet ; in 
his warm susceptibilities, iiritsble, nemms organisation, 
generous passions, and purity of taste, he had all the prin- 
cipal lequirementa fiir the poetic nature. If he was 
grestlj deficient in anj quality requisite for ft great poet it 
was imagination; but that fiifling was more than made up 
by the depth, and warmtii, and constsnt actirity of his 
strange^ delicate ftdings. The logic of the head was not 
hk, Ab doits of the beer shop dubs he frequented could 
knock him about in atfummii where they liked; but in tiie 
nasonings of Ite henrt there was no other so subtie^ so 
powerfbl, and ao deligfatftiL His syn^athies were ill- 
regulated but they were unffeml; and his nature^ un- 
tainted by the sordid filth in which tiie greater portion of 
bis manfy life was paased, uniiyured by his own unceasing 
deflenons firom the patii of nuwality, unsoured by the 
brutal jests and insulting tenderness his coarser associates 
Buide him wince under, was from the first to the last child- 
like^ and in notiiing more so than his jealousies so in* 
gemmdy exhibited, snd his tinities so kqghaUy dispb^ed

Toko 
tiie Mowing beautiful allegory, "^ Guilt and Shame were at 
firat eompanionai and in the beginning of their jourm^ 
jnaeparaMy kept together.

Sidiardson and GMwin were booksellers; Sterne had 
drardi prefinment; Sir Walter Scott was a lawyer with 
prifate finrtune^ supposed worth £800 per smni^ and a 
numied wift^ kog ere be earned £1000 from publishers. 
Wofdsworlhhadalucnitive phuse, aa wdl aa comfivtable 
prifate means; Cflmries Lamb studL to his deikdiip ; snd 
inour times sefsral of the best and most pqpuhtfwriten get 
the greatsr portion of thsb incomes from Westminsteri or 
the dark oOcss of the city. In the days of- F^ a penni* 
IsssaapimiltelitmHy bonouxs^ eifthsr waa made weaUhy

•bqpke^er, a tutor or a puUio feetarer, writea not torn 
nonejr but from lore of art^ and patieniljr Udea Ua time^ 
tOl men ahaU nji ''Tou are a true poet ; and we will I 
you for our teadier.*' 

Bobert Bagewae a popular writer, andalaoan i 
tndeiman. He waa bom ou tiie SOth of Vebmaijy 1728^ 
at Darkly, a tillage on Ae Derwent^ near Derby, where hie 
fiither waa a paper maker, and, like Eielding'a frther, had 
four witea in proper aueeeaaion* Bobert waa the ofiptiQg 
of the fiiat union, and after leeemng a poor educatioa at a 
adiool at Derby, waa inatnioted in Ihe mysteiy of Ua 
frther^a occupation. 

Brad up in the austere aimpliisly of Qoakecism, it waa 
peihapa natural that Bobert Bage ahould, in manhood, 
have ao little reapeet fixr peraona, and eatabliahed pomps, aa 
to deride kinga, and be to Ua dying day aa thorood^i-goiiqf 
a rqpublican aa Hioloroft or Payne. But remerkaUe it 
eertainly ii that a man, reared a Quaker amongst Qnakan^ 
and to the kat entertaining a warm affeetioa fbr that 
deeoroua and reapectable aeet, ahould haTe been a free* 
thinker, and haTe entertained the worid with a aeriea of aa 
immoral and flagrantly indeeent norela, aa the taate of the 
kaa refined of hia time would bear. To add, in the minda 
of many, to the eontradietoiy nature of thia koaewiiter and 
infidel offapring of a Quaker, we may here remaik that he 
waa eonapiououa for gentieneaa of manner to all of all 
degraea^ waa respeeted eyeiywhere aa a man of the moat 
deBeate honour, thronghont Ml waa an ow wp raae nt halpta

Wlien he waa only twenty -three yean dd, Bobert Bage 
made m prudent and good match, the giri he waa ao hiqppy 
aa to win heing amiably well-looking, and endowed with 
good aenae, and n handaome aum of monqr- On becoming 
n married man he aettled at Bibtd, foor milea from T^ 
where he carried en the paper fiMtoij which waa conducted 
bj Urn to the end of hia daya. Aa aocn aa he waa fiurly 
filed in thia poaitiony he looked round fiir aome meana al 
inteOeetoal amuaement^ and applied himaelf eneigeticaUy 
to the atndy of tiie French language, and aoon he waa able 
to read witii fiuiUty not only the romanoea and phiya, but 
tiie poHtieal tvaatiaea alao, whidi were then pouring from 
Pteia into efery part of Biirope. But he did not preaent 
Umadf to the public aa an author till long after hia 
wedding. 

Li 1766, Bage and three otiier men (of whom Dr. Darwin 
waa one) took, in partnerahip, an iron fiictory. The reault 
of thia enteipriae waa that^ at the end of fimrteen yeara, 
when the partnera diaaobed their union, Bage found himaelf 
n poorer man by aa mndi aa £1JSOO. 

It waa 4kfter thia commercial reverae, that he^ either to 
eonaole himael( or witii a deaire to earn mon^, commenced 
ftwoik of iletion. HiailrBtn0vel,''JCwfii Zmnm^H^** waa 
add to Lowndaa for £80, and waa puUiahed in 1781* In 
1784 waa publidied ^Barham Downa •,** in 1787 appeared 
-•The Ymt Syrian^ nertcama ««JameaWaUace^*' ^rhich 
waa followed in 1782 by "^ Man aa he i%'' and in 179^ by 
** Hermaprong^ or, Man aa he la not" 

Theae noreb were well reoeiTed, and created almoat aa 
much aenaation in Germany aa in TfagUml. But there ia 
Httbtobeaaidtethem. Hmj are juat auch pmbctiona 
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man, who bad no meia inaiglit into hnuan naton^ and who 
aimad at diaaaminatiTig tiie ali»-liberaliam of his ipolitical» 
and the aceptieiam of his xeligioiia philoaophj, in iletituxis 
nanatitaa^ after the modela aapplied hj Slelding and 
Btchaidaon. Thej contain notiiing new to aene aa a hint 
to the artist^ and tiieir pegea aie ao diafigond with oh-* 
aeanitiea> that it la a jnat aobject iat wonder how Sir Walter 
Scott admitted aome of them into aa edition of "* KofeUati^'* 
intended fixr the nae of fimiUea. 

ne doee of Bobert Bage'a lift, of aimple haUta and 
impure inflnfwcei waa bleeaed with honoor and aerenitf • 
Hia many amiable qnalitieB, hia apotieaa profaitf » his vnob- 
tnisifebeDeTolenoe^ and h» gentle demeanonr, aeeored fiim 
the lore of a nnmerooa drole of fisflOAday and evenin thoaedajs 
of political and religioaa rancour canaed Ua neij^boara to 
regard wi A ftelinga of compaaaiony rather than deteatatioOi 
''Ua unfinrtonate and hflRible opiniona.** 

He died on tiie let of September, 1801, at Tnwwth, 
wherehereaidedforthehate^Tearaofhialifc. Hekft 
beUnd him a repntation that ia abeadtjr weU-ni^ dead, a 
widow, and two aona. Ghariea^theddeat^whowaBaeottoai 
mandhetonr at Bhrewabny, and Bdwird^ who waa ^ 
aiugeun at Xauworth* 
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Jx tiielist ottimj Jolm Lee^ the actor, and in aome aoirt 
tomatio antihor, did aajthing but iloiuiaL' A man of 
■Man aUUtiM, mboiiiided adf-«afeeeDiiy many mnawu, and 
aa .utterly abomiiiabla temper; he aaeoeeded in making 
Umadf at one time pitied, and at another deapiaed, bjr 
ahraja hsring a grieranee with which to bore the theatrical 
worid in TiHanoiialj written pampUeta. 

The, onljr good thing that ia^rdated of him, ia that when 
he waa manager of tiie Bdinlmrgh theatre^ he eonatnicted 
aome improved atagethnnder in a remarkable manner. He 
procured a parcel of nine-ponnd ahot, and put them in a 
^Hieel-banow, to which waa affixed a nine-pound wheel He 
tiien had lidgea fixed at the back of the atage; and when 
dramatio enieigeneiea required the deep rumblinga of Jove, 
m carpenter trundled the artilleiy waggon backwarda and 
fixrwwda, over the ridgea. The play waa Xear; and fbr a 
time thia original i^yparatua anawered well enou^ but juat 
aa the nnliDrtanate king waa in the midat of braving the 
enraged dementa, the carpenter'a foot dipped, down he 
eame^ and awfbl waa the eraah that followed s evenjretmcre 
awfld to the manager waa the conaequent uproar of the 
bonae. The atage being on a dedivity, the balla awept 
down into the ordieetcawithavelocitf aaif thejhadbeen 
dwt from canncn, and to eacape them the tenendde king 
leiyed about with aatoniahing grace and agi%. Toaddto

After hftring pcEfbnned in e greet meiqr cf tiie theetree 
of Oreet Britein end Xrelend, endefler heiring been intro-

of ''temponaj difSeolty,'' John Lee died et Beth, in the'

Ihe 
hst prodnotion of Miaa Lee's pen was a comedj, entitled 
^The Assignation,** prodnoed at Bmrjr Lane, hi 1807* 
Ihe piece was not so fortonate as its predeoessois, fbr it 
was only per fo nne d once, the pnblic thbUng that modi of 
the satire was aimed at popnlar ehaneten^ and theretoe 
nstnrslly evincing displeasore. 

BopUa Lee died at CSifton, on the Uth of Maidi, ISSi.

Johnson and Burke were delighted with, it waa onlj kind 
of tiiose nesreat to her to saj riie waa ten yean younger 
than she rsaUy was, and it waa only prudent in her to giye 
countenance to the statement If such waa the origin of 
the CRor, we are by no meana compelled to chaxge tiie 
Bumey fimuly with a life long deception ; for doubtless 
they ere long believed what they had dedared,—ao great is 
the power of all to put fidth in flattering imaginations, and« 
to be oUifiona of disagreeable &cts. It is intecesting to 
lemaric in Madame d'Arblay*a memoirs of her fiither, aadin 
her own memoira edited by her niece^ how Tagoely and 
with what aketbhey confusion tiie story is told of tiie eom- 
positicn of<'Eveliii%'* from its commencement to its eoaa^ 
pMon, albeit the scsaty dates are truthfiilly given. 

Aikst the book waa pnblidied by Mr. Lowndes, who 
ganfo Oe wagnifcmt aun of dB20 for it. The blushing 
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•ntiioNiiy ytho had eommwnieated witii hn paUUlMr 
through ihfB medium of her hroihery nd who had onl/ 
genecall/ (and with much effort) informed her frtfaer tiiat 
ihe aepiied to tiie dignitj of aatiionhipy hot without eom* 
munieating the title of her per&rmanoe, waa heraelf kept 
in ignoraaoe aa to the exaet time fixed fiir tiie appeaianoe 
of her BOfeL before tiie worid. She flrat diaooraed that 
tiie paUie had made ita acwpMuntanee, bj a aewi^per 
notiee ; and it waa aome montha ere die avowed to her 
fiunilj (two or three members of it, who were in her eon- 
fldenoe^ being excepted) that ahe waa tiie parent of the

Sr. Bune^y either nM|M0^ that ^the new noreL** waa 
tiie work hia danghter Ettmjr had biiefl/ mentJoned to 
him aome montha before^ or being informed fkom aome 
lecret aonroe that aach waa tiie foci^ proenzed a ae^ and on 
opening the fliat Tolume read with natoial and no i 
emotion, the dedloatoij v eraea in which hia i 
eUld told him her paseioQate lore for him.

Hm nqpid loooew of ''Erdinft'* made the puUio carious 
to diMorer tiie aaoiiTmoiui sathor ; Mid the proud father 
unable to contHn tiie 0eoret» hurried to Mra. Thrale'a rilla, 
and procilamied hia daughter to he tiie triumphant un- 
known* IPorthwitii the news waa conToyed from aet to 
aet throughout the metropolia ; tiie jonmab enhzged upon 
the inteUigenoe ; and Hiaa Eumj Bumej became a 
notorietj- of the llrafe water. Her good looks, her elegant 
fittb figure, and the piquant ezpresaion of her accurate 
and ddicate featurea, contributed in no way to damp the 
admiration of Hiooe irho were eo luckj aa to gain an in- 
troduction to her.

Hie docto 
chuckled Offer hcTi smacked hia huge Upa witii the sound 
of a carter^a whip iqpon her aoft pink eheeka, TOwed ahe 
waa a better writer than IMdini^ and offered her a thou- 
aand gdanlriea, that were anfflcienlly groteaque at the 
awBMnt of their perCnrmance, but looked wondroua well the 
next dajy when Ae fidr coquette noted them down in her 
jound.

IIiis to Queen Charlotte l—perhape of all the Queens of 
England the one, nnpreposaessing in penon (we had aluHMt 
written * old frump ') though she waa, who spent most 
time <m personal decoration! tiie ladj who, instead of 
soaring above the toilette'a duties, wasted dailj hour 
upon hour on the elaboration of a head-dress, as awkward 
aa it was troublesome, and encouraged her subjects in an 
ostentatious and cosUj style of costume, when from her 
exalted position she mighty had she set them a different 
example, have freed them from the cruel demands of 
&shion, and have, indeed, been the friend of virtue aa weD 
aa of time. Yerilj, he spoke falselj, who said that no man 
was a hero to his valet ; and more fiilselj still, he who said 
tlie master was despised bj his attendant^ because the valet 
was a valet! Por to a great extenti indeed all but en- 
tiieljr, we believe in Madame d' Arblaj's sincerity (charitable 
allowance being made for her inordinate pers<nial vanity) ; 
and unless we are mistaken, ^e homage she expressed and 
cherished to her royal mistress, in spite of slights, and selilsh 
n^|^eet,was the moat genuine of her sentiments, and wi 
alao believe that tiiia adoration of Her Majesty (agdbist con- 
viction) was a consequence of her being of the valet-natuxe. 
It is true that her ilnnkejiBm^(for jMrfOfM? loyalty is 
ssssntially flunkeyiam, though of the least oiGBoaive kind) 
— waa refined from the baser qualities of iank-worship»ihst 
il waa giacefiil in its exprsssion, and sinned less 
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men does; itill no one oui dmj tbat, lo to beeptttern 
queen with pniee, ezectlj on pointe where ike merited 
cenrare, wae oondnct onlj d eeen i ng tiie nnpLeteaDt name 
we haye applied to it. 

At night tbe Queen thanked IfiatBimiegr for the pvetty 
little poem, sayings ^Indeed, it ia.yeiyprettf— cnljl I 
don*t deserve it/' This occiurred on November the 4ih. 
Bat on the 0th of the same month, the poetess was in dia- 
gmoe. ~ The affair tiiua came to pass. I walked fiir some 
time eailj in Kew Gardena, and then called upon Ifis. 
Smelt. I tiiere hesrd thst the King and Queen were gone 
privatelj to Windsor, to tiie lodge; prohablj for aome 
papers they could not intrust with a messenger. "Mr, Smelt^ 
therefore, proposed taking this opportunitj' for shewing me 
Bichmond Gardens, offering to he mj security that I ahould 
have ftdl time. I accepted the proposal with pleasure^ and 
ve set out upon our expedition. Our talk waa almost all 
of the Queen. "Mr. Smelt wiahea me to draw up her di»- 
rMter. I owned to him that should it appear to me^ on 
neuor and doser inqwction, what it aeemed to me tiben, 
the task could not be an unpleasant one. 

''He saw me aafis to the Lodge, and there took hia. 
leave: and I waa going leisurelj upstairs^ when I met the 
Princess Amelia*and Mrs. Chevelej; and while I was 
paying with tiie little Princess, Mrs. Chevelej announeed 
to me that the Queen had been returned aome time^ and 
that I had been sent for immedistdy. 

"Thunderstruck at this intelligence, I hastened to her 
dressing-room'; when I opened the door, I saw ahe waa 
having her hdr dressed.

We noic enter upon another divison, and one more 
gratifying to cbaenre^ of Madame d'Arbkj'a life. Emerg- 
ing from the obaeuritf and torpefying influencea of the 
eourt^ ahe once again entered the world of aotire^ healthj 
intdligeneeb in which her ftther moved, and waa greeted 
wherever ahe went bj heartjr congratulationB that ahe had 
bNkea from the chaina of aervitude. Congenial aodety, 
and tripe into diibrent parte of tiie kingdom aeon reatored 
her hedth and spiriti^ putting her into a humour tho- 
rong^T to eigcj tiie companionahip of her aiater, Mn. 
Loek, and in fceaco n rae with the agreeable frienda that hi^ 
pO^ amcried la^ received in her hoapitable houae. It was 
(nviail toMi8.Loekthat8he waaintfodueadtotiie 
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dimlkr d'Arbkj, the t^jutaat-geiienl of IC. La&yette. 
The fint introdudioii took place at the oomineiioeme&t of 
the Norember of 1702 ; and inch good use did the gallant 
general make of time and oppojrtunifciee» that he ivoin Ifiaa 
Burner's heart, and induced her to many him, in apite of 
tiie prudent opposition of Dr. Bumey, on the Slat of Jnlj, 
1798. The wedding ceremonj waa p^onned in Mickleham 
Chareh, in the presence of "Mr, and Mra. Lode, Ouptain 
and Mrs. Phillips (the two ladies heing sisters of tiie

Though prudent firiends argued with impressive eamest- 
neH against the foU j of thia marriage which nnited in

Dnrin^ the first portion of her married life Madame 
d'Arbkj waa as actiTelj engaged in literatme, as her lord 
waa in hortieoltiire. In 1795, her tragedj of'' Edwin and 
Elgithai" an abeurd compoeition, containing three biahopi 
amongat the inmuUU penonOf waa brought out at Dmrj 
Lane^ Mrs. Siddona performed the herome'B part, but 
eren her acting could not reatrain the riotoua laughter of 
the house, or aave the piece from emphatic damnation. 
But notwithatanding thia fiulure, Madame d'Arblaj sub- 
aeq[uentl7 placed in the handa of 'Mr. Harris, the mana- 
ger of Cofent Ghvden, a comedj of her own writing, 
called ''Lore and Fashion,'* and he was so much pleased 
with it that he agreed to give her £400 for it; but after 
it had been put in rehearsal the authoress induced the 
manager to relinquish his right to it, as Dr.Bume^wai 
seised witii a panic that it ahould meet with no better fiiie 
than that of ''Edwin and Elgitha." 

It was in noreUwriting, and not in any other kind of 
literature, that Madame d'Arblaj waa atill to meet with 
her greatest success. In 1706 her third norel, " CamiDa'* 
(" Oedlia'* waa publiahedin 1782) was publiahed, partljbjr 
anbaeription, and ahe gained by it no leaa a sum than three 
Hionsand guineaa. For thia good fortune ahe waa ^nrj 
much indebted to the Dowager Ducheaa of Leinater, the 
Hon. Mrs. Boscawen, and Mrs. Crewe, who kept ^lista,** 
and were acttre in soliciting subscriptions. It was at thii 
period of her lift^ some two or three yean prior to the pub- 
Bcatioii of " Cecilia,'* that ahe exerted her pen in adtvK 
eating the canae of the French Exiled Clergrin anaUe 
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pimphM. But tlie great event fiir many jeara after her 
niniage waa the birth of her aon in the year ITM^ who 
lired to be e eomfort and bkaaing to hia mother^a old age^

Actuated bj these motites she determined on a Toyageto 
Engbndy and after surmonnting oooaiderable difficulty with 
regard to her passport, she went on board an American ▼«§.

In the beginning of the year 1814 Madame d'Arblay 
published her fourth norel, The Wamderer^ for which she 
made admirable terms, the worthlessness of the performance 
being considered, with her publishers. UpondeliTeryofthe 
MS. she receiTed £500, and two additional sums of £600 
each, the one nine months and the other eighteen months 
after the daj of publication. And if 8,000 copiea were sold, 
she was to have in all £1,000 more; but the sale disap- 
pointed the publishers* expectations. 

Soon after the publication of The Wtmderer^ Dr. Bum^

Horace Pioisi, whopreaerfed her finefiMmltiee, hm- imagi« 
nation, her intelligence, herpowen qfMutiam tmd eU0iiam>, 
her eitraordinary memory, and her almoat unexampled 
Tifaeity to the laat of her eziatenoe. She waa in her 
ei^ty-aeeond year, and yet owed not her death to age or 
to mvtnral decay, but tothe effeeta of ft fall in a jouniej 
tnm Pensanceto Clifton.

ments of others. Botii were lealons to serre^liberal to bestow 
and graeelbl to oblige ; and both were tmlj high-minded io 
prising andpraisingwhatever was admirable that cameintheir 
waj. Neither ofthem waa delicate nor polished, though each 
was flattering and caressing; bnt both had » fond inexhansti. 
ble of good humour, and of sportite gaietj^that made their

Ab ft norelirt, Madame d'Arbbjdoea not merit ft aecond- 
nte, or even third-rate, place. Her beat boi^ aa ahe and 
W frienda well knew, waa her flrat— ''Evelims** and what- 
e\'er good qnalitiea it poaaeaaed muat in ft great meaaore be 
attributed to the fiict, that ahe truated little to her powera 
of delineation, and atiU leaa to her powera of conc^on. 
Euniliar witii the writinga of Fielding and Bichardaon, and 
with the moat popular of the Frendi writera, ahe copied ^ 

them to the beat of her power; and though her imitatiooDB 
were aerrile and clumey in tJie extreme^ atiU thej were imi- 
titioDB, and eo could not fail to pleaae.* Am Congrere ob- 
tained hia early knowledge of life and precodoua powera of fr- 
dramatic anthonhip from the aaaiduoua atudy of play% eo ^ : 
did ICaa Buraey get her ftmiliarity with mankind, and her 
early capability aa a writer of fiction from the carefbl 
pemaal of norda. Dunlop would fbi ihe plagiariama of 
<<Bvelina'* eapecially in one quarter, but we do not heailate 
to aay tiiat atyle, inddenta^ aentimentB» and portiona of the 
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plot were filched fimn all qiuurton— yeiy probablj, bowerer, 
withont the knowledge of the »athoreM. To aoooimt for 
the popularity which "Erelina'* attained to, we nraatie* 
member that the age had not leamt to be fiwtidioas as to 
lefinementB of manner, and that the wiitinga of Fielding, 
Smollett, Bichardflon, and Sterne had aronaed a violent appe- 
tite for imaginative proee literatiue, to satisfy which sodetjr 
bad not at its command a sufficient supply of decent writers. 
Of the morality of this novel (and, indeed, of all the others 
of this autiioress) little can be advanced in the way of 
eology. It is true she did not depict painful scenes of 
sensuality, but she never has (with all her moral painting) 
any higher standard by which to measure an act, or thought^ 
than that of social propriety; ''thovulgar'* was that which 
moved her b i tt er est contempt, and ''tiie genteel" was tiiat 
on which she expended her wannest admiration; and she 
was one of the first of those noveUsts (of whom Theodore 
Hook was the greatest) who earned a degrading papuiari^ 
by pouring ridicule, audi as a wealthy and well-jfed menial 
bulls at a less fortunate companion in aenitude^ on the 
manners and habits of the chiss in which their fathers and 
mothers, and they themselves, were bom and^ bred. The 
awkwardness, the ignorance, and the repulsive ibatures of 
aU that we imderstand by the comprehensive and expree-

She wm bom on the 15th of 
October, 1768, and when ahe waa onlj eight yearn old, her 
father died, leaving hia widow encumbered with debt, to 
manage aa ahe beat could the affium of theamall£wm,anda 
laige fiunilj, conaiating of two bqya, and aereral remarkablj 
well-looking girla.

THOven Maiy WoDttcmecraft Oodwin is, as a norelkt^ 
of no especial interaet to the atadent of modem literature, 
it ia nerertibeless fit to glance in these pages at her career, 
as it intimatel J affected one whom we shall haye to con- 
sider with attention. Moreorer, apart from her relation 
to this object of her care, she b a character worthj of 
record and studj, for her yirtnes, her misfortunes, and her 
grate errors maj instruct ua not less than the7 appeal to 
oar sympathies. Brominent amongst those women who 
haire dared to battle with public opinion, and to rebel 
against those social rules that weigh with peculiar sereritj 
on the gentler sez, stands Mary WoUstonecralt. To fight 
the world on the score of its fiiTOurite views, is to fight a 
; strong armj; and the bold champion of innovation who 

engages in such a warfiire, even when he is a powerful man, 
V must ever attract some porti<m of the admiration of the 

'< • generous and brave; mneh more must this be the casc^ 

[} when the single combatant . who advances against the 

mightj host is a woman. 

; Bdward John Wollstonecraft (the fiither of Mary) was 

jf the son df a reqwctable manniacturer of Spitalftelds, from 

t whom he inherited a property somewhat less than £10,000. 

J Not bred to any profession, he married a Miss Elisabeth 

Dixon (of the Dizons of Ballyshannon in IreUnd), and*oc- 

eapied himself— 4lrst as a fanner, then as a commercial man, 

and finally as » broken-down dependent on his dever child. 

He, had several children, five of whom survived Mary y and 
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the fitfl of his nuniMoiis progoij hasmg been iteted, all 
Ine been eaid that eaa be adTUioed in bis honour; for ho 
WIS a selfish, pesstonite, snd cmel iTrsn^ finding more 
pleasiire in flogging bis children snd dogs thsn in snything 
else, unless bestiiig bis wife is to be eieepted. To 
mske the bmislitj of tiiis social ogre stand out in its 
utmost repolsiveness, occasicmal fits of tendeness would 
seise himt doring which he would hang orer his victimsi 
caressing them with maudlin fondnesi. 

Hrs. WoUstonecraft appears to hsTe been not altogether 
free from her husband's frilings, and in the case of Msiy 
(who wss not her darling child) to hate encouraged rather 
thsn restrsined bis crueltj. This maj iq[»pesr a slight cif^ 
cumstsnce to many ; but we cannot deem it deroid of in> ^ 

terest^ that the woman who TebemoDtlj and too rancoroualj f^ 

proclaimed it her mission to expose the sodsl tyiannj of f, 

the strong over the weak, was in childhood drilled witii ^] 

hsrdiness, and bullied into discontent and rebellion. When U 

reriewing the earlier years of her life she told Godwin that .- 

hor fiMher^s chastisements never humbled her or eowed her, ! 

but roused her to express contempt for him. 

The child not onl j used to take with this spirit the blows ^ 

that were intended for her, but by interposing herMlf at [ 

critical moments between her father and mother she would v:

Michaelmas of 1765, the family changed their quarters \! 

agsin,--«nd this time Ibr n convenient house in Baridng^ • 
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Buei. Wliile in this rendenoe, the WolktonecraftB were 
tlie intiiiuite friends, as well as netghbours, of Bamber 
Otseoigney M.P., for serenl boroughs in succession, and 
his brother Joseph* But thqr were rolling stones ; and in 
Miciiaelmas, 1768, Mr. Wollstonecraft carried his wife and 
duldien off to Yorkshiro, where he had taken a fium, near 
Beveriej. Fanning howerer did not answer, or at least 
not sttfficientlj well to compose the restlessness of his di^ 
position, for after a lapse of afew years (from fiye to seven) 
he gaye np the pursuits of agriculture, came up to London, 
put his ikmilj in a house in Queen's Bow, in Hoxton, and 
entered into some commercial speculation which, after a 
trial of a year and a half^ turned out sounfortunatelj that 
he went back to his former employment of tiller of the 

• sofl. 

"With this yoar and half of residence in Hoxton com- 

? mencee the histoiy of Mary WoUstonecraft'a womanhood.

Limb would hftTe called MO home at all; the furioua temper 
of the matter of the house makee every one wretched ; hii 
wiib whinea and freto and scolds; the yonng ones clamour 
ftr money for edncational purposes and can get none; 
nothing goes prosperously. Maiy is constantly doing her 
best to make matters better, and as incessantly is meeting 
witii cones for her pains instead of thanks, till she becomes 
a Tolcano of indignation. 

Oh, if ahe could but be independent! if ahe might only 
be a goferaeaa 1 ahe exdaims. Father and mother cannot 
hear of such a thing ; the latter bursting into tears, and 
the former rating the girl aoundly for bemg anxious to take 
BO wise a step. But she has outgrown the days of whip- 
.pings, and now she is about to show that she is not to be 
brow-beaten out of her deliberate resolyes. After manj 
delays and stormy discussions, she at length carries her 
point, and in the year 1778, she becomes the companion of 
a widow lady, a Mrs. Dawson of Bath. 

Befixre stwting from home she wasinformed on unquestion- 
able anthority that Mrs. Dawson was of such an insufferable 
temper that her companions, succeeding each other rapidlj, 
found it impossible to live with her. These warnings did not 
discourage Mary, who by the exercise of all her firmness in 
repelling the impertinences of her employer, and at the 
same time checking her own temper, not only made her 
Bitoation a oomfortable one,, but even succeeded in making 
Mrs. Dawson a better-mannered woman. We need not 
here point out how ill-caleulated such a situation waa to 
efoke the milder qualities of a young girPs nature^ or how 
adapted it waa to oall forth all her sternness, and to indnee 
a haUt of attacking at least of returning the attacks of— 
those who offended her. 

After two years* residence with Mrs. Dawson, Maiy 
retuiae d home at the entreaty of her mother, who waa at 
tte eommenosment of an iUneaa that waa slowly to lingtf 
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Upon iMrmodm^B death, (wbom it ii needlew to njihe 
■nnedwith tiie inoet affaetionirfA lolicitiid^) Mkj birie » ^ 
iDil adiea to her firtlMT^B rooi( aod became an inmite m 
fiuiilj of her ArieBdnimj Blood, at "flTalhain Gtoen, near 
FnlhanL 

Ihe Bflit importaot atq^ waa made in Mtty's lift ia tiio 
jeer 1788| when ahe opened a ediool at Hdiogton, m con- 
jnaetkm ivith Fannj Blood, and her (own) twoaiatan. 
This aohooly which tat a timo anoceeded exeeUenflj, waa in 
the eoime of a ftw montha moved to Newington Oxoen. 
Framthiatime tfll the middle of 1785, Mkj aetirefy and 
penerering^j worind aa a teacher of childreii, and in that 
opacitj was aeen to adtantage. Her temper, haatj with 
her eqnala, waa impertorbahle with her piq^; nxeaolt^ 
periiape, of the harah diadplinoof her own childhood. Her 
flock of little diaciplea worahipped her, and their pannta 
were ecarodj leaa enthnaiaitio in her praiae. flha waa the 
life and apiiit of the eataMiahmimt. Soon an ag r e e a b le 
dide of frieiida came roimd her, amongat whom were Dr. 
Biriiard Price, weU blown ftr hia political and mathematical 
dlcnlatioiia; Mra. Boxgh, the widow of the author of the 
"Political Diaqniaitiona ;'* anda Mr. John Hewlett n deigj- 
fluoi and maater of a boarding achool in ShacUewdL At 
this time alao ahe waa introduced to Br. Johnaon, flie Am 
patriarch regnant of Eng^iah literature. 

With 1785 came erenta that were important in Maiy'a' 
life. Fumy Blood*a health iUled, and ahe waa recommended, (> 

in hope of relief ftr her pulmonic diaotder, to tiy the air of l-' 

liibon. Tlie meana leaorted to to obtain Aeaafhrertiiia 
laat dumce may well make ua andle. A certain Mr. Bafjk ,. 

SkcTi, of Dublin, tiien xeaident in Ftetugel, hi^pened to ^

For a Um montht inhsequent to the Wedding, Earnqr*! 
health apparantlj improred, hut a deeided ehange for the 
ivone iooii miperrened, and news was aent home to ED^^aad 
that her death was looked for. The impetaons and lofiqg 
Marjr eould not endme the thought of her firiend passiqg 
into awfbl death nneheered hj the toioe of her diMea 
associate of her own sex ; so, leafing the school in tiw 
hands of her sisters, and horrowing money to defray the 
, etpenses of the Toysge^ she sailed for Lisbon, and anifsd 
' there in time to aUeriate the last sufferings of Penny 8kejr% 
who died on the 29th of Korember, 1785. 

On her return to EngUmd, she found that her absentt 
had been Teiy injurious to the school, of which she was tin 
main, indeed the sole support. Dishesrtened at the aspect 
of aifittn, and finding it difficult to work on agreeable tenm 
Irith her sisters, who, peihaps, resented her superioritjr, 
and were frequently aggrieved by her love and tone of dooi* 
nation, ahe detennined to withdraw from Kewington, and 
obtain a situation as governess in some private htaOj, h 
tras just at the time of her coming to tiiis resdntion tbil 
she wrote a duodecimo pamphlet of one hundred and sixtf ' 
pages^ entitled ^Thoughts on the Education of Danghten." 
Mr. Hewlet, of ShaoUewell, who had incited her to tiieii-

Thtj were pot down 
wiiih great Inrerify, yet expliciilj enoii^ to aecnie a per- 
fect reebUediaii of their meanings witliiii the time neccamBy 
far drawing oat tiie atorj at fioll, in ahort paragrapha of 
two, three, four, fire, or aiz linea eadi. 

''I tiien aat down to write mj ^Xaej from the beginning. 
I wrote for the moat part but a ahort portion in an j ain^ 
daj. Iwrote onlj wlientfaeafflataawaanponme. I held 
far a maadm, that any portion tiiat waa written wlien I waa 
not Mj in the rein, told for oonaiderBblj worse than 
nothing. Idleneaa waa athooaand tunea better in thiacaae, 
than indnatrj againat the grain. Idleneaa waa only time 
lost; and the next day, it may be, waa aa promiaingaa ever. 
It waa merely a day periahed from the calendar. But a 
pissage written feebly, ilatiy, and in a wrong spiriti ecmati* 
toted an obstacle Aat it waa next to impossible to correct 
aad set ri^t again. I wrote, therefore, by starts; aome- 
timea for a week or ten daya not * line. Yet all came to 
the same thing in the sequel^ On an average, a Tolume of 
"GalebWilliama" cost me fSrar months, neither less nor more.

yrbfoa. the tale waa almost completed, Godwin, conceding 
to the urgent entreatieB of a friend, allowed him a pemaal 
of tiie manuacript. On the aecond day the aheeta were 
letumed by the borrower wiA the fallowing note—* I 
letam you your manuscript because I promised to do so. 
If I had obeyed the impulse of my own mind, I ahonld httve 
thrustitinthefira.

Yerj wndigniHed, indeed '^ferjr email ** waa tbe aapeet of 
goremmenti wbea tbe Terdiet of'^Kot Gdltif** waapro- 
nounoed, and tboae aeleoted to be tbe Tietima of politieal 
bigotiy were dedared tbe Tictora in tbe l^gal oonleat 
When Holcroft, on bemg liberated, left tbe doek, be 
eroaaed tiie coort^ and took bia aeat bj tbe aide of Godwin. 
While tiie two frienda were c o n ver ain g— flie one witb a 
flash of trinmpb giring empbaaia to bia babttoal air of 
defiance, and tiie other, gentle and oompoaed, even in that 
moment of exdtement— Sir Tbomaa Lawrence made that 
ipirited profile aketcb of tbem, tbat pa aa e d into tbe poaaea- 
■ion of Eranda Broderip, Eaq. 

From a date aomewbatpreviooa to tbe poblieation of tbe 
" Politieal Juatioe,*' GMwin waa on termaof Amiliar inter- 
coane witb aome of tbe firat men of bia time^ and be nevery 
eren in timea ofgreatpeccmiaiy diffienlfyifiHledto 1 
that Iboting in diatingoidied aodefy, wU^ ^ 
wombippnig Ttogland, a man of allowed talent 
alwagra eonmand. HewaaaeooataataaaodatoofLoffdlam* 
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d«rd«le, Fox, and Sheridan, and wia the intiinate friend of 
Ottiran, Onttan, and a hoai of other fflnatrioiia eharacten. 
In 1797, Godwin publiahed the Enquirer, a collection cf 
eaaaya on moral qneationa, not calculated to prore him 
entitled to a firat rank amongit philoaophio writera, hut dia- 
plajing to adfantage the amiahilify and truthf ulneaa of hit 
chancier, and the aagaeitf and aonndoeaa of hia under- 
standing, when ezerdaed upon aulrjecte within the range 
of a healthy, hut not all-comprehenaiTe mind. Intiieaame 
TearhemttTied Mary WoUatonecraft, whoae aad atoiy hai 
already been told; and in the following year he edited her 
not Tory Taluable poethumoua worka, and added to them, 
ji> ' ftom hia own pen, a aketdi of her ILb, written in a frank 

and affectionate, but too defiant atrain. 

In 1799 he publiahed another norel, fbr which he obtained 
firar hundred guineaa, called ~ St. Leon : a tale oftiie Six- 
teenth Century," a tediona and awkward performance, the 
hcfo of which becomea poaaeaaedof the Ufo great aecreii 
' tiie Alehemiata of ao many nationa had toiled for in tain. 
In 1800 he Tiaited Ireland, and waa greeted by the pa§rioU 
of that ialand with Ae flattering cordiality of which Lriah- 
menare auch perfect maatera. In 1801 he manned again; 
the olrject of hia affection, in thia aecond aelection, being an 
accompliahed and well-looking widow lady who, in the year ' 
1808, preaented her huabandwitha aon. Thia aQn,afte^ 
I warda'W31iamGk)dwin the younger, became a pariiamentaiy 

reporter, and the contributor of many pleaaant and pro- 
miaing articlea to the magaainea, but hia daya were cut abort 
'^, bydioieninl882. 

\i\\ In the year in wUeh hia aon waa bom, Godwin poUiahel 

Ua ** Lift of Ohanear,** which may be regarded aa one of Ui 
beat booka. It ia n carefully worked up picture of tiie 
timea in wUch Ghanoer Hted, Tery interaaling^ and not 
SMwe open to the diaxge of inaccuracy than a bode written 
en fteti^ Oa drtaa of many of which are diluted, mnat bf^ 
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We ihoiild like to lee tiiie book Teprinted, and pkoed in a 
cheep, Imt et the nine time reepectable and dmmUe^ fbnit 
within the reech of fiunilies. 

In the year 180A, ^peued Godwin'a thM nofd, JIM- 
wood, or ike New Jfim rfJBMimg^ a poaitiTe inilietion of 
•tapidify, without the exciting etoij of ''Caleb William^*' 
totallj deroid of plot or intereiting deecriptiona, and dk- 
iigiued 1^ a dnmajr obaceniij. Of tiiia bcentioiianeai^ 
though Godwin waa fpaSLtj ta Jke^ we believe him to have 
been innocent ta laiaalioa, and we aee fblly to our aatiaiap- 
tion, how he came to fidl into ao grievona an enor ;— whaSu 
ever elae he waa» GK)dwin waanopoet; he act about wilting 
anoyel, aa he teUa na, mechanically— fixat he pidnd np a 
foundation for a atoiy out of aome old legend, then he read 
up all kinda of old or ordinaij hooka— Honk Chranidea^ 
Prison Oalendan, Vrench Boma ne ea a n dfiiiniahedhimaelf 
with characteia and inoidenta; laatlj, he patdied hia mate* 
riala together, laborionaly and neatlj indeed, but atill after 
all it was patchwork. A man, who proceeded on thia phm 
of coorae atood in need of a model, even in the detail of hia 
namtive ; and GMwin, (who, revolutioniBt aa he waa, had 
a great reapeet fm the cJd) went to the old claaM novetiata 
of his coontrjr, to Fielding and Smollett, and copied them, 
forgetting to make allowance for thecoaraeneaa of the timea 
in whidi thej* lived, and tiie comparative refinement of hia 
own* 

Having written ordinary novela Mr. GMwin, aa aecond* 
rate noveUata are prone to do, tried hia hand at dramatic 
eompoaition, and produced a tragedy, ohriatened Jmtml^ 
about aa contemptible a perfixrmance aa can be fimnd in tha 
entira stock of rabbish the stage poasossoa in tiie ahiye of 
literatoie. Ihia tragedy, however, we should state, to amid 
dironological conftudon, i^peaied in tha year 1800^ fimr 
years before JlMteeodL

bler was his enemy, snd he was scouted as infemous. He 
ezdaims^ too, with justifiable bitterness, against the rirulenoe 
i V' . J of his opponents, who would not even give him credit for 

( good intentions ; foremost amongst which ungenerous ene- 

mies was Mackintosh, with whom GMwin had for yean 
been in habits of friendly intercourse.

In 1807, Godwin prodnoed another tngedj, oaDed 
JRielliior,— 4ike hia former one, d ea erve dly nnaoeoeaafiiL 
During the next year he publiahed an Am^ on AgwZdbvt ; 
-« propoaal for erecting aome memorial of the iUuatnoua 
dead in all agea on the apot where their zemaina luKve been 
interred. Inthe pre&oeheaaja, ''I ama manof no fiitw 
tone or conaeqnence in my coontrjr; I am the adherent of 
no party) I hftre paaaed the greater part of mj lift in ao)i- 
tade and retirement; there are nnmbera of men who orer- 
flow with gall and prqndioe againat me, (dod bleaa them!) 
and would atrennooalj reaiat a propoaal I made^ thoogb it 
were auch aa firom any other quarter thej would accept witii 
tibankfubeaa.*' Uie eaaaj ia remarkable fixr ita propoaition 
to giye M r^nuHrkabU men n public monument.

Indeed, if that awful regard we 
cherish towards the dead did not reatrain ua from uttering 
worda ready to run from our lips, we should cite Oodwin aa 
instance of how bad a celebrated Engliah novelist can be. [ v

what none of hia other novehi had— the foundation of a [Si

one. Its descriptions of scenery are awkward and stilted, 
the delineationa of character are clumsy and unreal, and 
the social picturea— 4he conversationa, the tea-party polite- 
nesses, the ball-room aquabblea — ^are ridiculoua to the last 
degree of absurdity.

There was good reason whj GK)dwin did not succeed in thai 
branch of literature, in which he was ambitiona of winning 
applause. In the first place his mental powers were onlj 
lespectable^-and merelj good intelligence is not enough for 
a master of fiction. IMfourd, prone in the warm^ of hk 
afibctionate nature and the generositjof his polished mind, 
to orer-rate the capacities of his companions, has said of 
Godwin, ''ha had no imagination, no fancy, no wit, no 
humour, or, if he possessed any of those iacultiea, they were 
obscured l^* that of pure reason." In the second place 
Godwin's early aodal position,(as the son of a dissenting 
ininister, eduoited at a dissenters' school, and as such de- 
barred from educated drdca, during those years when nea 
are most obsenrant of trifies and most pliant) caused him to 
be as ignorant as a child, to his dying day, of the mannen 
and tone of decent aodety. When he raised himself froa 
tiie obscure rank in which he waa bom, and became tiw 
companion of statesmen and men of letters, he was too old to 
team the subtle tricks and tuma of drawing-room Mtjpu/tk, 
and the demeanour and Iblliea of the fcahionable worid. 
Had he been a grest.poet, of course the mclmory of the M

Ones upon a time there lived st Msidenhead, a tailor, 
who had two sons, named Thomas snd Peter. These sons 
csme up to London, worked hard, and throve.

vocations can only be guessed at by us, but stiU guessed at, !- 

wethink, with tolerable certainty; of Thomas's deeds there 
ctn be no doubt, for they are matter of history ;—te was a 
clotiiworker and slopseller, was advanced to the then 
respeetsUe oflto of SheriflTof London, and knighted on the 
29tii December, 1077. He, moreover, married a lady who 
was the sister of Sir William Thomas, Bart., of FoUdngfaam, 
in Sussex, and the widow of John Eversfldd, Esq., son and 
heir of Sir Thomas Eversfield, Knt., of Hollington. This 
was the first step made by the fiunily in the direction of the 
aristoerscy; snd it is with this Sir Thomas that polite 
chroniclers commence, as a rule, their mention of the Beek- 
fiffd pedigree,--the Maidenhead tailor being regarded aa a 
▼nlgsr character, not to be introduced into good society. 

PMsr Beckford, Sir Thomas's brother, did one great fting 
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in life— ke begal » child, who bore the paternal name^ and 
deroted himself to military and other punoita. Pepya, who 
waa on intimate terms (porhapa eren had dealings in doth) 
with the Beckforda, haa an interesting statement in his 
diary coneeming tlda young Peter, which we shall trans- 
cribe in full.--<<A.D. 1067—8, Febnuoy 21st. Comes to 
me, yoong Captain Beckford, ike iUp-tHer^ snd there 
preaenta to me a little purse with gold in it, it being, aa he 
tdd me, £ir hia preaent to me^ at the end of the last year. 
I tdd him I had not done him any aervioe I knew o£ He 
peraiated, and I lefbaed ; and telling him that it waa not an 
age to make preaenta .in, he told mo he had reason 
. \ to' p re sen t me with something, and desired me to 
accept of it, which, at hia so urging me, I did." Without a 
doubt, F^pya here attributea to Captain Beckford a persomd 
connection with the fionily tailoring establishment, and his 
doing so suggests the probability of the Captain's original 
military position, being only in the train^banda. It may, 
however, be only a careless way of mentioning the mm (J) 
' and nephew of a tailor. Anyhow, thia prudent young gen- 
tieman, who persisted in libmlity to such a powerful state- 
official aa Bapya, made hia way in the world. He rose to 
the rank of Colonel in the army, waa made President of the 
Council in Jamaica in the latter part of Charlea the Second's 
reign, and waa appointed Lieut.*Oovemor (not Gk>Temor, 
aa Lord Braybrooke asserts) and commander-in-chief of the 
iahnd, 1^ William HI. Thia lucky Mow aenred in a

•Qined property valued at 80,000/. ; and it was re-built c 
amagnifioent scale, and at great cost. But the new manaic 
was erected on a bad site; so it was pulled down by Yathe] 
and iXtffiunons Fonthill Abbey was built in its stead. Soix 
idea may be formed of tiie magnificence of this habitatioi 
from tiie fiwt that the exact cost of the Mfifify was 278,0001 
Buch was the price of the casket, and the treasures tlui 
were stored in it were Tsluable in proportion. TouseHa^ 
litt's description, it was, in a word, a desert of magnificence 

I a glittering waste of laborious idleness, a cathedral turner 
into a toy shop, an immense museum of all that was mo^ 
curious and costly, and, at the same time, most worthless,!^ 
the productions rf art and nature. Ships of pearl and acaaJ 
of amber were scarce a ikble there; a nautilus's shell, auc^^ 

-mounted with a gilt triumph of Keptune, tables of agat^ 
cabinets of ebony, and precious stones, painted windoin 
shedding a gaudy crimson light, satin borders, marble floorm 
aAd lamps of solid gold— Chinese pagodas and Fteaiai 
iap e stry, all the splendour of Solomon's temple displayed ii 
miniaturel Amongst other attractions the palace had a raK>c 
and excellent library, and a magnificent picture gallery U] 
which the paintings of Breughel, Cuyp, Titian, Hondekootet 
Fblembeig, and other great artists figured. 

The most remarkable architectural ftature of the ne^ 
Abbey was a lofty tower, 280 feet in height, on which Beck- 
find expended a Tast treasure of wealtii and care. The 
history of this tower is yiteresting. On one occasion when 
it was neariy finished, it caught fire during the nighty and 
fiv miles rodnd afforded tiie grand speetode of one huge 
sword of flame thrust into the black cope of heafcn.

But this 
proud resdlte gaife waj before more prudent considerations, 
and in 1829; FontUn with all its fbniitare and extamgant

Beekford, however, retaining hia best pictures and hii
